THE CAST: The tandem of Tommie 

Frazier and Brook Berringer is a perfect mix 
of quarterbacks as long as they both stay happy. The group of 
running backs is ridiculously talented, and the way the coaches 
play them means opposing defenses have to deal with a fresh 
star-quality performer on every snap. A number of key players 
are missing from last year, but the offensive line and linebackers 
should replenish quickly. 

THE OBSTACLES: The Huskers have another national 
championship schedule, but the season opener at Michigan 
State will be tougher than many expect. Indeed, the trip to Boul- 
der is huge, and the showdown with Oklahoma looms, too. 

THE KEY: Confidence. Finally unburdened of “big game” 
losses, Nebraska can no longer be relegated to its long-standing 
status as just a regular-season power. Still, Osborne must deal 
with his pleasant-but-sticky QB situation. 


Youngsters lead return to yore. 


THE CAST: They have arrived. After 
four years of flopping around in the Pac-10 
while Washington, UCLA and Oregon have 
beaten them to the Rose Bowl, the Trojans 

are on track to get back to Pasadena. They have bided their 
time in the first two years of the second John Robinson era, but 
with guys like receiver Keyshawn Johnson, a whole bunch of 
quality tailbacks and a maturing defense, they're ready to make 
a run at the national championship. 

THE OBSTACLES: A couple of soft non-conference 
openers lead to a key Sept. 23 game at Arizona. If the Trojans 
get past that one, they stand a good chance to roll to 6-0 head- 
ing into Notre Dame, which they haven't beaten since 1982. 

THE KEY: Junior Brad Otton and senior Kyle Wachholtz 
have NFL size and arm strength, but they must mix in some 
leadership and good decision-making. The line, backs, and 
Keyshawn Johnson will make things easier for them. 


Winning streak could reach 29. 


THE CAST: With three players going in 
the first nine picks of the NFL draft and eight other starters fin- 
ished with their careers, this team has more pure talent to 
replace than any other. But it is also better equipped to replace 
them than any other program. The best offensive line in the 
country, the best pair of wideouts and a solid group of backs will 
make life easy for new quarterback Wally Richardson. The 
defense lost seven starters, but no stars. 

THE OBSTACLES: With Wisconsin, Ohio State and 
Michigan all visiting Beaver Stadium, any loss will be a signifi- 
cant upset. They carry a 17-game winning streak, the nation’s 
longest, into a schedule that could lead to 12 more. 

THE KEY: Six of the front seven will be new, but defensive 
coordinator Jerry Sandusky has built his career on rebuilding 
formidable units without the luxury of superstar prospects 
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Track meets with yard lines? 


THE CAST: The Gators’ offensive unit 
might be the best in the country. The team is a solid two-deep 
at every skill position, bolstered by a hulking offensive line 
entrenched in The Swamp. Factor in coach Steve Spurrier and 
his staff's wherewithal and a new commitment to running the 
ball more effectively, and this offense will be just plain unstop- 
pable. The defense is not as complete or seasoned, but end 
Mark Campbell continues the school’s superb lineage. 

THE OBSTACLES: Any of four games could wreck a 
national title run, and as a group they could wreck the Gators’ 
season altogether. Trips to Auburn and Georgia are scary; 
home games against Tennessee and Florida State are ominous. 

THE KEY: Defensive depth. Spurrier has suggested that as 
many as six to eight freshmen could find spots in the defensive 
two-deep. Yet, if the offense develops the ball-control he wants, 
the defense will always be well rested.

THE CAST: Now that their two years 

in NCAA purgatory have ended, the Tigers 
get to play for real under Terry Bowden. They boast a superb 
offensive line keyed by tackle Willie Anderson and center Shan- 
non Roubique. Darting behind the massive front will be 
Stephen Davis, considered by many the nation’s best running 
back. QB Patrick Nix doesn’t do much wrong. The rear seven 
on defense is solid. The linebackers, in particular, have the 
potential to be elite. 

THE OBSTACLES: A simple-yet-dangerous threat lies in 
wait ... complacency. The Tigers are superior to nine of 11 
opponents, and Florida and Alabama come calling to Jordan- 
Hare; will Auburn avoid stumbling in the preliminaries? 

THE KEY: Assistant coach Wayne Hall might be the best 
in the country at developing defensive linemen, which is crucial 
because of the losses from last year. Some of his raw youngsters 
need to come through ... and they will. 


Sweeping up SWC is not enough, 


THE CAST: The Ags have the stuff and 
the staff to put the Southwest Conference to sleep ... for good. 
Quarterback Corey Pullig and running back Leeland McElroy 
are the featured components of a potentially explosive offense. 
And the defensive line, led by end Brandon Mitchell, will take 
apart its adversaries. R.C, Slocum has assembled the speed and 
depth that few teams around the country enjoy. 

THE OBSTACLES: Colorado and perhaps Texas (but not 
really) stand between the Aggies and a perfect record. The real 
problem is their lack of respect borne from playing in the SWC 
and their inability to beat big-league foes in bowls. 

THE KEY: This program needs a big win for the sake of its 
team psyche and sagging national respect. The Aggies have that 
opportunity this season at Colorado ... by the time they get toa 
bowl game, it will be too late. 


Rough sehedule keeps hopes in check. 


gore THE CAST: Even after losing three of 
their best players to the NFL early, the 

Buckeyes have Top 10 talent returning. Now they have to play 
like it every week. The defensive line and offensive backfield are 
top drawer. Running back Eddie George is a man among men 
and looks like the Bucks’ best since King Archie. A makeover of 
the offensive staff (including quarterbacks coach Walt Harris) will 
enhance the passing game and energize the Horseshoe. 

THE OBSTACLES: Plenty of them. They open the season 
against a schedule tougher than any other Top 25 team: Boston 
College, Washington, Pittsburgh, Notre Dame, Penn State, Wis- 
consin. Most teams would take a split from that stretch. 

THE KEY: The stability of a long-term coach is an intangi- 
ble that can’t be dismissed, and OSU now has it. A strong start 
against the slate of nails could lead to something big, but a poor 
start will start the poor-mouthing anew. 


Regaining the Golden (Dome) touch. 
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THE CAST: A simple rule to follow 
when analyzing the world of college football: 
Never count out the Fighting Irish. Even after a 6-5-1 season. 
The Domers boast a superb passing combo in quarterback Ron 
Powlus to receiver Derrick Mayes. The offensive supporting cast 
is impressive. Defensively, remember the names of rising-star 
LBs Bert Berry and Lyron Cobbins. Let's put it this way: How 
many teams in the country would not trade players with ND? 

THE OBSTACLES: A three-game parlay with Texas, 
Ohio State and Washington could send the Irish racing up the 
polls or settling to mediocrity. If they survive unscathed to the 
Oct. 28 showdown with USC, we'll be hearing title talk. 

THE KEY: Since Lou Holtz’s arrival in South Bend, the 
hallmark has been the offensive line. Last year’s edition was 
less-than-standard ... but after a year of Holtz’s harping, that 
now-experienced group appears ready to atone. 


As usual, defense must lead. 


THE CAST: Say what you will about 
the boring football that Gene Stallings 
coaches, but his teams are always prepared 

to play and win and they never beat themselves. Ever. Dwayne 
Rudd and Ralph Staten lead a terrific group of linebackers in a 
butt-kicking style that simply does not allow opponents to ever 
get comfortable: Hence, they lose. The Tide is 52-10-1 in the

THE OBSTACLES: As has become its way, the Crimson 
Tide plays a two-game schedule (a home game with Tennessee

THE KEY: If offensive coordinator Homer Smith can get 
as much out of Brian Burgdorf as he has out of other compara- 
bly underwhelming QBs over the years (Gary Hollingsworth, 
Rick Neuheisel, etc.), the Tide might not lose.

THE CAST: The difference between 

MIAMI this year’s edition and most recent teams 
isn’t individual talent, it's the breadth of talent. Defensively, the 
*Canes field three of the game’s very best defenders: defensive 
end Kenard Lang, linebacker Ray Lewis and cornerback Carlos 
Jones rank with the best. However, save Kenny Holmes, the 
rest of the defense is questionable. Offensively, outside of center 
K.C. Jones, the ‘Canes have few honors candidates. 

THE OBSTACLES: While eight wins are virtually FDIC 
insured, the early schedule doesn’t offer much time to groom a 
quarterback and adjust to a new coach.

THE KEY: Quarterback and defensive tackle have been 
Miami staples for a decade. Those talent gravy trains apparently 
didn’t arrive this year. If QB Ryan Collins doesn’t get it done 
quickly, new coach Butch Davis cannot dawdle.

THE CAST: While quarterback Pey- 

ton Manning is the fan favorite, the Vol- 
unteers’ offensive front is really the team’s catalyst. From tackle 
to tackle the Vols field five legitimate NFL prospects.

BRUINS THE CAST: Last year's 5-6 record 
——— _ doesn’t temper the number of quality play- 
ers at UCLA (many of whom were injured at times in 94). 
Tackle Jonathan Ogden, linebacker Donnie Edwards and 
receiver Kevin Jordan — All-American candidates all — decided 
to spend 1995 back in Westwood, so the Bruins and their 18 
returning starters will roll. The Pac-10's best offensive line and 
great backs let Terry Donahue return to his run-first roots. 

THE OBSTACLES: It won't take long to find out if this 
team has major promise, since the Miami Hurricanes visit the 
Rose Bowl on Sept. 2. Moreover, the Bruins face four 1994. 
bowl teams in their next five games. 

THE KEY: Is every team replacing its quarterback this 
year? The Bruins sure are, with Ryan Fein expected to take 
over. He was anything but impressive in previous opportunities, 
but now he's a junior and his time has come. 


No time for easy transition. 


THE CAST: Coach Rick Neuheisel 
inherits one of the nation’s 10 best pro- 
grams with enough talent aboard to make some noise. Koy Det- 
mer will step in for Kordell Stewart at quarterback, little Herschel 
Troutman replaces Rashaan Salaam at feature back, and both 
will operate behind a massive and talented front.

THE CAST: With 16 retuming starters 
from a team that won nine games (and very 
close to 11-1), coach George Welsh appears to have the Cava- 
liers poised for a big year. Outstanding speed on both sides of 
the ball puts this team in good stead, and if the Cavs can replen- 
ish their defensive line before too long, they could even find a 
Top 10 berth in the offing. The leadership and experience of 
quarterback Mike Groh should help in close games. 

THE OBSTACLES: Non-conference games include trips 
to Michigan and Texas, but the team’s three most important 
games of the season (at N.C. State, at UNC and vs. Florida 
State) have soft weeks leading in. 

THE KEY: By opening at Michigan, the Cavs may not do 
a lot for their win-loss record, but they'll get a jump on their 
schedule.

hen this journey began last summer, Notre Dame 
appeared to be positioned for an outstanding recruit- 
ing season. And appearances were not deceiving. 

On signing day, the Notre Dame recruiting class of 95 
looked sweeter than all others, as Lou Holtz and his staff assem- 
bled a list that could prove to be every bit as good as the 1993 
Florida State class. 

That top-ranked Seminole class has proven so far to be the 
best group of the 1990s, with 15 true freshmen who contributed 
on a national championship team. 

Of course, one recruiting class will never be the sole reason 
for a run at the national championship. Not in football, anyway. 

However, two or three knockout classes in a row could give 
you a legitimate shot at going all the way. Transfers, injuries, 
grade problems and filling crucial needs all come into play when 
evaluating how well a class pans out. 

With this in mind, let's take a look at the top 20 classes for 
the 1994-95 recruiting season: 


Notre Dame 


The Irish did one of the all-time 
great jobs recruiting in 94-95. 
Of the 25 players they signed, 11 
had been listed on the 95-player BCI 
Dream Team! Corey Minor, a 6-2, 
240-pound linebacker with 4.65 speed from 
Bishop Amat High in La Puente, Calif., leads the way. He was 
National Co-Defensive Player of the Year and would have led 
any list. 

Other key players to keep your eye on are: linebacker Jimmy 
Friday (Sugarland, Texas), and offensive linemen Tim Ridder (6-8, 
284, Omaha, Neb.), Mike Rosenthal (6-8, 295, Mishwauka, Ind.), 
and tight end John Cerasani (Schaumburg, Ill.). 

The Irish backfield of the future could well be three prime 
ballhandlers: quarterback Jarious Jackson (Tupelo, Miss.), run- 
ning back Autry Denson (Ft. Lauderdale, Fla.) and fullback Jamie 
Spencer (Monroe, La.), Kevin Kopka (Hollywood Hills, Fla.), 
could be counted on immediately as a placekicker, an Irish weak- 
ness in ‘94.

D’Andre Hardeman (Hous- 
ton) rated even higher nationally, so A&M should be able to con- 
tinue its outstanding running back tradition. Quarterback, too, was 
a strong point for the Aggies, with Kevin Colon (Deer Park, Texas) 
and Randy McCown (Jacksonville, Texas) joining 1994 super- 
recruit Branndon Stewart, who transferred to College Station in the 
spring after playing at Tennessee last year. Brandon Houston 

(Katy, Texas) rated as one of the top 


offensive lineman in the country. 
Terry Bowden has brought back excite- 
ment and winning to the Aubum program. 


That goes for on the field and in recruiting. 
Bowden and his staff blanketed the South in search of quality line- 
backers and came home with a stacked deck: Barrett Askew (Lan- 
ett, Ala.), Rick Sealey (Miami, Fla.), and Takeo Spikes (Sandersville, 
Ga.). The threesome in the secondary is at least as impressive, with 
Martavious Houston (Lauderdale Lakes, Fla.), Ryan Taylor (Dublin, 
Ga,), and Marlin Taylor (Smiths Station, Ala.) each ranking among 
the top 12 nationally. The only drawback is the Tigers didn’t sign a 
quarterback, a position at which they lack depth. Fortunately for 
Auburn, the 1996 recruiting class is

Biakabutuka is a hard-to-grab combi- 
nation of speed and power, and was 
Michigan’s most effective runner late in 
the 1994 season. 

Yes, that includes first-round draft 
pick Tyrone Wheatley. 

Wheatley, slowed by injuries part of 
the season, ran for 1,144 yards and aver- 
aged 5.4 yards on 210 carries. 

Biakabutuka rushed for 783 yards and 
averaged 6.2 on 126 attempts. 

After Biakabutuka was called off the 
bench to spark Michigan's win over Col- 
orado State in the Holiday Bowl, a 
Wolverines assistant coach requesting 
anonymity said Michigan would be even 
better off at running back in 1995. 

Biakabutuka was the reason behind 
that logic. 

He and Ed Davis combined to account 
for 1,112 yards last season, so even with- 
out Wheatley, the Wolverines appear to 
be well-stocked at the position. 

Biakabutuka is the classic fact-is- 
stranger-than-fiction story. 

He was born in Zaire in 1974, the 
same year Muhammad Ali beat George 
Foreman in Kinshasa, Zaire. Then, in 
1980, he moved to another football 
hotbed: Montreal. 

No Canadian high schools serve as 
pipelines to major American colleges. No 
Cleveland Saint Ignatius or Valdosta, Ga., 
or Long Beach Poly north of the border. 

So, Biakabutuka, who attended 
Vanier College in the Montreal suburb of 
Longueuil, jumped in a van with coach 
Marc Santerre and several other hopefuls 
to attend the University of Michigan sum- 
mer football camp in 1992.

Moeller, 54, was arrested May 5 and 
charged with misdemeanor assault and disor- 
derly conduct.

his forced resignation after reaching a set- 
tlement that reportedly will pay him about 
$350,000 (2% years of the remaining 
three years on his contract). 

Moeller finished his Michigan career 
with a 44-13-3 record, with three Big Ten 
championships followed by back-to-back 
7-4 regular seasons. 

Coaches throughout the Big Ten 
expressed sadness at Moeller’s demise, but 
suggested that the Wolverines would thrive 
no matter who was hired to replace him. 

“| don’t expect Michigan to miss a 
step because it’s got the tradition,” said 
Indiana coach Bil Mallory, whose three 
sons played for Moeller at Michigan. 
“They just keep going. That's what hap- 
pens with the great programs, and Michi- 
gan is one of the great ones.” 


Tshimanga passed the audition and 
got a scholarship.

“When I was given No. 21 to wear, I 
knew it was Desmond Howard's number,” 
he said, referring to the 1991 Heisman 
winner. “It doesn’t bother me. I like it. All 
I wanted to do was play for Michigan.” 

In fact, he stands a reasonable 
chance this season of finishing higher in 
the voting than any Michigan player 
other than Howard in nearly a decade. 
Wheatley finished eighth in 1993, then 
not even in the top 10 last year in his 
injury-plagued season. 

Biakabutuka missed half of spring 
practice after undergoing arthroscopic 
surgery to repair cartilage damage, but 
was expected to be at full strength for pre- 
season practices, 

While Biakabutuka is a proven com- 
modity, new quarterback Scott Dreisbach 
is a freshman who redshirted in 1994. A 
6-4, 192-pound freshman from 
Mishawaka, Ind., Dreisbach was consid- 
ered the favorite to replace senior Todd 
Collins, and held off a strong rush by 
sophomore Brian Griese.

Dreisbach plans to study the offense and 
work extra with receivers in preparation. 

“(Tight end) Jay Riemersma used to 
play quarterback and he kind of took me 
under his wing,” Dreisbach said. “I watched 
a lot of film with him and Todd Collins.” 

Collins said: “Scott is very talented. His 
best ability is his ability to make big plays. 
And he’s a smart guy who will learn.” 

Quarterbacks coach Kit Cartwright said 
Dreisbach has the strongest arm and quick- 
est feet of his four scholarship quarterbacks. 

“Scott is most definitely the niftiest kid 
in the group,” Cartwright said. “He's a 
playmaker, and can take something mar- 
ginal and turn it into a productive play.” 

Dreisbach completed six of 10 passes 
for 57 yards in the spring scrimmage, and 
Griese was six-of-11 for 109 yards and 
two touchdowns. 

“Brian never had many snaps with the 
first offense until the spring,” Cartwright 
said. “He improved a lot, as did Jason 
Carr and Scot Loeffler. Brian is a sound 
player with no major flaws and also makes 
big plays. He has really improved and 


sped up his game by becoming more 
aware of his surroundings.” 

The door is not shut on Griese, but 
has swung open for Dreisbach. Cartwright 
had early-morning study sessions with 
Dreisbach last season to prepare him in 
the event Collins had been injured. 

“Those mornings really helped me 
out,” Dreisbach said. “And after this spring, 
I have a better understanding of the offense. 
I got even more repetitions and got the 
routes down with the receivers. 

“All Coach Moeller told me was, ‘Go 
in and do your best.’ And I thought I did. 
I like being the leader; | like to take a 
team on my shoulders.” 

Collins had two full years as the starter, 
but Dreisbach has four potential seasons. 

Rick Leach (1975-78) was Michigan's 
last four-year starter and did so without 
redshirting. Elvis Grbac was the leading 
passer for four years (1989-92), but 
Michael Taylor was the primary starter his 
freshman year. 

Dreisbach could be next in line for a 
long stay, but it’s safe to say the Wolver- 


ines will miss Collins, voted Most Valuable 
Player by his teammates as a senior. 
Collins threw for 2,518 yards and 13 
touchdowns last year. 

The Wolverines closed 1994 with a 
Holiday Bowl win over Colorado State, 
but all is not rosy when Michigan finishes 
out of the Rose Bowl. 

Michigan wasn’t as haunted by the 
last-second loss to Colorado as many 
believed, but dropping the hard-fought, 
31-24 decision to Penn State really 
deflated the team. 

The Wolverines went from chasing the 
national title to a back seat in their own 
conference, where they finished third. 

Starting with the Oct. 15 disappoint- 
ment against Penn State, they dropped 
three of their last six Big Ten games, and 
suddenly, they are a very average 7-6 in 
their last 13 conference games. 

By comparison, it had taken them 51 
games to accumulate their previous six 
defeats, dating back to November of 1986. 

The more recent mark is not one that 
receives approval in Ann Arbor, where

Moeller completed the revamping of his staff 
by hiring former Wolverines defensive back Erik 
Campbell to coach receivers and Brady Hoke as 
outside linebackers coach 

Campbell, 29, had been the running backs 
coach at Syracuse and becomes the youngest 
UM assistant. He played in four bow! games, 
was a member of the 1986 Big Ten champions, 
and played for the Green Bay Packers in 1988 

Hoke, 36, was Ball State's captain in 1980 
and a second-team All-Mid-American Confer- 
ence linebacker. He spent the last six seasons 
as the defensive line or linebackers coach at 
Oregon State. 

They replace offensive line coach Les Miles 
‘and secondary coach Bill Harris. Miles became 
the offensive coordinator at Oklahoma State and 
Harris the defensive coordinator at Stanford. 

Only defensive line coach Greg Mattison, 
running backs coach Fred Jackson and inside

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linebackers coach Jim Herrmann remain in the 
same roles. Defensive coordinator Lloyd Carr also 
will now coach defensive backs.

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the Wolverines had won or shared five 
consecutive Big Ten championships 
before the 1993 season. 

Endurance is the biggest test Michigan 
faces this season. It opens Aug. 26 with 
Virginia and finishes Nov. 25 with Ohio 
State. Opening before Labor Day and 
playing after Thanksgiving Day means a 
14-week season with two bye weeks, 

Naturally, a stop at Boston 
is included during the mara- 
thon season. 

The Wolverines play at 
Boston College and also will 
be tested by the Cavaliers, but 
get two automatic wins against 
Memphis and Miami of Ohio. 
The success of the season 
appears to hinge on the final 
two games — at Penn State 
and against the Buckeyes in 
Ann Arbor — and Michigan 
fans can only hope the team 
has the healthy bodies and 
fresh legs necessary when it 
counts most. 

The defense must hold up 
better if this season is to end in 
Pasadena. It only held three 
1994 opponents under 20 
points, but won each time it did. 

Four of the top five tack- 
lers are back, but leading tack- 
ler Steve Morrison (128 
tackles) will be missed at 
inside linebacker. Cornerback 
Ty Law and outside line- 
backer Matt Dyson are other 
impact players who must be 
replaced. 

Inside linebacker Jeremy 
Irons is the leading returning 
tackler with 115, and linemen 
Jason Horn and Trent 
Zenkewicz were the top sack- 
ers with 11 combined. 

Breaking in two new cornerbacks and 
stopping the big pass plays that cost Michi- 
gan dearly in 1994 are the primary needs. 

The Wolverines never allowed a run 
of 30-plus yards, but were burned for 15 
passes in that category and surrendered a 
whopping 18 touchdown passes. 

Freshmen defensive backs Charles 
Woodson and Daydrion Taylor could get 
quick playing time, and David Bowens is 
the fastest inside linebacker Michigan has 
ever recruited. All three could make 
instant impacts. 

Punting and placekicking were a bad 
news-good news story last year. Remy 
Hamilton set a Big Ten record with 25 


field goals and only missed five, but Kraig 
Baker averaged only 34.9 yards per punt. 

Coaches lamented that the reason 
Hamilton had so many attempts was an 
offense that often stalled despite featuring 
Michigan's No. 2 career passing and rush- 
ing yardage leaders. 

Collins (5,858 yards) and Wheatley 
(4,178 yards) are off to the NFL as second-

round and first-round picks, respectively, 
after finishing with a team that burned up 
the middle of the field. 

Backing up Collins wasn’t nearly as fun 
as playing behind Wheatley. 

Fifth-year senior Jason Carr has 
thrown just 14 passes in games and had 
only an outside chance to become the 
starter. 

Fans also know little about Dreisbach 
and Griese, but surely know plenty about 
the father of one of them — Miami Dol- 
phins Hall of Fame quarterback Bob 
Griese, a Purdue All-American 

The new quarterback will have three 
outstanding targets in wideouts Amani 
Toomer (54 catches, 1,096 yards) and 


Mercury Hayes (36 catches, 589 yards) 
and tight end Jay Riemersma (33 catches, 
336 yards). 

Toomer broke a 28-year-old school 
record for receiving yardage and is a top 
Biletnikoff Award candidate. 

Riemersma switched from quarterback 
in one quick season and is considered a 
pro prospect after pulling off the unusual 
position adjustment. He pro- 
vided linebacker George How- 
ell the incentive to accept an 
opportunity to play fullback, 

“I looked at that change 
day made,” Howell said, “and 
so I knew the coaches were 
serious about me doing this.” 

The most glaring hole on 
offense had been at fullback — 
where Che’ Foster went pro 
early and Jon Ritchie trans- 
ferred to Stanford. 

But Howell stepped up to 
win the job with an impressive 
spring of running and blocking. 
Backup tailback Ed Davis 
(shoulder) also missed half of 
spring drills, and Howell and 
freshmen tailbacks Chris Floyd 
and Chris Howard were the 
only healthy scholarship backs 
for the last several practices. 

Michigan also had to do 
without talented offensive tackle 
don Runyan in the spring. Run- 
yan injured his foot before the 
Holiday Bowl, and the lost time 
will slow his transition back to 
tackle after a year at guard. 

Defensive tackle Damon 
Denson was moved to offense 
in an effort to add spark and 
depth to the line. Denson was 
impressive enough in the spring 
to merit playing time despite 
having talented veteran Joe Marinaro and 
fast-rising freshman Zach Adami ahead of 
him in the starting roles. 

Center Rod Payne must stay healthy 
because the Wolverines lack proven depth 
in the middle. 

One way or another, there’s little 
doubt that Michigan will play in the post- 
season, the only question is where. Michi- 
gan’s 20 straight bowl appearances are 
second only to Nebraska (26), and they 
have stayed near the top with top talent. 

From Anthony Carter to Howard to 
Wheatley, and now Biakabutuka.

Personnel Losses Don’t Preclude Run For Roses 


eyes might have looked like if they had 
sustained some stability from the 8-4 
season of 1994, 

Their best offensive lineman, Korey 
Stringer, leaped to the NFL with a year of 
eligibility remaining. 

Their two best linebackers, Craig 
Powell and Lorenzo Styles, did the same. 
Their wide receivers coach, Mike 
Stock, also jumped into pro ball, accept- 

ing a job with the Kansas City Chiefs, 

Their secondary-turned-quarterbacks 
coach, Larry Coker, left to become the 
University of Miami offensive coordinator. 

Their tackles/tight ends coach, Lee 
Owens, left to become head coach at 
Akron. Their quarterbacks coach, Ron 
Hudson, was fired, 

But despite the revolving door to the 
coaches’ offices, and what would com- 
monly be gaping holes with the absence 
of the three standout players, this team is 
looking for its first trip to the Rose Bowl 
since 1984, 

“That's the goal we start every season 
hoping to reach,” coach John Cooper 
said, “and I think we're getting closer to 
that goal every year.” 

Had Stringer, Styles and Powell stuck 
around, OSU would no doubt be a lot 
closer, but it’s not as if Cooper is devoid 
of talent in the wake of their departures, 

Stringer’s loss, albeit huge, leaves the 
only vacancy on the offensive line, and 
tailback Eddie George returns after rush- 
ing for 1,442 yards and 12 touchdowns 
in his first season as a starter. 

“Now that I have a year under my 
belt, I know more what to expect, and I 
expect a lot more out of myself,” said 
George, a 6-3, 230-pound senior who 
joins Minnesota's Chris Darkins as the 
only returning Doak Walker Award candi- 
dates from last year’s list of seven finalists. 
“As a team, I expect us to be able to dom- 
inate people on offense.” 

Tackle Orlando Pace, the Big Ten’s 
Freshman of the Year in 1994, and cen- 
ter Juan Porter could be the best in the 


[= what these Ohio State Buck- 


league at their respective positions. 

Quarterback Bob Hoying has shown 
the same potential after directing OSU to 
a first- and second-place finish in his two 
seasons as a starter. 

“Bobby Hoying has been a good 
quarterback for us for two years,” Cooper 
said. “I expect him to be the best quarter- 
back in the league this year. We need for 
him to play well for us to be successful, 
and I'm sure he will play well. He's a 
leader on this team.” 

Hoying completed 56.5 percent of his 
passes last year and threw for the second- 
most yards (2,335) and the most touch- 
downs (19) in a single season ever at OSU, 

And new offensive coordinator Walt 
Harris could be the guy to get even more 
out of him, 

Harris, who was let go as the New 
York Jets’ offensive coordinator when 
head coach Bruce Coslett and his staff 
were fired, is a good indication that the 
coaching changes don’t have to be consid- 
ered setbacks, Cooper insists. 

“It’s my job as the head football coach

to go out and replace the good people we 
lost with other good people,” Cooper 
said, “Nobody likes to lose coaches, but 
the great thing about a place like Ohio 
State is there’s never a shortage of tal- 
ented coaches who want to come here 
and help us build a winner,” 

Whether it was the allure of Colum- 
bus, or simply that some of Cooper's new 
hires were facing unemployment, the 
result is an impressive new staff in terms 
of resume length, 

First, Cooper convinced Lovie Smith 
to leave Tennessee and take over as 
OSU’s secondary coach, Smith played 
under Cooper at Tulsa and coached for 
him at Arizona State. 

Mike Jacobs, West Virginia's offensive 
coordinator the past seven seasons, 
agreed to leave Morgantown to coach the 
Buckeyes’ tackles and tight ends. 

Chuck Stobart, fired at Memphis in a 
power struggle with the school’s presi- 
dent, came aboard as OSU's wide 
receivers coach. 

“We hired, in my opinion, four of the 
very best coaches at their position in the 
country,” Cooper said. “These guys are all 
proven winners and they'll bring a great 
attitude and great enthusiasm to our team. 

“I don’t expect us to miss a beat with 
them. I think we'll have as strong a staff 
as anyone in the country, and we should, 
because this is a great school, a great city 
and a great place to coach.” 

Harris plans to raise the completion 
percentage even higher by incorporating 
George, fullback Nicky Sualua and tight 
ends Rickey Dudley and D.J. Jones more 
into the team’s passing game. 

“One of my philosophies in the passing 
game is to not get sacked,” Harris said. 
“The best way not to get sacked is to get rid 
of the ball quickly. You can’t throw the ball 
down the field for a very high percentage.”

Few Ohio State fans need be con- 
vinced Harris’ philosophies work. 

Back in 1980, he was the offensive 
coordinator at Illinois when Dave Wilson 
came into Ohio Stadium and passed for 
an NCAA-record 621 yards. 

Getting the numbers up that high isn’t 
likely, given George's value to the OSU 
running game and the losses suffered via 
the graduation of starting wide receivers 
Joey Galloway and Chris Sanders, 

Galloway caught 91 passes the past 
two seasons, and Sanders led the team 
with eight receiving touchdowns last year. 

Stobart must replace them with a 
young cast headed by junior Buster Till- 
man, whose 33 catches trailed Galloway's 
44 and Sanders’ 35 in 1994. 

“] feel like it's my time to be the main 
focus, as far as catching the ball in this 
offense,” Tillman said. “I think I can have 
the kind of year Joey had if the coaches 
have the confidence to get me the ball. | 
think I showed last year I have the capabil- 
ity to do something after I make the catch 
and turn a short pass into a long gain.” 

Giving up those long gains is 
Smith's concern with his new pupils in

the secondary. 

Sophomore Shawn Springs is the 
only returning starter in the Buckeyes’ 
defensive backfield, and while he was out- 
standing in his rookie year, OSU needs 
some more young players to come 
through this season. 

“We need three or four defensive backs 
to really come through for us,” defensive 
coordinator Bill Young said. “That and line- 
backer are our two biggest concerns.” 

Linebacker wouldn't be a worry had 
Styles and Powell, or simply either one, 
returned for their senior year. 

But when both said yes to the lure of 
the NFL, Ohio State was left with a siz~ 
able hole at what figured to be its 
strongest position on the defensive side. 

“Those two guys leaving early really 
hurt us at that spot,” Cooper said. “We 
lost them unexpectedly and sort of late, 
too. That puts us between a rock and a 
hard place. We just don’t have a lot of 
depth at that position.” 

Outside linebacker Greg Bellisari moves 
into Styles’ spot in the middle, which has 
been manned by the Buckeyes’ leading 
tackler every year but one since the school 


began keeping tackling statistics in 1971. 

“That kind of pressure comes with the 
territory,” said Bellisari, who played mid- 
dle linebacker in high school. “For me, it’s 
fun knowing that guys like Tom 
Cousineau, Chris Spielman and Marcus 
Marek have played there. It's a hard posi- 
tion to play, but it’s rewarding.” 

Bellisari showed his ability for the big 
play last season with an interception 
return for a touchdown that broke open 
OSU's 23-7 victory at Michigan State. 

Maybe that’s why he refuses to accept 
the possibility that Styles’ and Powell's 
loss, along with the departure of three 
starters in the secondary, could mean an 
increase in the 16.2 points per-game 
OSU allowed last year. 

That figure ranked second in the Big 
Ten and 10th in the country. 

So even though the OSU offense 
watched two of its members become NFL 
first-rounders in April (Galloway and 
Stringer), the holes to fill on defense are 
even more significant. 

Powell (first round), Styles, cornerback

The Buckeyes defeated Fresno State, 34- 
10, in the Pigskin Classic last year. 

The additional game this year may do 
more than prepare OSU for the Big Ten games 
to follow. It may also help John Cooper gain an 
additional year on his contract. 

One of the provisions of Cooper's new 
five-year deal adds an additional season 
should he win nine games, including a victory 
over Michigan: 

With OSU scheduled to play Washington 
and Notre Dame, and then open the Big Ten on 

| the road at Wisconsin and Penn State, it's not 


hard to imagine Cooper needing that extra 
game lo get to nine victories. 

OSU sophomore Kevin Griffin is the 
nephew of two-time Heisman Trophy winner 
Archie Griffin, but it turns out he may be more 
like his uncle Ray than his uncle Archie, That's 
because Kevin switched from tailback fo defen- 
sive back in the spring, just like Archie's 
younger brother, Ray, did in the mid-1970s.

Vrabel, an honorable 
mention All-American, 
grabbed the school’s single- 
season sack record away from 
Finkes in the Citrus Bowl by 
finishing with 12. 

He also had nine other 
tackles for a loss, and joined 
Finkes in being named first- 
team All-Big Ten. 

“I don’t know if there’s a 
faster pair of defensive ends in 
the country,” Cooper said. “I 
doubt if there’s a better pair, 
and I know there isn’t anyone 
else I'd rather have out there.”

Ripped for going 0-5-1 
against the Wolverines his first 
six seasons, Cooper finally 
freed himself from that alba- 
tross with a 22-6 victory in 
Ohio Stadium, 

Proof of the long-lasting 
impact and importance of 
defeating the Wolverines came 
almost immediately, for athletic 
director Andy Geiger responded 
to LSU interviewing Cooper for 
its coaching vacancy by award- 
ing him a new five-year deal. 
Geiger originally played hardball, 
offering only a two-year deal, but 
then came through with most 
everything the oft-embattled 
Cooper wanted, including: 

¢ A $7,000 pay raise to 
$130,000 annually; 

An improved package 
that adds Cooper's TV and 
radio income into a university 
buyout should he be fired; 

* A rollover provision that 
adds one additional year to his 
contract each season he 
achieves a national champi- 
onship, a Rose Bowl berth, a 
Top 10 finish in either the 
Associated Press or CNN-USA 
Today poll, or a nine-win sea- 
son, provided it includes a win 
over Michigan. 

“We differed on a bunch of 
things, including length of con- 
tract,” Geiger said. “That's 


Noseguard Luke Fickell, 
whose interception set up the clinching 
touchdown in the win over Michigan, and 
defensive tackle Matt Bonhaus are back to 
give OSU the same defensive line it 
started at the end of last year. 

Bonhaus is playing his sixth season of 
football after receiving an NCAA waiver for 
missing one year due to a sleep disorder. 

Cooper may well have some fitful 
nights of his own when he ponders the 
Buckeyes’ early-season schedule, which 
starts with an Aug. 27 game against 
Boston College in the Kickoff Classic. 

Ohio State added that game to help it 
prepare for games against Washington

More than ever, injuries and breaks in the schedule may 
determine which Big Ten team travels to Pasadena to play in the 
Rose Bowl on New Year's Day 

Defending champion Penn State has one of the nation’s best 
offensive lines and group of wide receivers, but the Nittany Lions 
must break in a new quarterback, replace the nation’s fourth-lead- 
ing rusher, Ki-Jana Carter, who opted to turn pro early, and have 
some questions that need answering on defense. 

Ohio State, runner-up a year ago, must replace three out- 
standing players who also turned pro early — offensive tackle 
Korey Stringer and linebackers Lorenzo Styles and Craig Powell. 
But the Buckeyes do have steady Bobby Hoying returning at 
quarterback, a potentially outstanding group of running backs and 
a very good offensive line 

Michigan, third in '94 and slipping to 8-4 overall, could be a 
mirror image of Penn State this season. The Wolverines also 
have one of the country’s best offensive lines and receiving corps, 
but they also must break in a new quarterback, and they have 
only five returning starters on defense. 

Wisconsin, after a two-year run that produced a Big Ten co- 
championship, and victories in the Rose Bowl and Hall of Fame 
Bowl, must replace 13 starters. 

Illinois, after welcoming back all 11 defensive starters last sea- 
son, now must replace six top players from that unit, including 
Butkus Award-winning linebacker Dana Howard. 

Michigan State must get used to a new head coach, Nick 
Saban, and new coaching staff. 

Towa must rebound from three consecutive off years. 

Indiana’s offense figures to be potent, but the Hoosiers need 
to replace three starting linebackers on defense 

Purdue's situation is similar, as the Boilermakers once again 
should be strong offensively, but they need to bolster a defense 
that was 105th out of 107 Division I-A teams a year ago. 

Northwestern, with 15 starters returning, hopes to make 
progress in coach Gary Barnett’s fourth season, while Min- 
nesota needs to show it has more than outstanding tailback 
Chris Darkins.

When in doubt, stick with the defending champion, Especially 
when that team is traditional power Penn State and the coach is 
doe Paterno, 

And even though Paterno loses three All-Americans on 
offense — tailback Carter, quarterback Kerry Collins and tight 
end Kyle Brady — as well as all-league center Bucky Greeley, and 
has only four starters returning on defense, the Nittany Lions fig- 
ure to make a run at their second consecutive Big Ten title. That 
would be two in only three years in the league. 

The key for Penn State will be the play at quarterback, where 
junior Wally Richardson figures to step in for Collins, and the 
rebuilding of the defense. As an understudy, Richardson has com: 
pleted 40 of 78 career passes, with no interceptions. 

The rest of the offense appears loaded. Yes, even with the 
loss of Carter. Backup Mike Archie has shown flashes of bril- 
liance and could make a name for himself this season, Tailbacks 
Archie, Stephen Pitts and Ambrose Fletcher (who combined to 
rush for 609 yards and six touchdowns last year), plus one of the 
top fullback combinations in the country with Jon Witman and 
Brian Milne, will be operating behind a very strong offensive line. 

Last year the line allowed only five quarterback sacks, and 
four starters return in '95, led by senior guard Jeff Hartings, a 
first-team All-American in "94 and an Outland Trophy candidate 
this year. The other returning starters up front are guard Marco 
Rivera, a second-team All-Big Ten pick, and tackles Keith Conlin 
and Andre Johnson 

Operating behind that line, Richardson will be throwing to 
the nation’s top receiving duo, Bobby Engram and Freddie Scott. 
Last year, All-American Engram caught 52 passes and became 
the first Nittany Lion wideout to gain more than 1,000 yards. 
Scott had 47 receptions and missed becoming the second 1,000- 
yard receiver by just 27 yards. 

Defensive end Todd Atkins, a second-team all-conference 
selection, and cornerback Brian Miller, a first-team pick by the 
league's media, are the only two defensive returnees that started 
every game last season. The other returning starters are both in 
the secondary, safeties Cliff Dingle and Clint Holes. 

The schedule is a major ally for the Nittany Lions. Unlike 
their first two seasons in the Big Ten, they don’t have to play 
Michigan and Ohio State back-to-back. In fact, Penn State gets 
to play the Wolverines and Buckeyes both in Happy Valley, 
which, once again could be an appropriate name for the Nittany 
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Lions, as they make another run for 
the roses. 

The personnel losses (starting 
with three first-round draft picks) 
would appear to be insurmountable 
at Ohio State, except that coach 
John Cooper still welcomes back 15 
starters, including nine on offense. 

One advantage he has over two 
teams figured to battle the Buckeyes 
for the title, Penn State and Michi- 
gan, is a proven quarterback. 

Hoying, a three-year starter, 
while not spectacular, completed 56 
percent of his passes last year and 
threw for 19 TDs, which tied a 
school record and was the second 
most in the league. His 2,335 yards 
passing is second best in Ohio State 
history. He needs to cut down on his 
14 interceptions. 

The strength of the OSU offense 
figures to be All-American Eddie 
George running behind one of the 
league's top lines. Even with Stringer’s 
loss, the Buckeyes return four starters 
up front, led by tackle Orlando Pace, 
Big Ten Freshman of the Year in ‘94, 
and center Juan Porter. 

George rushed for 1,442 yards 
last season, and the Buckeyes also 
return Pepe Pearson, Jermon Jackson 
and fullback Nicky Sualua, who com- 
bined to gain 720 yards a year ago. 

The defense could be surprisingly 
strong, anchored by two All-Big Ten 
defensive ends, Matt Finkes and Mike 
Vrabel; Luke Fickell, a three-year 
starter at middle guard; Greg Bellisari 
at linebacker; and Shawn Springs, an 
All-American candidate at cornerback. 

The Buckeyes open the Big Ten 


season at Penn State and close it at Michigan, The key to their 
title hopes could be their first two league games. After a big non- 
conference battle against Notre Dame, they play at Penn State 


and at Wisconsin, 


The situation at Michigan is eerily similar to the one at Penn 
State — the Wolverines must break in a new QB, they have a 
potential star ready to take over at tailback, and they have an out- 
standing receiving corps and offensive line.

Penn State Coaches Stick To Happy Valley Life 


ey came. They saw. They stayed. 
And unless the perfect situation comes along, Jerry San- 
dusky, Fran Ganter, Dick Anderson and Tom Bradley say 
they have no plans to leave Penn State’s coaching staff. 

And they have shown that with their career decisions. 
Among the four of them, they have 85 years of coaching 
experience under Joe Paterno. That's more field time than some 

entire staffs, including the head coach. 

And it’s not because they're stranded in Happy Valley. 

Last December, Ganter tumed down the head coaching job 
at Michigan State. Several years ago Sandusky had said yes when 
Temple beckoned, but changed his mind overnight. 

Anderson did leave, taking the head job at Rutgers in 1983. 
But when he was let go in 1989, he returned to Penn State. 

And as recently as last winter, Bradley tumed down a defen- 
sive coordinator’s job at a school he declined to identify. 

So why are they still at Penn State when these other jobs with 
higher pay and greater responsibility have been there for the taking? 

It's not the money. Although well-paid as assistants at a high-pro- 
file program, they could have made more if that’s what they wanted. 

It’s not an ego thing. For the most part assistant coaches 
work in anonymity, although Sandusky might be the best-known 
assistant in the country. 

It has been his work with linebackers that eamed the school 


the nickname “Linebacker U.” 

And it can’t be the shoes. Those black coaching Nikes keep 
them one step ahead of the fashion police. 

So what is it that keeps them so happy in Happy Valley? 
Why do they choose to stay in central Pennsylvania, working 
under the enormous shadow cast by Joe Paterno, when the 
bright lights and big cities have beckoned? 

“This is a great place to coach,” Sandusky explained succinctly. 

That simple, huh? 

Part of it has to do with loyalty. All four played at Penn State, 
graduated and hold master’s degrees earned at the school. 

Part of it is the place. They like the setting and the lifestyle of 
a small-town, big-school atmosphere. 

But mostly, they say, it’s the people. The people they work with, 
the people they coach, the people they encounter in day-to-day life. 

Is each other. The irony is that each of them helps to create 
what they consider ideal circumstances for a coach to succeed, 
grow, and enjoy going to work each day. 

Paterno, an extreme loyalist himself, knows how they feel. 
He felt the same way, spending 16 years as an assistant at Penn 
‘State before becoming the head coach. He knows the treasure 
that is mutual respect and two-way loyalty. 

The need for assistants to feel valued and to gain some sense 
of ownership in their responsibilities. 
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He creates that atmos- 
phere, and the staff thrives. 
And stays. 

“Stability is one of the 
most important things you can 
build in a program,” said 
Paterno, Mr. Stability himself. 

Stability grows confidence, 
he said, And a staff full of sta- 
ble, confident, successful 
coaches can lead to the kind 
of record that Paterno has 
established in his 29 years as 
Penn State head coach. 

As Paterno said, “Here, 
they know what they have, 
and it’s a pretty good life.” 

Another situation is going 
to have to be pretty attractive 
to yank a guy like Ganter out 
of his role as offensive coordi- 
nator at Happy Valley, 

After Ganter tumed down 
the Michigan State offer, cen- 
ter Bucky Greeley advanced 
this theory as to why: 
“Franny’'s parents dropped 
him off here when he was a 
freshman. Then they moved 
and didn’t tell him where, So 
he just stayed here.” 

To a considerable extent, 
it was his family that kept 
Ganter at Penn State; not only 
his wife and four sons, but the 
extended Penn State family. 

“The guys here are 
family-oriented,” he said. 
“They’re interested in the 
community. And you can’t 
find a better place to raise 
a family. That’s a big part 
of why I didn’t want to

leave. It’s an awfully hard 
thing to pull up stakes and 
leave when you don’t 
know what you’re getting 
into. Especially when you 
know you have a great sit- 
uation here. This is the 
type of program everyone 
wants to be attached to.” 

Ganter, who has never 
coached anywhere else, gets 
his perspective from those 
who have worked elsewhere. 

“We have had guys who 
have come in here from other 
programs and they tell us how 
unique it is here,” he said. 
“They tell us we don’t know 
how good we have it that we 
are able to not recruit a great 
athlete because of character or 
academics. They had been 
places where they didn’t want 
to do that but they had to so 
they could win a couple more 
games and not get fired. They 
really praise the type of kids 
we have here. 

“We've had graduate 
assistants here who had been 
at other major programs and 
they are amazed at what we 
think is a problem. They'll say, 
“You think that’s bad?” and 
then they'll tell us what's 
going on at other places.” 

What would it take for 
Ganter to go to another place 
after spending 24 years at 
Penn State? 

“T really don’t know,” he 
said. “I'll know when I get that 
feeling in my heart. I didn’t

get that at Michigan State.” 

Anderson thought he had 
it at Rutgers. A New Jersey 
native, he went home to the 
challenge of upgrading the 
Rutgers program to the point 
where it could compete with 
the Penn States, the Pitts and 
the other Division 1-A pro- 
grams in the East. 

And in 1988 he did 
deliver one of the biggest wins 
in the school's history when 
Rutgers beat Penn State in 
Beaver Stadium, 

But the Scarlet Knights 
could not sustain that level of 
success and after the 1989 sea- 
son Anderson's contract was 
not renewed, When Paterno 
offered him a chance to go back 
to Penn State, he happily 
accepted. He retumed to his old 
post as the offensive line coach, 
but for the past two years has 
worked with the quarterbacks. 
He's spent 18 years as an assis- 
tant under Paterno, 

“Thad my sabbatical,” he 
said, “I think I finally realized 
what kind of a situation it 
really was here. A lot of other 
coaches don’t understand 
what it’s like to be in a com- 
munity like this. When you 
talk about it they envy it. 

“And they envy the way 
the program is run, what the 
expectations are, what we will 
accept in terms of dealing with 
the student-athlete, what you 
want them to get out of their 
years here. And not just in

football, although that is 
important to all of us — we 
expect to win.” 

Anderson's experience at 
Rutgers has not soured him 
on the idea of becoming a 
head coach again. But the sit- 
uation would have to be right 
for him to give up his spot at 
Penn State, 

“Td like to be a head 
coach again but I'm not preoc- 
cupied with it,” he said. “If the 
right situation presented itself 
— if it was a major institution 
that had a good chance to win 
—I wouldn't hesitate. I liked 
being a head coach, I got a lot 
of enjoyment out of it. 

“[ have had opportunities to 
leave, but not as a head coach.” 

Being an assistant coach 
in another program does not 
appeal to him, 

“People who were bom 
here, lived here and worked 
here for a long time may take 
this place for granted,” he said. 
“But once you've been exposed 
to other places you appreciate 
Penn State more and more.” 

Sandusky was all set to 
leave Penn State when Tem- 
ple made its offer. All he had 
to do was close the door and 
lock it and he was gone. But 
at the last minute he couldn't 
turn the key. He just finished 
his 27th year with the Lions. 

“The people who have 
been involved here as a stu- 
dent, a player or a coach are 
the ones who seem to stay the 
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longest,” he said. “The deeper your roots 
are, the harder it is to leave.” 

Sandusky left briefly after his playing 
career ended in 1966. He coached for 
one year at Juniata College in nearby 
Huntingdon and another at Boston Uni- 
versity. Then he came home. 

“This is a great place to coach,” he 
said, “not only because of the type of 
young people you're able to work with but 
the student body in general. They're the 
kind of people you want to be around.” 

One of those people was Sandusky’s 
son, E.J., who played for the Nittany 
Lions and is now pursuing a coaching 
career. He spent last season as a graduate 
assistant coach at North Carolina. 

“T told him he had a totally different 
perspective of the coaching profession 
than what really exists,” Sandusky said. 
“This is probably the most stable situation 
around in terms of turnover among 
coaches. Maybe Nebraska would be com- 
parable. But in other places coaches are 
moving every other year. People are envi- 
ous of the stability we have.” 

There can be a downside to that, 
however. Staying in the same place for a 
long time doing the same things with the 
same people can lead to stagnation. And 
that can lead to losses. 

“That's a possibility,” Sandusky admit- 
ted, “The biggest problem is whether or 
not you can maintain enthusiasm over a 
long period of time. But the exciting thing 
about college football is there is such a 
turnover (among players) and that makes 
it different. Every year you're looking at 
different faces and have different goals.” 

Would Sandusky go somewhere 
where not only the faces but the place 
was totally different? 

“That's hard to say,” he said. “Noth- 
ing could get me to leave if it didn’t feel 
right. That's difficult to answer. Someday I 
still might do it. 

“I would be intrigued to start something 
at the ground level. That would be fun.” 

That's pretty much what Craig Cirbus 
is doing at the University of Buffalo, which 
has struggled in recent years. Cirbus is a 
Buffalo native who started his college 
coaching career with the Bulls in 1982. 

He returned to Buffalo as head coach 
in the spring, and was replaced on the 
Penn State staff by former James Madison 
assistant Jay Paterno (Joe's son). 

Cirbus became only the 20th coach to 
leave Joe's staff, for what ever reason, in 
30 years. Bradley, like the others, says 
he'll stay until he feels it’s time to leave. 
The only bachelor among the four, 


Replacing A Legend Won't Be Easy 


tll be a tough job, but someone will have to do it. 

And there will be no shortage of applicants when Joe Paterno finally rolls 

down his pants cuffs and announces his career is finished. 

That will be his call. And the 68-year-old legend has repeatedly said he 
plans to coach another four or five years, provided his health will allow it. 

When he does pack it in he will also have some say in who takes over the 
program he lifted to a higher plane. It won't be the final say, but his recom- 
mendation will carry considerable weight. 

For the past decade or more, speculation as to who will succeed him has 
fueled many a tailgate conversation. At the risk of sounding oxymoronic, the 
consensus is split. 

For every fan who is sure it should be and will be Fran Ganter, there is 
another who is equally certain Jerry Sandusky is the man to step up. 

Sandusky has the bigger national reputation, thanks to his role as defensive 
coordinator and his work in developing the long string of outstanding linebackers. 

Ganter has the more diversified resume. He has been recruiting coordinator, 
freshman coach, running backs coach, kicking coach and offensive coordinator. 

Each has turned down a head coaching position to stay at Penn State, pre- 
sumably rolling the dice that when Joe goes, the call will come for them to stay 
as the successor. 

If not them, then who? 

Penn State's tradition has been to promote from within, to take care of its 
own. That's how Paterno got the job, taking over for Rip Engle in 1966 after 
16 years as a Penn State assistant coach. 

Following that notion, Dick Anderson and Tom Bradley are also viable can- 
didates. 

Anderson has head coaching experience, although there are some who say 
his five-year stay at Rutgers may have hurt his chances of succeeding Paterno. 

Bradley is still relatively young (37) and has a more limited resume but is a 
highly effective recruiter. 

And if Penn State goes outside the family, it might not be far. 

Ron Dickerson, the former Lion assistant, has broadened his background 
since leaving Happy Valley. He went to Clemson to become the defensive coordi- 
nator there before taking over the Temple program. If he’s able to get that pro- 
gram up and running, he will become an attractive candidate for a bigger job. 

And there might not be a bigger job out there than following Paterno. 

Accepted wisdom in the coaching ranks is that you never want to be the 
man to follow a legend. 

But there will be no shortage of coaches out there ready and willing to roll 


up their pants and lead the Lions into the 21st century. 


Bradley finished his playing career in 
1978 and, after a year as a graduate 
assistant, became a full-timer in 1980, 
giving him 15 years on the staff. 

“Geez, I've cost Joe a few wins,” he 
quipped, poking fun at his own longevity. 
“Without me he'd probably have about 
285 wins by now.” 

Bradley's family ties to Penn State are 
tighter than most. His older brother, Jim, 
and younger brother, Matt, also played for 
the Nittany Lions. 

Jim is an orthopedic surgeon in Pitts- 
burgh. Matt sells real estate in State Col- 
lege. And Tom says he’s happy coaching

the outside linebackers and special teams 
at Penn State for who knows how long. 

“It doesn't take a genius to see what 
kind of a place this is,” he says. “You get 
attached to the guys you work with and with 
their families. There’s a tremendous loyalty 
that builds up and it gets stronger every 
year. It’s very odd that you have guys who 
stay in one place for 15, 16, 25 years. 

“Maybe there’s someplace better, I 
don’t know. But I don’t have any visions 
of leaving. I haven't set a timetable. If I 
don’t ever leave, this is a pretty darned 
good place to be.”

NITTANY LIONS 


It Bugs Them Enough, So Please Don’t Remind Them 


ne night in March, Jeff Hartings 
was watching Penn State’s bas- 
ketball team defeat Nebraska in 


an NIT tournament game. 

When it was over one of the com- 
mentators observed that while the Nittany 
Lions had won this confrontation with the 
Cornhuskers, it was too bad they were not 
able to beat them in football, 

And therein lies the rub. 

Nearly three months after the final 
polls had declared unbeaten Nebraska 
No, 1 and unbeaten Penn State No. 2, 
there were still those who would not let 
the healing process begin for the Lions. 

“How can we forget about it if others 
won't?” said Hartings, an All-American 
offensive guard. “Sooner or later we've 
got to get over it.” 

Bet on sooner. 

Joe Paterno closed the book on the 
subject the day after the Rose Bowl. Next 
year had already started for him. 

And when the Lions went into spring 
drills it wasn’t with their eyes still glued 
to the rearview mirror. Paterno made 
sure of that, 

“Joe does a great job of knowing 
what kind of squad he has, what it needs 
to get done and how to get it done,” Hart- 
ings said. 

So what kind of squad will Paterno 
have as he begins his 30th season as the 
Lion King? 

For it to be better than last year's it 
will have to improve on perfection, and 
12-0 is a pretty tough hand to trump. 

But even though graduation and Ki- 
dana Carter's decision to skip his final 
year of eligibility ripped some big holes in 
the Lion lineup, Paterno still has a couple 
of hole cards. 

Start with Hartings and the other 
three starters who are coming back to an 
offensive line that was one of the two or

three best in the country. Guards Hartings 
and Marco Rivera, along with tackles 
Keith Conlin and Andre Johnson, figure 
to give new quarterback Wally Richardson 
a pocket deeper than Donald Trump’s. 

Hartings, who was an All-American 
both on the field and in the classroom, 
might have been able to dig into some 
NFL owner's pocket in the spring. Instead 
he opted to return for his fifth season and 
take another run at the Rose Bowl as well 
as a possible national title. 

“The scouts don’t waste a lot of time 
talking to junior offensive linemen,” he 
said. “It was easy for them to predict how 
high Ki-Jana would go. The best opinion I 
had was that I would go in the third 
round. And that was an uneducated opin- 
ion. So I figured it was in my best interest 
to come back and get bigger and stronger. 
Maybe I'll go in the first or second round 
next year and make a little more money.” 

Hartings is not the only All-American 
returning to the offense. 

Wide receiver Bobby Engram, who 
won the inaugural Fred Biletnikoff Award

as the nation’s outstanding receiver, is 
also back. And he's teamed with junior 
Freddie Scott to give the Lions arguably 
the finest set of wideouts in the country. 
Between them they had 99 catches for 
more than 2,000 yards and 16 touch- 
downs last season. 

“They are bound to help Wally,” 
Paterno said. “They are both real stu- 
dents of the game. They are amazing 
kids. They can look at a cornerback, how 
he’s playing them and make suggestions 
(on plays to call). They are very astute 
players, very mature.” 

And very good, Which is fortunate for 
the Lions because the other pass-receiving 
spot is unproven. Keith Olsommer 
emerged as a solid backup to tight end 
Kyle Brady, another departed All-Ameri- 
can, and even caught a touchdown pass in 
the win over Michigan, But it was one of 
only three receptions he made all year, 
And the tight ends behind him have yet to 
catch a pass. 

At 6-4 and 245 pounds, Olsommer 
may not be as devastating a blocker as 
Brady, but Paterno expects him to be 
more than adequate. 

“We have high hopes he'll be good,” 
Paterno said, “He catches the ball well 
enough and he’s got poise. He'll be a good 
blocking tight end, but whether he'll be as 
extraordinary as Brady was is debatable.” 

There is no debate at quarterback. 
Richardson is the clear cut successor to 
Kerry Collins, another departed All-Amer- 
ican, The only other scholarship quarter- 
back on the roster is redshirt sophomore 
Mike McQueary, who saw minimal play- 
ing time in a mop-up role last year. 

Richardson didn’t see a whole lot 
more action than McQueary and when he 
did get into a game he was handcuffed by 
Paterno’s edict not to throw the football 
against a beaten opponent. 

But he has sat in the starter’s seat. In 
1992, asa true freshman, he was called 
out of the bullpen in the season-opener 
when starter John Sacca went down with 
a shoulder injury against Cincinnati.

Richardson got a save in that game and a 
victory the following week when he started 
against Temple while Sacca recovered. 

He redshirted in 1993 and under- 
studied Collins last year. His apprentice- 
ship over, he’s ready to take control of 
the offense. 

“T've talked to Kerry a couple of times 
and he told me to just keep doing what 
I've been doing, to watch a lot of film so I 
know what the defense is trying to do,” 
Richardson said 

“But the biggest thing I learned from 
Kerry is to be patient. We went through a 


lot of the same things and it helped me to 
see how he adjusted to what happened to 
him. Hopefully, I'll be able to do the same 
things he did. 

Paterno said when he looks at 
Richardson he sees many of the same 
qualities he saw in Collins. 

“They are not much different, physi- 
cally.” Paterno said. “They both have 
strong arms and they're both tough kids. 

“Right now Wally doesn’t have the 
same kind of experience that Kerry had, 
but there is no reason to think that he can’t 
be the same kind of quarterback as Kerry 


after he plays a while. I think he can give 
us the same things Kerry gave us.” 

The larger question is whether or not 
Mike Archie or one of the other tailbacks 
can give Penn State what Carter gave it 
— 1,539 yards and 23 touchdowns — as 
well as the kind of pressure a breakaway 
back puts on a defense. 

Going strictly by the depth chart, 
Archie gets the call. And going by the 
numbers, the dropoff may not be as pre- 
cipitous as some might think. 

Archie was a true triple threat when he 
broke the huddle. He carried the ball 52 
times for 303 yards and five touchdowns, 
caught 22 passes for 215 yards and two 
more scores, and, just for good measure, 
was two-for-two for 106 yards and two 
touchdowns throwing the option pass. 

But if Archie eases off the throttle, 
either Stephen Pitts or Ambrose Fletcher 
could slip past him into the lineup. 

“T think tailback will be a strong spot 
for us,” Paterno said. “But it depends on 
how far Mike goes. Pitts worked hard over 
the winter, and Fletcher will make him 
(Archie) hustle. 

“Mike's not quite as committed as Ki- 
Jana was, but he'd better be because the 
other guys are nipping at his heels.” 

Archie hears them. 

“I know I have to work hard,” he said. 
“I know I have my work cut out for me. 
But now that Ki-Jana is gone it gives me a 
chance to step in and prove what kind of 
a running back | am 

“[ know there will be pressure on me. 
Everyone will want to compare me to Ki- 
Jana. But if everyone looks closely, they'll 
see we're two different kinds of backs.” 

Anyone looking at the fullback spot 
will see two backs who are incredibly simi- 
lar. Brian Milne and Jon Witman return 
there and aside from the fact that Milne’s 
20 pounds heavier, there's barely a dis- 
cernible difference. 

Both are 6-3. Both are powerful block- 
ers. Milne carried the ball 56 times for 267 
yards (4.8 average) and scored eight times. 
Witman carried 49 times for 241 yards (4.9 
average) and scored five times. And when 
both lined up in the backfield when the 
Lions went to a goal-line, power backfield, 
they were unstoppable. 

“We hope to get Brian and Jon more 
involved in canying the ball,” Paterno said. 
“They will be big factors on this team.” 

On those occasions when the Lion 
offense flames out, Paterno has confi- 
dence in his kicking game.

prompting Paterno to say he feels better 
about the punting situation than he did a 
year ago. 


He's less confident about the defense, 


which was gutted by graduation. Seven 
starters are gone from a unit that got by 
on guile and guts. 

There will be three new starters up 
front, three new linebackers and at least 
one new face in the secondary when the 
Lions line up against Texas Tech on 
Sept. 9. 

“We literally have to rebuild our 
defense,” Paterno said. “We have to be 
very careful to place the best people in 
the best spots. Just getting everyone in

gaps up front where defensive end Todd 
Atkins is the sole returning starter. Eric 
Clair, a sometimes-starter when he’s been 
healthy, figures to get the nod at one 
tackle if he’s healthy, while Brandon 
Noble is the favorite at the other spot. 

Brad Scioli, one of two true freshmen 
to play last fall, is projected as the starter 
opposite Atkins. 

The linebacker situation looked like 
the start of a marathon going into the 
spring as the candidates lined up for a 
shot at the three vacancies. 

“One good thing about our linebacker 
situation, we have seven, eight, maybe 
nine kids there who are all pretty equal,” 


Paterno noted. “We should have good 
competition at all three spots and the guys 
who want it the most will probably get it 
because they're all pretty equal.” 

If you placed your trifecta bet on 
Terry Killens, Aaron Collins and Jim Nel- 
son you'd have a good shot at cashing in 
a winner, but Ahmad Collins, redshirt 
freshman Clint Seace, Gerald Filardi and 
Cory Carlson could also wind up atop the 
depth chart. 

Killens, a redshirt junior, is the most 
experienced, but Collins, Nelson and 
Seace are highly regarded prospects who 
only need experience. 

Experience is not a problem in the 
secondary. Medical clearance is. 

Clint Holes, Cliff Dingle and Kim Her- 
ring all missed the spring due to injuries 
suffered last fall. 

In fact, the injuries to Dingle and 
Herring allowed Chuck Penzenik to get a 
start in the Rose Bowl where he inter- 
cepted two Oregon passes. As a result, 
he's got a legitimate shot at keeping his 
free safety position. 

Brian Miller returns at the left corner- 
back spot, while Holes is the projected 
starter at Hero if he’s healthy. Miller was 
an All-Big Ten choice last year after mak- 
ing 60 tackles and picking off four passes. 

“There's no way to tell if Holes, Dingle 
and Herring will be healthy in the fall,” 
Paterno said, “The doctors are optimistic 
they will be okay, but until they go through 
some tough work we won't know. 

“We have to come up with a sec- 
ondary that’s good enough without them. 
If we can do that it will be a bonus, but it's 
going to take some doing.” 

On paper, the schedule seems to have 
given the Lions a break. They play Texas 
Tech and Temple at home to open the sea- 
son and visit Rutgers the following week. 

They also have what figures to be 
their three toughest Big Ten games in 
Beaver Stadium, even though two of them 
are back-to-back when Wisconsin and 
Ohio State come calling on Sept. 30 and 
Oct. 7, respectively. Michigan is sched- 
uled to visit Beaver Stadium on Noy. 18 
in a game that could have huge implica- 
tions that deep into the season. 

At least Hartings hopes it does. 
Because if there’s one thing the frustra- 
tion of finishing second has done for him 
and his teammates, it’s provide an auto- 
matic motivator for this year. 

“It helps us in a sense,” he said, “We 
still have that one more thing left to 
accomplish.”

lhe fact most college football writers 

no longer consider Big Ten and Pac- 

10 teams part of the national cham- 
pionship race didn’t seem to affect any of 
the Big Ten’s football powers’ recruiting 
efforts this past winter. 

Next to the SEC, the Big Ten confer- 
ence recruited the best in the country. 
Nine of the Big Ten’s teams were ranked 
among the top 50 classes in the country. 

Penn State, which posted its fifth 
undefeated season since Joe Paterno 
became its head football coach in 1966, 
ended this past recruiting season with the 
fifth best class in the country. The Nittany 
Lions recruited the best running back class 
in the country. 

The other Big Ten teams that were 
among the G&W Recruiting Reports’ 
Top 50 were Michigan (12th), Illinois 
(15th), Wisconsin (16th), Michigan State 
(28th), lowa (30th), Ohio State (32nd), 
Indiana (41st) and Northwestern (46th). 

The Big Ten had four teams ranked in 
the top 20, just one less than the SEC, 
which leads the country with Florida, 
Auburn, Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama in the G&W Top 50. 

Illinois originally had the 10th-rated 
class in the country, but 10 days after the 
Feb. 1 signing date, Lou Tepper received 
some bad news when Parade magazine's 
Player of the Year, quarterback Chris Red- 
man, from Male High in Louisville, Ky. 
asked to be released from his scholarship. 

Redman made that decision when Greg 
Landry was fired as Illinois’ offensive coordi- 
nator and was named to the same position 
with the Detroit Lions in the NFL. Redman 
eventually decided to go to Oklahoma. 

Here's a glance at each Big Ten 
team’s recruiting effort. 


PENN STATE 


Penn State (No. 5) — When Penn 
State made its move to the Big Ten three 
years ago there was speculation the Lions 
would lose their recruiting base in the 
Northeast.

In addition to Harris and Fields, Joe 
Patemo signed Parade All-American RB 
Cordell Mitchell and 1993 Ohio Mr. Foot- 
ball RB/LB Curtis Enls, who prepped at the 
Kiski School, Saltsburg, Pa., in 1994. This 
was clearly the best class in the Big Ten. 


MICHIGAN 


Michigan (No. 12) — The Wolverines 
knew they needed help in their defensive 
secondary. Except for FSU and Florida, 
no one did a better job in the country 
recruiting defensive backs. 

Ohio Mr. Football Charles Woodson 
from Freemont, Ohio, heads the stellar sec- 
ondary class. Other top-flight defensive 
backs include Texas all-state FS Daydrion 
Taylor, Michigan all-state QB/DB Diallo 
Johnson, Michigan all-state DB Kevin 
Bryant and Michigan CB Brent Washington. 

In addition to the top DE/OLB 
prospect in the Midwest, Dave Bowens 
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from Orchard Lake, Mich., the Wolverines signed one of Califor- 
nia’s top three quarterbacks in Tom Brady. 


The Wolverines also did their typical 
excellent recruiting job in Texas. Besides 
Taylor, they inked all-state DL Joshua 
Williams and all-state OL Steve Frazier. 

Aaron Shea was an All-American TE 
at Ottowa, Ill., but he’s expected to play 
his freshman year at Michigan at the full 
back position, This class’ sleeper is 
Louisiana all-state LB James Hall. 


Illinois (No, 15) — Losing Redman 
hurt, but it still didn’t stop the Fighting 
Illini from signing the third best class in 
the Big Ten. 

Tepper did a marvelous job recruit- 
ing the state of Illinois. The Fighting 
Illini signed 12 of the Top 20 prospects 
in Illinois, All-American DE/LB Rameel 
Connor is the premier player in Tep- 
per’s class, Other nationally known 
players recruited from Illinois are All- 
American OL Mike Flaar, all-state RB 
Steve Havard, all-state DBs Tony Fran- 
cis and Danny Clark, all-state TE/DE 
Mike McGee and All-Chicago area LB 
Oku Satcher. 

Prominent out-of-state recruits 
include Parade All-American LM Chip 
Nicastro from Missouri and Ohio all- 
staters WR Rob Majoy and TE Joe Gat- 
ton. This is a lofty position Illinois’ 
football program rarely receives. 


Wisconsin (No. 16) — Barry 
Alvarez has followed Paterno’s lead 
and tried to have half of his recruiting 
class firmed up before Dec. 1.

Except for All-American 
RB Joe Montgomery and All-American 
LB Roedell Dupree, who both signed with 
the Buckeyes in 1993 but failed to qualify, 
the only two Ohio State recruits to receive 
All-American recognition were Ohio TE 
Steve Wisniewski and Pennsylvania 
LB/DE Randy Homa. 

The Buckeyes did meet their biggest 
need at linebacker, signing six DE/LB 
type players. In addition to Homa the 
Buckeyes landed juco All-American Kevin 
Johnson, Texas all-stater Darren Hestor, 
plus three Ohio all-staters in Chris Kirk, 
Tony Eisenhard and Matt LaVrar. Other 
quality Ohio recruits are all-state OL Eric 
Smith, Akron Defensive Player of the 
Year DB Antoine Whitfield and all-state 
DB Percy King. Juco LB Johnson and 
juco All-American DB Marc Wills might be 
the first to play from this class. 


INDIANA 


Indiana (No. 41) — Bill Mallory knew 
he needed to recruit linebackers. With 
three starters graduating, it was Indiana’s 
No. 1 priority. 

Indiana believes it landed the best group 
of linebackers in the Big Ten. The class 
consists of All-American ILB Bryan Bobay 
from Fort Wayne, Ind., plus fellow Indiana 
all-state LBers Al Phillips and Jabar Robin- 
son. Two other linebackers of note are 
dames Lamar from Ypsilanti, Mich., and 
Ohio 2-A all-stater Brad Gecina. 

The first player to have an impact 
from this class should be juco DB Kywin 
Supernaw. He's slated to start at the free 
safety spot this fall. 


The Hoosiers, also, believe they 
recruited two quality quarterbacks in Indi- 
ana all-stater Brad Weber and Jay 
Rodgers from Austin, Tex. 


NORTHWESTERN 


Northwestern (No. 46) — The Wildcats 
were the last Big Ten team to make the 
G&W Top 50. They accomplished this by 
signing players from 11 states, plus secur- 
ing a solid base in the Chicago area. 

The Wildcats signed four All-Chicago 
area players in RB Tyrone Gooch, DL 
Jeff Dyra, RB/LB Levelle Brown and WR 
Hasani Steele. 

Players outside the Chicago area of 
note are Oklahoma LB Stafford Gaston, 
who chose the Wildcats over Stanford, 
Michigan top 25 DB/RB Gerald Conoway, 
Texas Top 100 DL Gladston Taylor and 
Pennsylvania all-state DL Mike Lapadula. 


MINNESOTA 


Minnesota — The Golden Gophers 
needed help everywhere and experienced 
most of their success at home and in Texas. 

dim Wacker signed eight of Min- 
nesota’s top 12 prospects. They include: 
all-state OL Pat Hau, all-state RB Verdis 
Webb Ill, all-state LB Nate Pearson, LB 
Luke Braaten, TE/DE Mike Cernoch, TE 
Alex Haas, OL Kris Hoffrath and DE 
Theron Von Behren. 

The Gophers’ top recruit from Texas 
is QB Spergon Wynn Ill, but the biggest 
impact player in Minnesota's class is juco 
QB Jason Murdock. He’s Minnesota's 
quarterback of the future. 


PURDUE 


Purdue — The Boilermakers had the 
worst recruiting class in the Big Ten, but 
they did manage to sign some quality 
offensive linemen. Heading the group are 
juco OL Mark Bigonger from Fullerton 
JC, Calif., and Chad Manning from Bak- 
ersfield JC, Calif. 

The Boilermakers’ top two recruits 
are Indiana all-state LB Roosevelt Colvins 
and juco All-American DB Derrick Win- 
ston. Winston practiced this spring at Pur- 
due and is expected to start this fall.

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Pro Carter couldn't do it. Desmond Howard 
couldn't do it. Derrick Alexander either. 

The premier receivers in Michigan football history — some of 
the most talented pass-catchers in college football over the past 
decade — couldn't cover as much ground as Jack Clancy in 1966. 

It took Amani Toomer to do it. 

Clancy caught 76 passes for 1,079 yards as an All-American 
in 1966, setting a school record for receiving yards that weathered 
the assault of the three-time All-American Carter, the Heisman 
Trophy-winner Howard, and the first-round draft pick Alexander. 


Toomer broke it, though, with 54 receptions in 1994, turn- 
ing those catches into 1,096 yards. 

They didn’t stop the game in San Diego when the 28-year-old 
record was broken. The mark passed quietly on a 13-yard pass 
from Todd Collins to Toomer late in the second quarter of Michi- 
gan’s Holiday Bowl win over Colorado State. Toomer was informed 
of his accomplishment by a reporter while walking out of Jack Mur- 


phy Stadium with his father, Donald, 
‘That's nice,” Toomer said, “but getting the win is what means 
Maybe someday, when Toomer talks football with his own son, 
the record will become more significant.

Toomer became accustomed to winning as everyone’s All- 
American at Concord DeLaSalle, a California prep powerhouse, 
and back-to-back 8-4 seasons at Michigan have eaten at him, 

Attempting to close out his career in the Rose Bowl is one of 
the reasons Toomer opted against leaving school early for the 
NFL draft. Another reason is staying to complete a degree in 
communications, which he would eventually like to use in busi- 
ness advertising or marketing, 

Staying also will allow him to challenge for the trophy given 
the nation’s top receiver, the Fred Biletnikoff Award. 

Toomer grew up in the East Bay area and remembered watching 
Biletnikoff and Cliff Branch of the Oakland Raiders as a youngster. 

“They'd put the ball up all the time for those two guys,” 
Toomer said. 

It became his dream to someday streak into end zones, but the 
road to receiver stardom had its share of speed bumps. 

Toomer has come a long way, literally and figuratively, to 
become one of the top receivers in college football. 

At age 12, Toomer started at offensive guard for the Berke- 
ley Cougars, a Pop Warner team. 

He didn't play receiver until his sophomore year at DeLaSalle 
and nearly quit football after playing outside linebacker and tight

end as a freshman,Getting to school was a problem, too. 
DeLaSalle was a 30-mile drive from the family home. 

Toomer’s mother, Roberta, drove him sometimes, he car 
pooled with others or took the Bay Area Rapid Transit system. 

That was a walk compared to Toomer’s college choice, 
Michigan, which was 2,000 miles away. 

And he almost didn’t last long enough at Michigan to make a 
name for himself. When Toomer went home after his freshman 
season, he didn’t plan to return to Ann Arbor. 

He wanted to be featured more in Michigan’s offense, and he 
missed his family and the beautiful East Bay vistas. 

“I walk down my street and get just the greatest view,” 
Toomer said. “I can see the Golden Gate Bridge, the Bay Bridge, 
Oakland, Marin County and San Francisco Bay. 

“On a clear day, you can even see the waves. 

“Whenever I go home, I go down there and just look.” 

Wolverines coach Gary Moeller remembered the view himself 
from the day he visited Toomer and talked him into picking 
Michigan over UCLA, Stanford, Washington and Notre Dame. 

“A lot of kids have everything to gain by leaving home,” 
Moeller said, “but Amani already had everything at home. Gosh, 
it's just beautiful up there.” 

Toomer figured he would transfer to UCLA, but his parents 
wouldn’t hear of it 

“My husband had a student who played football at Washing- 
ton and transferred to San Jose State,” Roberta Toomer said. 
“He went on to play pro ball, but told Amani he wished he'd 
stayed put and said leaving was not a good experience. 

“We worked on him hard. It was like when he was at 
DeLaSalle, asking, ‘Is what I want here?” We told him you can’t do 
it all your first year. He’s happy now, but Amani is never really sat- 
isfied. He's hard on himself, but that doesn’t mean he doesn’t have 
lots of confidence.” 

Toomer caught 16 passes for 238 yards as a freshman, and 
twice got that many yards last year in back-to-back games alone. 


He caught 
29 for 565 
yards as a 
sophomore, and 
finally blossomed 
as a junior after 
Derrick Alexan- 
der departed 
for the NFL 
as a first- 
round pick 
of the Cleve- 
land Browns. 

Being the primary 
receiver immediately 
paid big dividends, 
Toomer caught seven 
passes for 179 yards — tied 
for fourth-most in Michigan 
history — and scored two 
touchdowns against Boston 
College in a 34-26 win in the 
Opening game. 

Toomer ran through the 
Eagles like an obstacle course. 
He darted, juked, dived and sped 
past defenders on 38- and 46-yard 
scoring passes from Collins. 

And there were more exciting 
plays and big games to come. He 
caught seven passes for 157 yards 
against Penn State and six for 147 yards 
and two touchdowns against Minnesota 
Toomer led the Big Ten’s final regular 
season statistics with 93.9 yards per 
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game, and was 48 yards from surpassing tailback Tyrone Wheat- 
ley’s rushing total of 1,144 yards. 

“Amani had an excellent season and has done more than we 
expected,” said Moeller. “Amani’s doing it all now, and has done 
so much running with the ball after he catches it.” 

Toomer used his 6-4, 194-pound frame to post up defenders 
like a basketball center, and also used his size to bounce off 
defenders. Place speed into that ability combination, and you 
have a defensive back’s ni z 

Defenses often double-teamed him, but flanker Mercury 
Hayes made you pay for doing that. Hayes was also a Biletnikoff 
nominee last year and caught 33 passes for 589 yards. Both 
Hayes and Toomer are expected to go in the 1996 NFL draft. 

Hayes won't get to be featured after playing second-fiddle to 
Toomer, who waited for Alexander to leave. 

Alexander, likewise, bided time until Howard left to become the 
primary target. Toomer isn't about to take a back seat now. 

“I hope they keep coming to me because | love to con- 
tribute,” he said. “I would like to set records because I want to be 
remembered. I want to leave my mark on Michigan history.” 

Nobody in Michigan history had managed his 21.1-yard aver- 
age with at least 30 receptions. Nobody in the country last year 
averaged more yards in a season with at least 40 receptions. And 
nobody in Big Ten history had averaged more than 20 yards for 
a 50-catch season. 

Clearly this is a big-play specialist of uncommon dimension. 

Toomer could have left the Holiday Bowl and never looked back. 
NFL talent analyst Mel Kiper Jr. said he would have been the fifth 
receiver taken in the 1995 draft. 

“But leaving is not a good option for me right now,” Toomer 
said. “I want to have a team we can be proud of (in 1995). It 
hurts me so much that we lost four times. I stayed up nights and 
asked, ‘What's going on? What can I do?” ” 

Going 8-4 two straight years and winning the Hall of Fame 
Bowl and Holiday Bowl to cap each season would satisfy all but a 
handful of schools. But Michigan is one of those places where 
anything but the conference championship and a major bowl 
game is a disappointment. 

Toomer played in the Rose Bowl win over Washington as a 
freshman, and is 3-0 in bowls as a Wolverine. 

Winning big is a habit he wants to regain. He led DeLaSalle 
to a 12-1 record as a senior, and lost only in the state champi- 
onship game for large schools. 

Toomer caught 70 passes for 1,204 yards and was the only 
receiver on the USA Today first-team All-American team in 1991. 
He wore the letters TNT printed in red on the tape wrapped around 
his hands last season, and he was definitely explosive. 

The letters on his wrist reminded him of his buddies at 
DeLaSalle. 

“The receivers called ourselves the ‘Bomb Squad’ in high 
school,” Toomer said. 

“John Quarterley and Tyler Scott were the other receivers. 
We played hard and they helped me get here. The TNT is my 
way of giving them respect.” 

Yet, for all the abilities Toomer displayed in high school, he 
had one big adjustment to make in college: learning what to do 
after the catch. 

Michigan assistant coach Cam Cameron, who since has 
moved to the Washington Redskins, told him that “every time I 
caught the ball, I stopped,” Toomer recalled. “Cam said, “You've 
got to put on some moves and think you can go all the way.’ I 
followed his advice.” 


Toomer now makes the tough catch and the tough yards, 
much like Howard. 

“I followed Desmond Howard all that year,” Toomer said. 
“Desmond had a lot of influence on me. He showed a receiver 
could be put in the position to perform big at Michigan and that 
sealed it for me coming here.” 

Michigan coaches used the aura of Howard’s 1991 Heisman 
to attract Toomer that same winter, and held off a late surge by 
new coach Bill Walsh at nearby Stanford. Toomer watched 
Howard's spectacular, Heisman-inducing touchdown catch 
against Notre Dame on television at home. 

“There was a mystique to that play and the Heisman,” 
Toomer said. “It was an incredible athlete making an incredible 
catch in incredible circumstances. 

“But | don’t want to follow in his footsteps. I just want to 
show the nation what I can do.” 

Toomer has made his own way ever since coaches looked at 
his big frame and targeted him to play on the line. 

“I left my first Pop Warner team in Berkeley because, among 
other things, I didn’t want to play guard,” Toomer said. “So I 
played running back for the Richmond Steelers, and getting the 
ball was some of the best times I've ever had playing football. 

“At DeLaSalle, I was put at outside linebacker and tight end as a 
freshman. | was just going to play basketball as a sophomore, but 
then something happened.” 

At the end of his freshman year, Toomer beat sophomore 
running back Marlon Blanton, “the next star coming up,” in a 
200-meter run and coach Terry Edison figured split end might, 
after all, be a better way to use him. 

“I broke my thumb and figured they'd just give up on me,” 
Toomer said. “But they kept me up on the varsity, and I played 
with a big old pad on my right thumb. It was like a club, but it 
helped me concentrate. I leamed to catch the ball with my hands 
because of that big club.” 

Playing against his older brother also made him better. 
Amani and his brother, Donald Toomer Jr., known as Shelby, 
always found a game to play and watched their father, a former 
Pac-10 official, work games most Saturdays. 

Shelby made five interceptions as a senior at Utah State 
and is expected to get a shot at the NFL this season. Shelby 
played against his brother's Michigan quarterback, Collins, in 
the East-West Shrine Game and, ironically, sacked Collins in 
the all-star game. 

“The boys played at different high schools, too,” said their 
mother. “Amani returned a kickoff against Pinole High, and 
Shelby was the only one who could catch him. He came all the 
way across the field but couldn't bring down Amani before he 
dove into the end zone.” 

Their parents squirmed in the bleachers; agony and ecstasy on 
the same play. Whether it’s against a sibling or Big Ten rival, Amani 
Askari Toomer is hard to stop. 

“It's a Swahili name,” said Toomer. “Amani means peace, 
Askari means warrior and Toomer . . . means Toomer,” he said, 
laughing. “My mom and dad wanted to give me a name that’s dif- 
ferent, and | liked the name because it set me apart.” 

You'd notice him now if his name was John Smith. Toomer 
has put his name among, and in some cases, even atop the 
famous receiver names in Wolverines history. 

He'll wait until 1996 for the NFL, when he hopes to be join- 
ing his brother. Mom has one request at that time: “It would be 
nice if the boys could be on the same team for once.”

elcome to the brave new world of the Bowl Alliance 

National Championship*. 

Excuse the major asterisk, but there’s no way 
around it. Now that university presidents have snubbed a Divi- 
sion I-A football playoff and the money it would generate, the 
big bowls are taking a shot at it. 

Their solution is imperfect, of course, but they’re trying. 

“Division I-A football isn’t a tournament sport,” said John 
Junker, executive director of the Fiesta Bowl. 

Yet, with the formation of the College Bowl Alliance Associa- 
tion — not to be confused with that old, defunct, confusing bowl 
coalition — the sport is as close to a tournament as ever before ... 
and maybe as close as it’s going to get for quite a while. 


Here’s how it will work this season: 

¢ First of all, forget those old conference-bowI ties. 

The No. 1 team plays the No. 2 team in the Fiesta Bowl on 
prime time, Jan. 2. 

The Sugar Bowl will pit the No. 3 and No. 5 teams on prime 
time, Dec. 31. 

© The Orange Bowl will have No. 4 vs. No. 6 on prime time, Jan. 1. 

Next year, the Sugar Bowl gets to have the top two teams. 
The following year, it’s the Orange. Then back to the Fiesta. 
And so on, with contracts signed for three years and an option 
for three more. 

Did somebody say Rose Bowl? Now you know why the 
asterisk is so big. 

With champions of the Big Ten and Pac-10 tied to the Rose 
Bowl each year, the Alliance will head into each season needing 
a little good fortune. More directly, that amounts to rooting for 
bad fortune for Big Ten and Pac-10 teams. 

Too many spats like the 1991 Washington-Miami argument 
or the 1994 Nebraska-Penn State argument, and the Alliance 
will fail to carry the weight it needs to command the big network 
dollars that make this thing work. 

“We're taking the sport prime time,” said Junker, whose 
bowl gave college football its first real taste of a special champi- 
onship game back in 1986. 

At the end of that season, remember, the Fiesta snapped up 
Miami and Penn State, shocked the establishment by moving the 
game to Jan. 2, staged arguably the best college football event 
ever, and helped to change the way the postseason is viewed in 
the sport. 

For good or for bad.“The Alliance three-day format will shine a 
bright spotlight on college football,” Junker said. “We will cater to 
our customers: The fans, the players, the coaches, the athletic direc- 
tors and the presidents. The value of the package is significant.” 

The Alliance, in all likelihood, will use both major polls in 
finalizing its seedings for the three games. Obviously, if anybody 
from the Big Ten or Pac-10 finishes No. 1 or even No. 2 (wit- 
ness Penn State last year), this whole thing gets messed up.

And that’s not unlikely this season, considering the strength of 
Penn State, Ohio State and Southern Cal — Top 10 teams all. 
Like we said, it ain’t perfect, but at least they're trying. 


NEWSFLASH: IT’S ABOUT MONEY 


As the Grand Daddy and the favorite of the networks, the 
Rose Bowl has always paid bushels of cash more than any other 
bowl. That’s no longer true. 

The networks realized the value of setting up sort of an anti-com- 
petition cartel, giving the Fiesta, Sugar and Orange prime time exclu- 
sivity on New Year's Eve, New Year's Day and Jan. 2. That value 
has tumed out to be worth about $50 million to college football for 
the three games each season, mostly through the TV contracts. 

Divide that among the six participants, and it comes to 
about $8.5 million apiece — more than twice as much as the 
Orange Bowl paid last year and almost three times as much as 
the Sugar and Fiesta bowls rewarded. 

It's also nearly $2 million per team more than the Rose 
Bowl has been paying, sparking a sudden, 50-percent increase 
in Rose Bowl ticket prices (they were woefully underpriced at 
$48), while sending Pac-10 and Big Ten officials scrambling for 
ways to match the bowl revenue. 

“We've added real sizzle to college football,” Junker said. “The 
revenue generated by the Alliance is unheard of in college football.” 

All told, the four bowl games will send close to $70 million 
into college athletics this season ... and the other 15 games will 
pump in roughly $35 million more (minus expenses, of course).

Although the Alliance has done away with specific tie-ins 
between the Fiesta, Orange and Sugar bowls, almost every other 
bowl has locked in a representative from a major conference. 

The bowls and conference have queued up for one another 
right orderly.

And there was even a time when Virginia was considered 
the worst football program in America. 

That was, of course, B.W. — Before Welsh. 

Before George Welsh arrived, Virginia was strictly a basket- 
ball school. Times have changed, and Welsh is the one who 
changed them in Charlottesville. Consider: 


* Inhis 13 years at Virginia, the Cavs have 11 winning seasons, 


Prior to his arrival, they had two in 29 years. 
* Welsh has won 89 games at UVA in 13 years. The school 
had 89 wins in its previous 29 years. 
* Virginia has played in seven bowl games ... all under Welsh. 
Welsh’s accomplishments at Virginia are phenomenal, 
although no more impressive than his record at Navy. Consider: 
* He coached Navy for nine years, posting five winning 
records. Before he arrived, the Middies had one winning mark 
in the previous nine. Since his departure, Navy has one 
winning season in 13 years. 


* The Naval Academy has attended eight bowl games. 
Three were under Welsh’s tutelage. The Middies have been 
bowlless since his departure. 

* In the past 30 years, the Middies have averaged 3.2 victo- 
ries a season when somebody other than Welsh has been 
coaching them. 

They averaged twice as many with him in Annapolis, 

Put the two together, and the very real question becomes: 
“Is George Welsh college football's best coach?” 

With the Bowdens, Osbomes and Paternos of the world, it’s diffi- 
cult to definitively rank Welsh as the best, but he is clearly the most 
underrated, overlooked and underappreciated of head coaches. 

2. Don Nehlen, West Virginia: The Mountaineers con- 
cluded two regular seasons unbeaten and have become a Top 
25-staple and bowl regular. But it's not enough for many 
demanding alums.

1 : He's taken the Aggies to the 
next level, replacing Jackie Sherrill. Slocum has endured probation, 
high staff turnover (mainly upward), and a pitiful conference reputa- 
tion. He and the Aggies will get to prove their mettle in the Big 12.

Early Exit Option Keeps Coaches Scrambling

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eager to pump up Rice in the hopes of profiting from his talents. 
Tepper needed more ammunition. 

It came in mid-January, when Kiper predicted that the Car- 
olina Panthers were going to select Rice with the first pick overall 
in the draft. During conversations with Bill Polian, the Panthers’ 
GM, Tepper had learned Carolina was not interested in Rice with 
the first pick. Tepper gave Rice Polian’s number and told him to 
check the rumor out for himself. 

‘He told me they probably wouldn't draft me,” Rice said 
about Polian. That settled it. Rice was staying 

And so, Big Ten teams can look forward to another season 
of Rice patrolling the perimeter of the rapacious Illini defense, 
terrorizing quarterbacks and preventing backs from getting wide. 
Rice will contend for all-American honors, the Butkus Award and 
a spot among the top five picks in next year’s NFL draft. 

He'll be stronger, more physically and mentally mature, and 
probably richer in the long run. He'll also have his degree in 
speech communications and advertising, earned in just three-and- 
a-half years. Talk about your happy endings. 

“If Kiper had said Simeon was going to be one of the top 
three picks in the draft, I'd have been scrambling,” Tepper said. 
“But when he said Carolina was going to take Simeon, we were 
able to show him that they weren't going to take him. That blew 
Mel Kiper out of the water.” 

That Tepper had to engage in that little slice of mid-winter 
drama demonstrates how much impact the 1990 NFL rule 
allowing underclassmen to enter the draft has had on Division 
LA programs. 

Each year, coaches around the country must recruit their own 
players, with the hopes that the most talented players in college 
football will resist the lure of big contracts and return to school to 
complete their eligibility (and hopefully their studies). The coaches 
can’t argue with the rule, but they can address it on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Some players are ready to leave early. Others are not. 
Coaches must be honest with their stars or risk losing the respect 
of future top players. And they must also be careful not to beg a 
player to stay, or they could have their authority undermined by a 
recalcitrant prima donna 

It's a delicate situation, one exacerbated by the fact that the 
coaches are often making hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year, and their level of achievement can depend upon how well 
they re-recruit their own best players. 

And the agents who prey upon the players are counting on 
making their own fortune by gaining the confidence and signature 
of these kids. The agents are virtually without risk: If a player 
comes out early but does not get drafted, it’s the player, not the 
agent, who is the loser. 

The recent NCAA scholarship limitations, and “early exit” to 
the NFL can cause some college football coaches to feel as 
though they are being squeezed from both ends. Others accept 
the circumstances and move on. 

“If [have a guy who will be a first-round draft pick, I'll hate to 
see him go,” Texas A&M coach R.C. Slocum said. “But that 
means he’s done some special things for us. I'll thank him for his 
contribution and go get someone else.”

All five have tremen- 
dous professional potential, 
and none could have accom- 
plished very much more on the 
collegiate level. That wasn’t 
the case with everybody. 

Some of the 33 were first- 
round picks, while others were 
chosen later on in the seven 
rounds of the draft. Some 
weren't taken at all. Those vic- 
tims of poor advice, predatory 
agents or their own bad deci- 
sions will end up on the profes- 
sional football periphery, 
scrambling to sign free-agent 
contracts with no bonuses or 
guarantees. Had they stayed in 
school for another year, they 
might have been drafted, just as 
some of those players who 
were drafted could have 
improved their lots with a little 
more college seasoning. 

Coaches try to impress that 
upon players grappling with 
the decision to stay or go. It 
doesn’t always work. 

Consider the case of Ohio 
State. Since 1991, the Buck- 
eyes have lost eight star players 
to the NFL’s early-entry rule.

and try to be their father, but as 
soon as an agent comes along, 
they don’t come in to see you 
as much,” said Florida State 
coach Bobby Bowden, who bid 
an early goodbye to defensive 
end Derrick Alexander and cor- 
nerback Devin Bush following 
the 1994 season. “I wish they 
had never passed the rule.” 

So the coaches work 
another angle. Most will call 
upon contacts with NFL per- 
sonnel executives, much like 
Tepper did, to determine where 
a player will go in the draft as 
accurately as possible. If the 
consensus is that a player will 
be a sure-fire top-10 pick, most 
coaches will concede defeat. No 
one could honestly advise a 21- 
year old to turn down the 
promise of a multi-million dollar 
contract for one or two more 
years of college. In those cases, 
it is the rare individual who 
stays in school. 

Michigan running back 
Tyrone Wheatley probably 
would have been among the top 
10 picks in the 1994 draft, but 
he chose one more year of the 
college experience in Ann 
Arbor — and a college diploma. 
UCLA wide receiver J.J. Stokes 
made the same decision. 


This year, junior linebackers = 
Lorenzo Styles and Craig Pow- 
ell joined Stringer in early exits from Columbus. 

In 1994, star defensive tackle Dan “Big Daddy” Wilkinson 
blew town two years ahead of schedule. Before that, it was run- 
ning back Robert Smith and defensive back Roger Harper. 

OSU coach John Cooper spends hours preaching to his play- 
ers, hoping they'll stay in school. Over the past four years, he 
hasn't been too convincing. 

Wideout Joey Galloway's 1994 decision to stay around for 
his senior season was Cooper's sole high-profile victory in the re- 
recruiting game. Cooper hasn't been the only coach to lose play- 
ers early, although he may have suffered more than any of his 
coaching brethren. 

“Lask some of my players how they would like it if we told 
them after two years that we weren't going to honor their schol- 
arships any more,” Cooper said. “But it’s okay for them so they 
leave school after two years of play.” 

Convincing established players to stay isn’t the same busi- 
ness as luring them to campus in the first place. Instead of com- 
peting against other coaches and institutions, they are battling 
agents, advisers and even family members, all of whom could be 
telling the player to take the money. College football can’t com- 
pete with dreams of seven-figure salaries and the trappings of 
NEL celebrity. 

For some players, it’s just a means to an end 

“The thing that disappoints me is that you sign these boys 


These days, they're the 
exception. And most players who leave aren't even regarded that 
highly. Some leave because they need money — even if today’s 
pay out wouldn't be as much as tomorrow's. Others are sick of 
school. More still have an inflated self-worth. 

“We try to show the players what their choices are,” Wash- 
ington coach Jim Lambright said. “We take the approach that 
you'll always have choices to make in life. Our role is that of a 
teacher. We try to expose the players to both sides of the 
choice.” 

Not long after the 1993 season ended, Lambright declared 
that Washington junior running back Napoleon Kaufman was the 
team’s number one recruit. The prep kids could wait for a while. 
If the Huskies were to have any kind of success during the proba- 
tion-sullied "94 campaign, they needed Kaufman, the shifty, 5-9, 
185-pound Pac-10 rushing leader, to remain in Seattle for his 
senior season. 

Two years earlier, Lambright had hoped to see his Outland 
Trophy-winning defensive tackle, Steve Emtman, return for his 
senior year, but recognized quickly that Emtman was destined for 
top-three pick status. Indeed, he wished Emtman well and 
watched him become the first pick of the draft. 

With Kaufman, it was different. 

“We're recruiting Napoleon right now,” Lambright told 
reporters. “He has to be back on this football team for us to be as 
good as we can be.”

PHOTO BY JOHN WILIAMSON eanouter 
between the 


third and fifth rounds, a consensus that gave Lambright a strong 
bargaining position. 

Lambright promised he would highlight Kaufman in the 
Husky offense, putting the ball in his hands “30-35 times a 
game.” (Kaufman actually averaged just over 26 touches per con- 
test in '94, but was hampered for part of it by turf toe.) 

Moreover, the school would promote Kaufman for the Heis- 
man trophy and All-American honors — with one codicil. Kauf- 
man had to be playing for the team first and his future second. 

“We told him every time a camera was turned on or a 
reporter asked him a question, he had to spread it around to his 
line, the quarterback and the rest of his team,” Lambright said. “It 
was critical that Napoleon understood he had to go into the sea- 
son wanting to win first.” 

Kaufman decided to stay in Seattle and wound up becoming 
the Huskies’ career rushing leader and the 1994 Pac-10 Offensive 
Player of the Year. His draft stock rose also, thanks to his more 
refined receiving and returning skills. None of that was accom- 
plished at the expense of the team or Lambright’s authority. 

Lambright’s approach appears to be common among his 
peers. 

Auburn’s Terry Bowden says he won't beg top players to 
stick around for another year, because it becomes difficult to drive 
them hard in practice. He won't cut deals that let stars out of 
spring drills or some contact work. 

“When a guy’s ready to go, you can’t push him like you can 
an 18-year old,” Bowden said. 


Michigan coach Gary Moeller agrees. To him, Michigan foot- 
ball comes first. 

That doesn’t mean coaches are cavalier about players com- 
pleting their eligibility. Most preach the value of a college degree 
constantly. If a player expresses interest in leaving school early, a 
coach’s first instinct is to convince him to stay. That's what 
Moeller tried to do with Wheatley. 

But coaches are pragmatic. 

Texas A&M's Slocum likes to draw a parallel between a foot- 
ball player and a junior petrochemical engineering student who is 
offered $1 million and four months off to complete his studies 
each year to work at Mobil. The kid, Slocum argues, would be 
crazy not to take the offer. It's the same with football players. 
Why shouldn't they take the money — if they're high draft 
choices — and then use the off-season to complete their degrees. 

Former Aggie standouts Richmond Webb and Kevin Smith 
both did that. 

“All of these kids have biological clocks that will determine 
how long they can make money in the NFL,” Slocum offered. 
“Nobody knows whether it’s set for 10 or 12 years or six or 
seven.” 

“A lot of these kids have no money, and their moms work a 
couple jobs,” Terry Bowden said. “To tell them that $50,000 
now could be a $1 million in a few years may sound like an easy 
argument. But what if they never had $50,000 in their life? Most 
of the ones leaving too early are the ones with no money.” 

The process and timing makes recruiting and personnel man- 
agement difficult for college programs. The NFL's January dead- 
line for players to announce their intentions approaches the 
February signing date for recruits. 

While coaches await a star’s decision, they can lose potential 
recruits who don't see a starting job awaiting them. Yet, should a 
sophomore or junior decide to head to the NFL, it can be too late 
to find a satisfactory replacement. 

Arizona State coach Bruce Snyder believes the Sun Devils 
would have played in a bowl game last year, had tailback Mario 
Bates stayed around. Without Bates, the Devils were eighth in the 
Pac-10 in rushing and finished 3-8. 

“He declared well after recruiting was under way,” Snyder 
said, noting that top recruits had been already scared off. 

The early exit rule has also changed most coaches’ notions 
about redshirting their players. In the past, freshmen only played 
if they were clearly gifted, or if teams had yawning needs at a cer- 
tain position, Today, coaches who want to get the maximum pro- 
duction out of a highly-regarded recruit will play him as a 
freshman, whether they need him or not. As a result, coaches 
become forecasters, trying to decide which recruits are likely to 
leave early. 

Back in 1990, Washington State coach Mike Price was criti- 
cized for using quarterback Drew Bledsoe as a backup early in his 
true freshman season. Price’s response: “Why redshirt him for 
the NFL?” 

The New England Patriots eventually chose Bledsoe with the 
first pick of the 1993 NFL draft, after he'd spent three years in 
college. 

“If it’s even debatable, you have to play a guy as a freshman,” 
Terry Bowden says. 

Within two years, that promising newcomer will start to hear 
the whispers of agents telling him how much money he could 
make in the NFL. 

And here we go again.

ALABAMA’S SCHEDULE 
UNDERMINES NATIONAL IMAGE 


in both the Associated Press writers’ poll and CNN/USA Today 
coaches’ poll. 

You don’t hear any yelping, though, down in Alabama. The 
Crimson Tide finished 12-1 and No. 5 (AP) and No. 4 
(CNN/USA). 

Coach Gene Stallings’ club lost only the Southeastern Con- 
ference title game to Florida by a point before disposing of Ohio 
State in the Citrus Bowl. 

“If we beat Florida,” Stallings said, “we're gonna be one of 
the top two or three teams in the country. And you can’t be any 
higher ranked than that.” 

Well, there's always No. 1. 

But for Alabama these days, there's only No. 1 if nobody else 
deserves a claim. Forget the controversy when it comes to the 
Crimson Tide. 

Even if the Tide had reversed that 24-23 loss to Florida, it 
would have been tagged as No. 3 for its 13-0 efforts, and it 
would not have rung up its 13th national title. 

There's no arguing that point, even in Tuscaloosa. That 
seems to be the position the Tide is taking these days in the 
annual chase for college football supremacy. 

Sort of “if we win all of our games, we deserve to be in the 
top three. And if nobody else wins all of their games, then maybe 
we ought to be in the top one ... like in 1992.” 

Last season, for the third time in the last six years, the Tide 
rose to 10-0 without being ranked No. 1 in the weekly polls. 

Ten-and-oh, and for the most part, nobody outside of 
Alabama seemed to notice. The title was there for Nebraska to 
take. Or Penn State to clean up. Or even Miami to snare with a 
blemished record. But Alabama never really was taken seriously. 

As even Stallings said of last year’s team, “There were times 
we weren't playing very well. We were winning, but we shouldn’t 
have been ranked any higher than we were. 

“So I have absolutely no problems with the recognition and 
the ranks that we've received. I'm concerned about whether 
we're winning games. 

“All that counts is how you end up, anyway.”

But for such a storied program, in what is widely considered 
the toughest conference that doesn’t play on Sunday, the Tide 
seems to suffer a national respect problem. 

And it’s got only itself to blame. Or at least its own Charmin- 
soft non-conference schedule. 

There’s nothing like a rugged inter-sectional game — with all 
the hype and hyperventilating TV coverage with it — to catch the 
public’s eye. 

Nobody understood that better than the late Paul “Bear” 
Bryant, the gruff stuff of which legends are made. 

Under Bryant in the 1970s and 1980s, the Tide rolled out- 
side the Deep South to take on all comers. 

In those two decades, Bama banged into national powers 
Notre Dame (1-1), Southern Cal (1-1), Nebraska (1-1) and Boston 
College (0-2). 

Most memorably, the Tide went 6-4 against Joe Paterno and 
Penn State in a classic 10-year marathon that ended in 1991 

Along the way, the Tide also took on Miami (1-0), Washing- 
ton (2-0), Texas A&M (2-0), Clemson (1-0) and pre-demise Mis- 
souri (1-1). 

Those major jousts didn’t hurt the program. In fact, Bryant 
won national titles in 1973, 1978 and 1979 by seasoning his 
teams against the nation’s best. 

And now? 

The Tide hasn't played a Top 25-caliber game outside the 
SEC since 1990, the year it said goodbye to Penn State with a 
9-0 loss.

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In the past five seasons, 1990-94, Bama is 14-1-0 outside 
the SEC against less than impressive competition. 

The list of designated victims features, alphabetically: Cincinnati 
(1-0), Louisiana Tech (2-0), Memphis (1-0), Southern Miss (3-1), 


Temple (1-0), Tennessee-Chattanooga (2-0) and Tulane (4-0). 
That's it. 

Hardly a lineup to dazzle a pollster. 

That 14-1 run outside the SEC includes: 

@ A 14-game winning streak. 

@ Four shutouts, 

@ 11 opponents held to a TD or less. 

@ Nine games over 30 points, seven games over 40 
points and three games over 50 points for the Bama 
offense. 

@ An average victory margin of 25.8 points. 


In the past four years, the schedule has become claustropho- 


bic. The Tide has confined itself to the South for its entire non- 
bowl play list. 
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The reason given for this is the SEC and its new one-game 
playoff format. 

Virtually every SEC team except Tennessee fattens up on 
local fodder before the league grind begins. 

Since the SEC multiplied and then split into two divisions, 
members play their five division rivals plus three teams from the 
other division, 

That leaves only three non-league games — and only so 
many places to bruise on a player's body. 

“It's a great conference,” Stallings said. “When you take 
the Tennessees and Floridas and Auburns and Alabamas and 
South Carolinas and LSUs, they're all very good, all very capa- 
ble teams.” 

Auburn and Mississippi State have been the only teams in 
Alabama’s SEC West Division to be ranked regularly in recent 
years. Traditional powers LSU and 
Arkansas have been down. So until 
the home stretch, the Crimson Tide 
has been unable to steam roll the kind 
of ranked teams that impress pollsters. 

It must be pointed out that the Big 
Ten and the Pac-10 have long played 
eight conference games, but the strong 
teams in those leagues have sought out 
at least one intersectional foe each year. 
To gain national attention, they almost 
have to bring in a Notre Dame or 
Nebraska. To get on TV in September, 
they almost have to play a Miami or 
Tennessee. To be seen outside their 
own region, they almost have to take 
on a Colorado or Texas. To get their 
own fans excited for season tickets, 
they almost have to play at least one 
other Division I-A opponent a year. 

And they do, 

That's not to say Alabama doesn't 
face stiff competition. But often it’s 
too late. 

Last year, the Tide played Ten- 
nessee-Chattanooga (42-13), Tulane 
(20-10) and Southern Mississippi (14- 
6) in early season non-conference 
games, But things toughened up in 
the final month when they ran into 
16th-ranked Mississippi State, No. 9 Auburn and No. 6 Florida. 

None of those November games, however, was by choice. 
They were set by the league. And the poll voters had already set 
what amounted to a pecking order with Nebraska and Penn State 
in particular. 

That means the Tide faced a case of too much, too late, 
when it came to swaying pollsters. 

Alabama athletic director Cecil “Hootie” Ingram is also 
inclined to leave the polls — and the Tide’s schedule — alone. 

“| really don’t have any feeling at all about it,” Ingram said. 
“We like to tee it up and play every week. But I don’t even look 
at the polls. 

“We played nine SEC teams last year,” Ingram said, including 
the SEC title game with Florida. “We play some great teams, and 
we're excited about that.” 

He declines to accept the notion that the Tide is short-chang- 
ing itself with its non-league schedule. 


“We won the national championship with that kind of 
schedule,” Ingram said of the 1992 title. “We have some teams 
coming into our schedule that we're excited about — the Uni- 
versity of Houston, North Carolina State — and I think they're 
quality programs.” 

Ingram got tired of the subject in a hurry. 

“I don't even want to be quoted on the polls,” he said. “I 
think our schedule’s as tough as anybody's. Everybody can look 
at it and draw their own conclusions.” 

Nobody can look at it too far into the future, though. 

Larry White, Alabama's sports information director, does not 
include future schedules in his first-rate press guide. That's 
because he doesn’t know what they are. 

White referred all inquiries on the topic to Ingram. And Ingram 
said only that, “We put our schedule out from time to time.” 
Stallings had nothing to add on that 
subject, either. 

“I don't even know who we're play- 
ing this year, to tell you the truth,” 
Stallings chuckled last March, as spring 
drills began. “I just want to know who. 
we're playing next. I just don’t keep up 
with that. I'm not concerned with it.” 

Stallings notes that his refusal to 
run up scores may not impress poll- 
sters. He considers blowouts bad form, 
bad sportsmanship and bad for the col- 
lege game. 

“I wouldn't do that if I could,” he 
said, “I mean that.” 

Likewise, Penn State dropped 
from No. 1 to No. 2 after its reserves 
gave up two late TDs in an easy win 
over Indiana. 

Stallings said, too, the SEC playoff 
may not lead to national-championship 
votes, but that it’s the best way to 
determine a true conference champion. 

He points to SEC teams “in the 
other part of the conference we don’t 
play. You're gonna try to have a true 
champion, so the only way to do it is 
just have a divisional game and play the 
championship. 

“We lost it this past year, 24-23, 
but we were in the game again. We've been in it the past three 
years, and that’s what we all try to do. I don’t have any regrets or 
remorse whatsoever about that. 

“And I'm opposed to a (national championship) playoff. It'd 
be too long. The players are under enough pressure. This is not 
professional football. 

“When you play 12, 13 games, that’s a lot. I think that’s 
enough for college. We've won 45 games the past four years. 
That's a lot. The way somebody ranks us is not gonna affect the 
way I feel one way or the other. 

“If we win ‘em all, we'll have a chance to be national cham- 
pion. If we don't, we won't. 

“The system doesn’t bother me at all,” he said, with another 
of those belly-growl chuckles. “I don’t pay much attention to it 
really. I’m just trying to win a few games.” 

And if a national title happens to come with them, well, 
that’s OK. —Tom Wheatley

FCA Has Made Impact on Long-time 
Nebraska Football Coach 


Tom Osborne's record as football coach at the University of 
Nebraska stands alone among major college coaches. He has 
never won fewer than nine games in a season and has never 
failed to take the Cornhuskers to a bowl game in 22 seasons. 

The crowning achievement of Osborne's career came in win- 
ning the 1994 national championship. He had come close a few 
times before, but this past January his team took the title with a 
win over Miami in the Orange Bowl game. 

Gordon Thiessen, who played for Osborne at Nebraska, 
recently sat down with Osborne to do an interview for Sharing 
the VICTORY magazine. 


Q: How do you deal with setbacks as a coach? What gives 
you perspective in life and in football? 

TOM OSBORNE: | try to focus on one day at a time, and 
try not to worry about things that may happen tomorrow. | try to 
derive some satisfaction knowing | did the best I could with what I 
had to work with. You have to be able to let go of yourself at 
some degree. | believe Tom Landry once said, ‘to live a disci- 
plined life, and to accept the result of that disciplined life as the 
will of God is the mark of a man. 


Q: What are some of the things you do devotionally? 

OSBORNE: | spend an hour a day in some sort of prayer 
time and or meditation. I try to be in the Scriptures every day. I 
have the New Testament on tape and quite often I listen to that 
on the way to work for about 10 or 15 minutes in the morning. 
Asa staff, we do have short devotion for a few minutes before we 
start our day. We try to get together with a few other people and 
have a Bible study once a week with the FCA Adult Chapter. 


Q: Who are a couple of players that have really turned 
around notably in their spiritual life? 

OSBORNE: There have been so many that it would be hard 
to name them, but I guess a couple who are still prominent ath- 
letes are Irving Fryar and Jimmy Williams. Both of those individu- 
als while at Nebraska weren't spiritually attuned, but in recent 
years have each made a strong commitment. They each now have 
a full-fledged ministry of their own and are licensed ministers. 


Q: If a high school student asked you what he or she might 
do to help stay in shape spiritually, what advice would you give? 


OSBORNE: It's just like athletics, for example, you can't 
expect a person who has visited the weight room three times a 
year to bench press 300 pounds, you can’t expect a person who 
hasn't put any time into their spiritual training to grow or to be 
able to handle times of crisis. It takes daily discipline. It’s also very 
important to have some support such as FCA, or a prayer group, 
where there is positive peer influence. Also, to be involved in a 
weekly worship service, it’s very important. These things are all 
cumulative and help an individual to develop spiritually through 
discipline and daily sacrifice. 


Q: For a high school athlete who doesn’t know much 
about the Bible and needs to know where to start, is there a 
place you would encourage him or her to start reading? 

OSBORNE: I'm partial to the four Gospels of Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John. Mark is a good starting point if you want 
a historical account regarding the life of Jesus. 


Q: Charles Barkley has gotten headlines with the state- 
ment that he doesn’t want to be or isn't a role model, yet 
most people would view athletes as some form of role model. 
Has that changed, do you think, in the 20 or so years you 
have coached? Are athletes still strong influences? 

OSBORNE: | suspect that they are more of an influence today 
because of television. Most young people growing up know quite a 
bit about Michael Jordan or John Elway or any number of athletes 
because they've personally observed them play so many times. 

What athletes say and do has an impact today, with so many 
young people growing up without fathers as adult male role mod- 
els in their lives, what an athlete says or does today may have 
more of an impact than it did 25-30 years ago. So obviously the 
statement of ‘you're not a role model’ is not accurate. There are 
very few people in their lifetime that are not a role model to 
somebody, whether it’s your little brother, your next door neigh- 
bor. Everyone has someone who looks up to them at some point 
or another in their lifetime.

exas Christian football coach Jim Wacker looked 
across the Dallas-Fort Worth Metroplex, considered 
the cyanide capsule placed on the tongue of the 
Southern Methodist football program, and grew envious. 

SMU had just become the first — and is still the only — 
NCAA member to receive “the death penalty.” The 
Mustangs would be prohibited from playing any 
games in 1987, and were allowed only seven 
games in 1988, all on the road 

When SMU decided to forego that abbre- 
viated second season, it was left with a two- 
year banishment from the sport that had 
financially supported all SMU athletics and 
inspired much of its alumni contributions, 
but had grown so historically out of control 
that it broke all records for NCAA crime 
and punishment. 

Everyone was fired — the coaches, 
athletic director, school president, board 
of governors — anyone connected with 
the scandal. Opposing coaches flocked 
to the campus to recruit SMU players 
out of their dorms. Five boosters were banned from 
having any contact with the school athletic department 

Bill Clements, then the governor of Texas, was roundly 
defeated in the next election after admitting he, as a member of 
the since disbanded SMU board of governors, knew of the pay- 
ments to players, but decided they should be “phased out” rather 
than cut off. 

And the new coaches were forced to recruit without leaving 
the office. 

And recruits couldn't get expense-paid visits to campus. 

And there would be no bowl games to offer. 

Or television appearances. 

Or games at all 

And TCU’s Wacker was jealous of such a plight? The way he 
looked at it, the only difference between NCAA death and pun- 
ishment was that punishment would last longer. 


“We should have gotten the death 
penalty,” said Wacker, who four seasons 
later would leave TCU for Minnesota 
“We would have been better off. What we 

got was slow death. Slow and painful.” 
TCU had received NCAA sanctions with 

the kind of recruiting penalties not unlike 
those leveled on Oklahoma State, Wash- 
ington, and now Mississippi. 

The TCU program has suffered 
through the insinuations and ridicule 
that still haunt Texas A&M, and fights 

through the frustration and madden- 
ing loss of potential glory that has 
cursed Auburn. 
SMU has not become, since its 
resurrection from NCAA death, the 
program it was before the sanctions 
hit, although a variety of factors 
unrelated to the “death penalty” have 
contributed to inhibit the Mustangs’ 
rebuilding. 

But many still at TCU contend that the more 
typical NCAA sanctions the Horned Frogs 

received in 1984 can be just as damaging 

as the celebrated “death penalty.” The effects can last far longer 
than the sanctions, and when the NCAA hits, it scratches far 
more than just the football program’s recruiting or television 
schedule. 

And left to continue on wounded and bleeding but not dead, 

TCU’s struggles were left open for anyone to see and judge. 

We had no idea what the sanctions would mean,” TCU ath- 
letic director Frank Windegger said. “I don’t think it hit any of us 
at the time. It affects so many things, and it lasts, | think, at least 
a decade. 

The ‘death penalty’ might have been better. Maybe we 
didn’t fall through the gallows, but we were sure hanging there, 
swinging in the wind.” 
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Three seasons ago, former Mississippi coach Billy Brewer, 
facing the recruiting advances of new Mississippi State coach 
Jackie Sherrill, angrily fought back. 

“Everyone knows about Jackie Sherrill,” Brewer charged. 
‘Jackie Sherrill is a pathological liar.” 

Last fall, Brewer was asked to leave Mississippi, his alma 
mater, with NCAA sanctions about to hit and hit hard. 

Ole Miss received sanctions comparable to those that embed- 
ded themselves in Texas Christian’s program. TCU had been 
allowed only 10 scholarships for two seasons, 
having already returned bowl and television 
money for the 8-3 1984 season. It took TCU 
10 seasons to get back to full scholarship lev- 
els, and Windegger believes if the NCAA limit 
was not cut from 95 to 85 scholarships per 
team, TCU might still not be at full strength. 

For two years, Mississippi will be allowed 
to bring in only 13 players a year on scholar- 
ship, and is banned from bowl or television 
appearances for 1995. 

Ole Miss officials believe the lessons 
culled from previous rebuilding projects will 
help them rebound. But history indicates the 
effects of sanctions last much longer than the 
actual penalties. Losses change the reputa- 
tions of programs, hurting recruiting even 
beyond the restrictions, 

And large recruiting classes — brought in 
to fill the void left by the sanction-limited 
classes before them — create new voids when 
they leave, too. It leads to a cycle of almost 
constant rebuilding. 

Washington, for example, spent last sea- 
son with 75 recruited scholarship athletes: 10 
fewer than the NCAA limit. Of those, 16 were 
freshmen being redshirted, another 19 had 
been redshirted the previous season, and three 
others had arrived on campus as walk-ons. 

That left the Huskies with 37 recruited 
seniors, juniors and sophomores — the guts 
of any team. This for a major program that 
had won a national championship just three 
years earlier. 

And with “normal attrition,” the Huskies 
could slip to about 70 recruited scholarship 
athletes — 15 fewer than their competition is allowed. The team 
consists of what amounts to five short recruiting classes. 


‘ootball programs don’t always wither when the NCAA 

comes snooping around, as witnessed by the continued 

success in the face of probation at Auburn and Texas 
A&M, among others. 


But when the boys from Kansas City bring with them scholar- 


ship-reduction penalties, look out below: 


Werrse went from a 22-game winning streak into an 
immediate tailspin, with the 7-4 records of 1993 and 
1994 looking pretty appealing to Huskies fans for 1995.

SMU, nine seasons after the death penalty was assessed, 
will have its first group of fifth-year seniors in 1995. And 
their measure of success will probably determine how well SMU 
comes back from penalties that occurred a decade ago. 

The Mustangs, which had three consecutive 10-win seasons 
in the early 1980s and had strung together seven consecutive 
winning seasons until the NCAA pulled the plug, are a combined 
12-51-3 against a decidedly weak schedule in the six seasons 
since their return i—

VHYCU was docked 15 new scholarships a year for two years 
and promptly stumbled through six consecutive losing 
seasons. The Horned Frogs had just one winning record in nine 
years; at the end of that winning season (1991), they lost their 
coach (Wacker) to Minnesota. 


( klahoma’s sanctions, beginning in 1989, cut scholar- 

ships by seven for two years. The Sooners, who got rid 
of coach Barry Switzer in the process, have been up and down 
since then, but never as far up as previously. 

They have had two 9-3 seasons, but in alternate seasons 
—when the larger recruiting classes leave and are replaced by 
the smaller classes from the years with the scholarship limits, 
the Sooners have had decidedly un-Oklahomaclike records of 
7-4, 5-4-2, and 6-6. Coach Gary Gibbs was fired after the 
1994 season, when the Sooners had just five senior starters 
and went 6-6.

( klahoma State, beginning in 

1990, lost five scholarships a 
year for three seasons. After consecu- 
tive 10-2 seasons in 1987 and 1988 
and a reputation built for producing 
running backs Thurman Thomas and 
Barry Sanders, Oklahoma State is 15- 
38-2, bottoming out at 0-10-1 in 
1991. Head coach Pat Jones was fired 
after the 1994 season. 

Although the Cowboys will be close 
to the NCAA limit of 85 scholarships 
this season, Oklahoma State insiders 
note many of the scholarship players 
are walk-ons who under normal circum- 
stances never would have been 
awarded scholarships. 

Notice that the coaches involved 
with the programs when the sanctions 
hit are gone from all of those schools, 
and the guys who steered TCU, Okla- 


homa, Oklahoma State 
and SMU through the 
sanctions and rebuilding 
have either bailed out 
(Wacker and SMU’s For- 
rest Gregg) or were fired 
(Jones and Gibbs). 

Yet, when the Missis- 
sippi job opened up, the 
resumes flooded in. 

“My wife and I sat 
down and looked at the 
scenario of where we 
wanted to live, the con- 
ference I wanted to 
coach in, the chance to 
be successful,” new Mis- 
sissippi coach Tommy 
Tuberville said. “This is 
the state university. It 
has a tradition. This is a 
place I want to be for a 
long time. I'd like to 
make this my last coach- 
ing job.” 

Texas A&M, in 
1993, became the only 
school ever to receive a 
bowl ban without the 
spicing of scholarship 
reductions. 

In some parts of the 
country — mostly in 
areas where the schol- 
arship knife had cut 
deeply — sucha 
penalty seemed virtually 
insignificant. 

Considering A&M’s 
infractions-filled past, 
the NCAA committee 
on infractions assessed an unusually 
long five-year probation period, but the 
sanctions expired after one 10-0-1 sea- 
son, and A&M signed what was consid- 
ered one of the nation’s best recruiting 
classes. 

But coach R.C. Slocum is still 
pained by the experience. 

“T'll never get over this, I'll never 
forget it my whole life,” Slocum said. “I 
was extremely proud of how we were 
winning, how we were recruiting play- 
ers, the attention to the rules we were 
paying. In retrospect, that allowed us to 
get through it. But it was very difficult. 

“It aged me. It aged me a lot.” 

When A&M was hit with its bowl 
ban, Slocum spoke with Auburn’s Terry 
Bowden, who went 11-0 in his first 
season at Auburn as the Tigers played 
with sanctions that included a two-year 
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ban from bowls. Bowden was named 
the national Coach of the Year in 
1993, and in 1994 went 9-1-1. 

But like with Slocum at A&M, 
Bowden feels the sting of criticism, 
even if he was not at Auburn when the 
violations occurred. 

“The image, the black eye, people 
might say, ‘Probation isn’t so bad, look 
at Auburn.’ But this is an embarrass- 
ment to every alumnus,” Bowden said. 
“We've been called 
cheaters, Cheaters. And 
it (the process of investi- 
gation, findings and 
sanctions) has happened 
four or five times here 
over the years. 

‘The whole image is 
something you have to 
build back up from the 
bottom.” 

It hadn't happened 
to Washington in nearly 
40 years, but the 
Huskies have heard 
similar taunts. Washing- 
ton was long considered 
one of the nation’s 
model programs. When 
penalties followed 
championships, the 
assumption was that the 
victories were the prod- 
uct of violations. 

“All the sanctions 
(except the second year 
of television sanctions) 
were put on us by our 
own conference, our 
competitors,” said Jim 
Lambright, Don James’ 
longtime assistant and 
hand-picked successor. 
“They put us in jail.” 

Auburn and A&M, 
with few or no recruit- 
ing sanctions, have 
combined to lose one 
game in their three sea- 
sons with penalties. But 
even then, there are costs more tangi- 
ble than damaged pride. 

“Everybody used it against us in 
recruiting,” Slocum said.“There were 
very good players that would have 
come if not for rumors and talk, and 
not only were we losing players, we 
were allowing our competitors to gain 
players, recognition and television 
exposure. Now five (Southwest Con- 
ference) schools are going around say- 


ing they were champions, when we 
beat everyone (but were barred from 
the title). To say we weren’t hurt, 
that’s wrong.” 

And that’s to say nothing of the 
money that a bowl and television 
ban can cost per season: A&M's loss 
of expected earnings was about $2.5 
million. 

“What they did to us wasn’t 
really anything as far as recruiting 


(sanctions),” Bowden said. “You look 
at Washington and Ole Miss and some 
of the others, ooooh. But don't tell me 
this doesn’t hurt Auburn.” 

All things considered, despite what 
the folks at TCU and elsewhere might 
think, “death” is much tougher than 
merely “hurt real bad.” 

SMU brought football back — but 
not to Texas Stadium, to avoid even 
an appearance of returning to the old 
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ways — but back to campus, to the once-condemned Ownby 
Stadium. 

The stadium was refurbished, made safe and as comfortable 
as could be expected. But it looked like a Texas high school sta- 
dium. Predictably, recruiting suffered, not only from the problems 
of the past, of the scars still lingering, but even because of the 
program’s image within its own university. 

SMU will return games to the Cotton Bow! next fall. 

Procedures were markedly changed as well. Even to be 
recruited by SMU coaches, a panel of SMU administrators and 
faculty must approve a prospective student-athlete’s qualifica- 
tions. The process has been streamlined in recent years, but 
remains much more stringent than that of most schools. 

SMU athletes are not given priority registration times, making 
it difficult for athletes to get into classes they need scheduled 
around afternoon practice times. To get enough of the team 
together for quality practices last season, SMU had to begin many 
workouts at 7:30 p.m.

And though no one other than office personnel remain 
from the Mustang Mania era, SMU coach Tom Rossley 
admits, “The faculty and everyone else are still leery about 
us ever leaning back to that old way of doing things. 

“They're suspicious of everything we do,” he said.“But 
we're gaining trust and support. That's part of the learning 
process. It just doesn’t come overnight. Everyone was hurt 
with the scandal, not just football.” 

But with everything he must overcome, Rossley 
remains unshaken in his optimism. If what happened to 
SMU, and to other programs, should unquestionably stand 
as an example, so too should the success Rossley said will 
come for those who must pick up the pieces. 

“It’s very challenging,” Rossley said. “And there are 
frustrating times. 

“But there are very good times as well. So many peo- 
ple said, ‘You can't come back.’ But there's such determi- 


nation, such hard work going on. We're gaining support 
on campus. Things are more positive than ever. Every 
year I believe it’s going to happen. And I believe we're 
right on the edge right now 

“And when we have that winning season, it will be 
great. Anytime there are great odds, the rewards of win- 
ning are greater. It's going to be great.”

Holtz Hopes Diets Return Irish To Heavyweights 


tep up to the scales, Notre Dame 
lads. Biggest All-American candi- 
dates go first. 

Mr. Leahy? 

“Ryan Leahy has lost some weight,” 
Notre Dame coach Lou Holtz says of his 
leaner, presumably meaner starting right 
guard. The fifth-year senior with blue-and- 
gold DNA plans on playing this season at 
a trim 285 pounds — about three Big 
Macs and a couple milkshakes a week 
lighter than last season. 

Mr. Mayes? 

“Derrick Mayes has lost 21 pounds,” 
Holtz said about his star receiver, “and | 
expect him to have an even better year 
this year than last year,” 

Obviously not in the dining hall. But a 
smaller, swifter Mayes improves his 
record numbers from '94 only if quarter- 
back Ron Powlus keeps improving, too, 
from his rookie season. 

Speaking of Mr. Powlus, it’s your turn 
to blush, Ron 

“Ron Powlus is 214,” Holtz said. “He 
has dropped eight pounds. I'd like to see 
him drop about another nine or 10 before 
the season, I'd like to see him down 
around 200, 202.” 

Two-oh-two? Nobody has seen 
Powlus that puny since... since... Ron? 

“| haven't seen 202 since the eighth 
grade,” was how Powlus responded to his 
coach’s request. 

With as much concern for counting 
calories as is going on at Notre Dame 
these days, one would swear Jenny Craig 
or Richard Simmons was on staff, though 
neither was spotted hanging around 
spring practice. 

It seems a little ironic that Holtz duly 
noted that some significant Irish players 
have shed some poundage in preparation 
for the 1995 season when, in fact, few if 
any Notre Dame football teams have been 
weighted down so heavily with the burden 
of lost opportunity as the one that will 
open Sept, 2 against Northwestern. 

“I can tell you this,” Holtz said, “the 
attitude of the offensive line and the 


whole attitude of this football team is not 
one of enthusiasm, not one of jubilation, 
not one of confidence. The whole attitude 
of this football team is one of determina- 
tion, It is no guarantee that we are going 
to be a good football team, but it is a 
determined attitude.” 

Nothing sharpens a player’s memory 
more than failure. And around South 
Bend — where Holtz is so popular he 
would be cheered for getting a parking 
ticket and Powlus can't get through all the 
megabytes of computer mail he has 
received from adoring fans — locals, the 
“subway alumni” and the rest of the 
national following deem a 6-5-1 season 
like the one assembled last fall as failure. 

What happened? It depends on the 
source. An explanation exists for every 
No. 3 jersey sold in the campus bookstore. 

The Cliffs Notes version: A lack of 
cohesion had more to do with the down- 
fall than a lack of athletic talent, though 
Holtz has said often that other programs 
possess more depth and skill. But one dis- 
traction led to another and to another last 
season, and, as fast as you can say bad 
chemistry, a 4-1 record and national-title

considerations were transformed into 6-4- 
1 and bowl-coalition pity. 

As bad as the season went, the Irish 
finished even worse with a 41-24 loss to 
Colorado in the Fiesta Bowl. 

Holtz, who likes the grips on his 
teams to be as tight as a Powlus spiral, 
searched in vain for answers. 

“I think last year was the most frus- 
trating year I have ever had as a football 
coach because we never got it solved,” he 
admitted. “Usually we have been able.” 

He devoted his offseason to correct- 
ing the problem. Like many successful 
coaches given mediocrity when they 
expect superiority, Holtz says he re-evalu- 
ated everything in his program, from the 
type of practice jersey to the number of 
first-down pass attempts. 

To develop a healthier camaraderie, 
Holtz diwied up his team and held a bas- 
ketball tournament before spring practice, 
will hole up his team during two-a-day 
practices for a week at Culver Military 
Academy about 40 miles southeast of 
campus, and will not choose captains. 

He plans to deem the responsibility of 
leadership on the entire senior class. 

To make the talent match the togeth- 
erness, he made Bob Chmiel, a former 
Michigan assistant hired last October, the 
new recruiting coordinator. Chmiel could 
sell peanut butter in the desert, and imme- 
diately made an impact.

Strayhorn and punter Hunter Smith. 

“T have not seen a freshman class 
coming in that has a better chance to 
make a contribution,” Holtz said. “It’s a 
very exceptional, a very intelligent and a 
very talented class. | think their natural tal- 
ent and maturity will give them an oppor- 
tunity to play early.” 

The frosh will be worthy tenants on 
the field in the House that Rockne Built, 
but the lease to the team still belongs to 
some of the more experienced Irish who 
likely won't be supplanted. Leahy, center 
Dusty Zeigler and guard Jeremy Akers 
give Notre Dame the strong senior pres- 
ence on the offensive line that it lacked a 
year ago. 

Then, of course, there is Powlus, who 
appears even more comfortable and confi- 
dent knowing his blockers have learned 
from a season of being a swinging gate 
for pass rushers. 

“What | am really looking forward to 
or what has to happen on this football 
team is Ron Powlus has got to be one of 
the strong leaders on it,” Holtz said. “I 
wrote this article (for Scholastic Coach) in 
1961 when I was coaching the backs at 
William & Mary: If you take a brand new 
car and you gave it to an individual who 
could not drive, that car would not be of 
much use, nor would it be very, very pro- 
ductive. (But) if you took an average car 
and gave it to a good driver, you would be 
able to go virtually anywhere you wanted. 

“[ think it is the same thing with a 
football team,” 

And perhaps this football team 

Powlus stores the keys safely in his 
locker. After a rookie season running 
around for his scholarship that still pro- 
duced a school record in TD passes (22) 
and more than 2,000 passing yards, the 
Berwick, Pa., native has no doubts about 
his steering. 

“Last year I was so concerned with 
what I had to do right,” he said. “I had to 
do it right, so I didn’t worry about other 
people, That probably hurt the team. This 
year I know what I'm doing and will be 
able to take control and keep it in the 
right direction.” 

Mayes will make the navigation eas- 
ier. The senior who said no to the NFL so 


he could graduate, catches more than just 
the highlight-film material NBC and oth- 
ers televise every fall Saturday. He dives 
on the Loftus Center turf in April. He 
goes airborne in August. He gets grass 
stains in pregame. 

Notre Dame coaches and Mayes him- 
self expect opponents to assign an extra 


defender to him this season; after all they 
did most of 94, He still caught 47 passes 
for 847 yards and 11 TDs. 

“He'll get double-teamed again,” 
Holtz says matter of factly. “But he'll still 
have a big year.” 

He must, as much for the Notre 
Dame defense as for the passing game.

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Sure, another similar season will 
make the Irish a fun team to watch 
offensively, but more importantly 
big numbers from Mayes would 
provide an untested secondary and 
an inexperienced pass rush a com- 
fortable learning cushion. 

“We'll get 11 out there that will 
probably be a little quicker and a lit- 
tle more athletic in the long run than 
last year,” defensive coordinator Bob 
Davie said. “But after that... ” 

His voice stops. After athletic 
ability — and Holtz, among others, 
even questions that occasionally — 
the Notre Dame defense has little 
upon which to base any optimism. 
But, as Davie and Irish defenders 
counter, most defenses would be 
better off against the USCs and 
Ohio States of the world if they 
were long on talent and short on 
experience rather than the other 
way around. 

So the Irish will take their 
chances with a secondary that inter- 
cepted only seven passes last sea- 
son and also will be without 
All-American cornerback Bobby 
Taylor, who left a year early for the 
NEL. Not that Davie will particularly 
miss him. 

“In terms of performances last 
year, we have our two best sec- 
ondary players back,” said Davie, 
remaining diplomatic. “That's not judging 
on potential or press clippings.” 

Less has been written and spoken 
about safety Brian Magee, the team’s 
leading tackler with 81 last season. Magee 
returns at one safety spot and cornerback 
Shawn Wooden joins him after quietly 
starting every game in 94. 

“T've said it many times,” Holtz says, 
“you can’t be a good football team if you 
aren't outstanding in the secondary.” 

The two other starting defensive 
backs likely will be senior safety LaRon 
Moore and sophomore cornerback Ivory 
Covington, who got his spikes wet with a 
Fiesta Bowl start against Colorado's 
Michael Westbrook because Taylor was 
suspended. 

Sophomore corner Allen Rossum, an 
All-American sprinter in track, classmate 
Jarvis Edison and Strayhorn may figure 
into the mix, too. 

“Everybody needs to work on their 
ball skills.” Davie said. “We're going to be 
trying a lot of different things.” 

Some of them will be on the defensive 
front in an attempt to generate a pass

rush. Enough speed and size exists for the 
Irish to act out the attacking, high-risk, 
high-reward philosophy that Davie 
employed so successfully at Texas A&M. 

Bert Berry, the leader with six sacks 
in '94, will start at one outside linebacker 
spot. He, Renaldo Wynn and Melvin 
Dansby give Notre Dame an undersized 
combination that might give pass block- 
ers some trouble. 

“Guys are ready to play and get out 
on the field,” said Wynn, who will be a 
defensive tackle this season after a year 
each at defensive end and linebacker. 
“It’s in the air already. You set an exam- 
ple for the younger players and it’s con- 
tagious. You learn from experience. We 
know what can happen to this team from 
last year.” 

And nobody in the Notre Dame 
locker room wants to relive that. The sub- 
ject of 1994 seldom comes up over a 
glass of Gatorade. It is as taboo as asking 
your neighbor his annual salary; yet as 
present as the temptation. 

“It's easy to look back and say, ‘We 
should have done this; we should have 


done that,’ ” Holtz said. “That's just 
one of the things | fight. I don’t 
look back to second-guess, I look 
back to learn. 

“(But) that’s over. I don’t need 
to say anything to the players about 
it. Everybody else has.” 

The schedule lends itself to a 
quick resurgence, if the Irish really 
are a revitalized bunch. 

There’s no Michigan in early 
September to provide a quick 
checkpoint along the way, and no 
Florida State, Miami, Penn State or 
Tennessee scheduled on which the 
nation can concentrate. 

Northwestern, Purdue and 
Vanderbilt — teams that have not 
enjoyed a winning record in more 
than a decade — make for an 
excellent momentum-building 
early season, with the heavy- 
weight triumvirate of Texas, Ohio 
State and Washington offering a 
truer indication of how good this 
team might become. 

But even at that, the Longhorns 
have been struggling in recent 
years, the Buckeyes lost some of 
their best players to the NFL early, 
and Washington is coming off back- 
to-back 7-4 seasons on probation. 
Army is a nice, traditional walkover, 
but an improved Southern Cal club 
and always-troublesome Boston 
College provide a solid double-dip at 
Notre Dame Stadium in late October. 

Navwy and Air Force fill out the sched- 
ule. That game with USC — which has 
not beaten Notre Dame since 1982 — 
could be the one monster tilt of the sea- 
son, if the Trojans and Irish do their part 
in the first seven weeks. 

So the Irish ready themselves to 
restore the program's rich tradition this 
season with a lot of quiet confidence in 
their hearts and a little less layering 
around some of their waists. 

And, of course, a chip large enough 
to make their shoulder pads more snug 
than usual. 

“Everybody wants to get better,” 
Wynn said, “There is more unity on this 
team than before. It's a totally different 
outlook than it was.” 

That's a common sentiment in the 
spring, summer, preseason, and into a 4- 
1 start. Wynn and his teammates look for- 
ward to extending their buddy system into 
the guts (no pun intended) of October and 
November — and beyond.

‘Thinking Big’ In Iowa City ... Will Wins Follow? 


ast fall, there were uniforms. This 
year, there’s a new slogan. 
he slogan says, “Think Big!” 

Towa coach Hayden Fry wishes it said, 
“Win Big!” 

The “Think Big!” slogan was the idea 
of athletic department officials, who hope 
it brings the Hawkeyes more luck than 
was produced by the uniforms in 1994. 

Towa had just a 5-5-1 record, lost five 
consecutive games, suffered through prob- 
lems on defense and faced an unsettled situ- 
ation at quarterback because of injuries. 

But the beauty of collegiate athletics is 
that every season brings new excitement 
for a team. 

Certainly at Iowa. Certainly on 
offense. Maybe on defense. 

“[ think we're going to have an excit- 
ing team,” Fry said. “We've really got to 
come on defensively and we've got to 
maintain what we had going for us offen- 
sively last season.” 

Fry is making no apologies for what 
happened in 1994, 

“I don’t want to sound like I'm brag- 
ging,” he said. “You'd have to be in 
coaching to understand this: Based on 
what we had last year — without having a 
healthy quarterback — I really thought we 
did one of the finest jobs of coaching 
we've ever done by not being defeated in 
our last four games.” 

Fry said it was “disheartening to the 
whole team” when the coaches and play- 
ers had to wait until the day of a game to 
get a doctor's approval for a quarterback 
to play. 

“It was a tremendously difficult season 
for us,” Fry said. 

Now the 66-year-old Fry is eager for 
his 17th season at Iowa. 

His record with the Hawkeyes is 116- 
69-6, and 11 of his teams have gone to 
bowl games. 

He also has job security. Fry is under

contract through June, 1998, which 
would take him beyond his 70th birthday, 
but who's counting? 

“We extended Hayden’s contract in 
recognition of his many outstanding 
achievements throughout his career at 
Iowa,” athletic director Bob Bowlsby said. 
“We are also sending a strong message 
that Hayden Fry will be the Hawkeye foot- 
ball coach for many more years.” 

The Hawkeyes’ chances of going 3-0 
this fall before opening their Big Ten 
schedule Oct. 7 at Michigan State would 
appear to be bright. 

Their non-conference schedule starts 
Sept. 9 against NCAA Division FAA 
opponent Northern Iowa, then they play 
Towa State and New Mexico State. 

Towa and Northern Iowa haven't 
played since 1914, and the Hawkeyes 
have beaten Iowa State 12 straight times. 

Fry said the first four games require a 
different preparation. 

“Northern Jowa and New Mexico 
State are new on our schedule, and lowa

State and Michigan State have new 
coaches,” he said. “But compared to last 
year's schedule, and considering our expe- 
rience at quarterback, the schedule is 
more favorable.” 

Iowa doesn’t play Michigan or Purdue 
in the Big Ten, but Ohio State and Wis- 
consin are back on the schedule — both 
on the road. No bargains there. 

With the potential fast start, the 
Hawkeyes have the makings of something 
big on offense. 

Matt Sherman has been installed as 
the No. 1 quarterback, Sedrick Shaw and 
his extraordinary skills return at tailback 
and Tim Dwight is being billed as excite- 
ment ready to happen at flanker. 

Then there's the defense with the new 
look. After the 1994 season, defense was 
the one thing that obviously needed fixing. 

Towa ranked ninth in the Big Ten in 
rushing defense with a 219.6-yard average 
allowance. The Hawkeyes averaged 27.9 
points a game, their opponents 29.5. 

“We've done a lot of shuffling on 
defense,” Fry said. “Because we don’t 
have a lot of linemen and linebackers, 
we've changed our alignment. 

“The alignment will be similar to 
when we had our great years on defense. 
We won't be requiring four down linemen, 
just three. We won't require four lineback- 
ers, just two.” 

One of the changes sends Bill Ennis- 
Inge, who was a defensive tackle last sea- 
son, to end. 

Another involves Damien Robinson, 
who moves from comerback to free safety. 
Among the linebackers are Bobby 
Diaco, who led the team in tackles last 
season with 116, and talented redshirt 

freshman Vernon Rollins. 

“T'm not going to poor-boy you,” 
Diaco said. “Our defense is going to be 
improved this season, and people are 
going to have to deal with it.” 

The 228-pound Diaco, a senior, is the 
No. 3 returning tackler in the Big Ten. His 
1994 totals included five tackles for 17 
yards in losses and one quarterback sack.

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“Twas in on a lot of plays last year, 
but I'd like to be more physical this sea- 
son,” said Diaco, who played with a bad 
shoulder most of the time. “I want to be a 
devastating tackler.” 

Diaco says lowa’s 1994 defense 
sometimes was “a little timid, a little tenta- 
tive ... that was because of our youth.” 

This fall, Diaco’s goal is to have lowa’s 
defense “play like 11 people with reckless 
abandon. We want to take no prisoners.” 

Diaco, who is from Cedar Grove, 
N.d., had 15 tackles against Michigan and 
Towa State and 13 against Illinois. 

Diaco is anxious for Iowa to return to 
a bowl. He talks as though the season will 
be a failure if the Hawkeyes don’t go 
somewhere for the holidays. 

“We didn’t go to a bowl last season, 
and people in the state don’t deserve 
that,” Diaco said. 

Playing behind Diaco is Marcus “Tex” 
Montgomery, a senior who missed the 
1994 season because of eligibility problems. 

“He could really be something spe- 
cial,” Fry said. 

Fry can’t wait to see Rollins, a 225- 
pounder from Hackensack, N.J., in a game. 

“We saw enough of him on the scout 
team last season to know he’s as gifted as 
any linebacker we've ever brought in 
here,” Fry said. 

“Rollins reminds me a lot of (former 
Iowa standouts) Melvin Foster and Larry 
Station rolled into one. He's a big-play 
maker. He’s a hit man ... with a knack for 
going to the football.” 

There’s even more to why Fry is anx- 
ious to see how Rollins performs. 

“All my life I've wanted to coach 
somebody from Hackensack,” he 
explained. “I like that name.” 

Iowa withheld Rollins from competi- 
tion for the first month of the 1994 sea- 
son because of academic concerns. He 
was ultimately cleared to play, but chose 
to redshirt with a knee injury. 

The nose guard is 280-pound Lloyd 
Bickham, who missed seven games last sea- 
son. “He broke an ankle, and we really wel- 
come him back this year,” Fry said. “Behind 
him is Steve English, who will play at 270 
pounds. He's all man. When he plays, he 
gives you that extra heartbeat.” 

Chris Webb, a 273-pound senior who 
made 66 tackles last season, is back at 
defensive tackle. 

“He had a great year when he was 
healthy,” Fry said. “Webb is a fine player.” 

Fry raves about freshman tackle Jared 
DeVries. “We asked him to put on weight, 
and he really has,” Fry said. “He'll play at

265 or 270 pounds and will make himself 
known this season. He’s never been in a 
varsity game, but he’s one of the tough- 
est, meanest players out there.” 

At defensive end are Ennis-Inge and 
George Bennett. 

With seven lettermen — five of whom 
started three or more games last season 
— the secondary is solid. 

The cornerbacks are Billy Coats and 
Tom Knight, the strong safety is Chris 
dackson and the free safety is Robinson. 

If Plez Atkins starts in place of Knight, 
the defensive backs are all Texans. 

Coats is from Grand Prairie, Jackson 


from Houston, Robinson from Dallas and 
Atkins from Bartlett. Knight is a junior 
from Marlton, N.J. 

Robinson, Knight, Kerry Cooks, 
Atkins and Coats each had an intercep- 
tion last season. Cooks returned a fumble 
for a touchdown. Robinson had a hand in 
58 tackles and broke up six passes. Jack- 
son had 54 tackles. 

Eric Thigpen, a redshirt freshman, is 
the backup to Coats. 

“We're anxious to see just how good 
Thigpen is,” Fry said. “This is by far the 
largest secondary we've ever had, and we 
haven't lost any speed.”

Fry said he wasn't the Matt Sherman 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“ll let his statistics speak,” Fry said of the 
quarterback who completed 15 of 18 passes 
for 272 yards and four touchdowns — all in 
the first half. 

Sherman's abilities helped the regulars 
crush the reserves 66-23 before a crowd of

“He was poised, he threw the ball well 
ond he had a firm grasp of the offense," Fry 
said. “He did all we asked him to do.” 

@ Fund-raising for lowa's new football 
development facility is complete. A $1 million 
contribution by Des Moines businessman 
Richard Jacobson put the project over the top. 
Jacobson also was a major contributor to a 
similar building at lowa State. 

@ The new facility is a 35,000-foot struc- 
ture adjacent to the indoor football practice 


building, It includes locker rooms, weight train- 
ing and sports medicine areas, classrooms 
and offices. 
@ Tim Dwight played for both teams in 
the spring game as a wide receiver, punt 
returner and kickoff returner. Late in the game, 
he ran onto the field as a defensive back for 
the second unit.

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Sherman showed flashes of brilliance 
as a freshman after relieving Ryan Driscoll 
at quarterback last season. 

Driscoll passed for 1,018 yards in the 
first six games. But a shoulder injury 
knocked him out for the rest of the season. 

Sherman, who had been sidelined with 
a broken bone in his foot, came 
off the bench to rally the 
Hawkeyes to a 21-21 tie with 
Purdue, then triggered a 98- 
point explosion in the last two 
games. He completed 42 of 59 
passes — 71 percent — for 
736 yards and six touchdowns. 
“That's the best we've ever 
had from a freshman,” Fry 
said. “He's very mature, very 
calm, very intelligent.” 

Iowa rolled past North- 
western 49-13 and Minnesota 
49-42 in those final two 
games. Asked if that’s the kind 
of offense Iowa fans can 
expect this season, Fry said 
with a laugh: “If you give us 
Minnesota's defense to play 
against. It depends on the 
quality of the opposition. A lot 
of folks won't cooperate that 
much, But I'm certainly not 
bad-mouthing Minnesota.” 

Shaw, a 195-pound junior 
from Austin, Texas, ran for 
1,002 yards — only the second 
sophomore in school history to 
surpass 1,000. Tony Stewart 
was the other, in 1988. 

“Shaw could become the 
all-time leading rusher at lowa 
if we keep him healthy this 
year and next,” Fry said. “He’s 
a great leader and I think his 
best football is ahead of him.” = 

As is the case with most tal- 
ented tailbacks, Shaw credits his 
offensive linemen. “They made the blocks 
for me,” he said. Shaw said it was a bit 
unsettling last season when injuries ham- 
pered the quarterbacks. “All of them did a 
fine job, but the offense was like a baby 
learning to walk when a new quarterback 
took over,” he said. 

Shaw said he was recruited by many 
schools in the Southwest Conference, but 
chose Iowa because it had been a winning 
program and he wanted to get away from 
home. The No. 2 tailback is Tavian 
Banks, a sophomore whose nickname is 
Magic. “We started calling him that last 
year because he has a knack of making 
something good happen,” Fry said. “He’s 


improved his blocking, too.” 

Larry Holton, who moved from West 
Virginia's staff before spring practice to 
coach Iowa’s running backs, is impressed 
with what the Hawkeyes have. 

“From what I've seen, the running 
backs at Iowa are more talented than what

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we had at West Virginia,” Holton said. “I'm 
excited to be working with them.” 

Fry said Iowa could have Shaw, Banks 
and Dwight, the flanker, in games at the 
same time. “We may have to get into 
some unusual formations to do it, but we 
want that big-play potential,” Fry said. 

Dwight played on offense, defense 
and special teams last season. He also 
proved to be the ultimate team player by 
taking water onto the field during a time- 
out in one of the games when student 
managers were late in doing it. 

“Pound for pound, Dwight might be as 
good as any player we've ever had here,” 
Fry said. “He's up to 186 pounds — all 


muscle. He’s exceptional. He’s special. 

“We'll find ways to get him the ball. 
We'll let him block, too. He could develop 
into one of the best blocking wide 
receivers we've ever had.” 

Rodney Filer, a junior who has been 
injured during much of his career, is the 
fullback. He carried the ball 
only seven times last season. 

Fry said senior Scott 
Slutzker, who was lowa’s sec- 
ond-leading receiver last season 
with 27 catches for 379 yards, 
“could be one of the premier 
tight ends in college football.” 

Fry added that Derek Price, 
who plays behind Slutzker, is 
probably the fastest tight end 
Towa has had in his years there. 
“The surprise is that Nick 
Gallery wants to play tight end, 
too,” Fry said. 

Gallery is a junior whose 
only job has been to punt in 
his first two seasons. He aver- 
aged 41.7 yards as a fresh- 
man, 40.7 as a sophomore. 

“We use three tight ends in 
some formations,” Fry said, 
“Gallery is a big, strong kid with 
tremendous athletic ability.” 
Gallery will continue to do 
Towa’s punting. 

The offensive line, led by 
center Casey Wiegmann, guard 
Matt Purdy and tackle Ross 
Verba, figures to be good. 

“Our quarterbacks were 
sacked only 10 times last 
year, and we averaged over 5 
yards every time we ran the 
ball,” Fry said. “The offensive 
line gets credit for the success 
we had in both areas, and I 
think it will be a real positive 
for us again.” 

Brion Hurley and Todd Romano will 
be the placekickers. Fry said he searched 
the nation to find a replacement for 
defensive line coach Ted Gill and running 
backs coach Dave Triplett, who left lowa’s 
coaching staff. Gill became defensive 
coordinator at Oklahoma State, while 
Triplett became a university fund-raiser. 

He plucked Holton off the West Vir- 
ginia staff and promoted John Austin from 
his role as recruiting coordinator and assis- 
tant offensive line coach. Gene Jones, who 
had been the on-campus recruiting coordi- 
nator, will be the recruiting coordinator and 
have some coaching responsibilities.

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Saban Hopes To Put The Gang-Tackle Back In Green 


ick Saban and Tony Banks have 

been in Spartan Stadium before. 

Saban, Michigan State’s new head 
coach, was a defensive wizard eight sea- 
sons ago, when “Gang Green” rolled to 
an unbeaten Big Ten record and a Rose 
Bowl triumph, 

And Banks, the Spartans’ senior quar- 
terback, had the best debut of any passer 
in school history in 1994 — at least, from 
a statistical standpoint. 

But 1987 defensive statistics and 
1994 offensive statistics will give way to 
one common number that the former 
Cleveland Browns coordinator and the 
former California junior college star will 
become responsible for in Spartan Sta- 
dium in 1995: We're talking MSU's vic- 
tory total. 

Another frustrating 5-6 finish isn't 
part of anyone’s game plan. 

After 12 tumultuous seasons, the last 
four without a winning record, George 
Perles was fired with three years left on 
his contract by school president Peter 
McPherson. 

Enter Saban, whose no-nonsense 
approach and proven recruiting ability could 
be just what a sleeping program needs. 

And make way for Banks, who thinks 
— with some justification — he can be as 
good as any quarterback in the country 
this fall. 

The regular-season schedule starts 
with Nebraska, ends with Penn State and 
includes four other schools that just won 
bowl games. So don't expect the Spartans 
to post double-figure wins immediately, 

But look for a team that's leaner, 
more alert, more exciting, one that thrives 
on improving each week and getting 
stronger on both sides of the football with 
first-rate leadership ... THAT is Saban's 
game plan. 

Saban’s four-year stay with the 
Browns ended Jan. 8 in Pittsburgh. 
Roughly three hours later, he was in East 
Lansing to start another season — an off- 
season when he was never off. 

At age 43, with the job he wanted, 


Saban is doing things his way. And that 
means obstructionists should stay out of 
his way whenever humanly possible. 

The West Virginia native often speaks 
about “standards of perfection” and avoids 
coach-phrases like “good enough to win” 
and “getting where we need to be.” 

Saban needs to be three places in the 
foreseeable future: 

« In meetings and on the practice field 
to mold the best team he and his staff can 
assemble with some pieces missing, 

* On the phone and in high schools 
whenever it’s legal to recruit better ath- 
letes and tougher players, the key to 
MSU's run in 1987 and to Cleveland's 
success last season, 

* And in his office in the Duffy 
Daugherty Football Building with nothing 
pressing for at least five minutes before 
fall drills begin. 

How's his team doing? 

Better and slimmer than some might 
expect, but not nearly good enough or

fast enough for someone who fidgets as 
much as Lou Holtz and fires off correc- 
tions like Bo Schembechler. 

Like both those coaches, Saban under- 
stands leadership has more than one level, 
with veterans the key to a cohesive team. 

When Saban and his seniors meet 
Thursday mornings, he brings the donuts. 
They bring ideas. 

How’s his program going? 

It's going, one challenge at a time. 

After recruiting with handcuffs, estab- 
lishing an off-season conditioning program, 
working to improve the academic support 
system and conducting spring practice, the 
best question to ask him isn’t, “Hey, Nick, 
any problems with boredom?” 

“It takes a lot of time to get things 
going the way you want them,” he said. 
“I've spent a lot of time on that in the 
beginning, paying attention to detail, But I'd 
rather do it the way I want it done, rather 
than let somebody else do it, be disap- 
pointed in it and come back and change it 
all, We haven't had to do much of that.” 

The block “S” on the side of MSU's 
helmets still stands for State, not Saban. 
But his fingerprint is on every item that 
hasn't been submitted to Judge Ito, 

How's the office looking? 

It has progressed from the contempo- 
rary-barracks design of his first few weeks 
to a lived-in look with one plaque on the 
wall — of Spartan All-Americans, 

In Perles’ 12 seasons, the walls had 
pictures of all the right politicos in all the 
right places. Or so it seemed at the time. 

The focal point in that office today is 
a picture of Nicholas and Kristen Saban’s 
mommy and daddy, framed by a bright 
ring of buttons. 

Who said a driven perfectionist never 
has time to kid around?

and an old-fashioned approach to work. 

If anyone stands to gain, it’s Banks, a pretty good passer and 
a decent runner in his first season of Big Ten football. 

This year, he’s determined to be something much better — a 
quality quarterback. 

At 6-6, 225 pounds, Banks has the size, the arm strength 
and the foot speed to play the position — plus a few others in 
basketball and baseball. 

But for the first time, the San Diego native and former Min- 
nesota Twins farmhand has something else, something just as 
important. He has finally started to grasp some nuances of the 
game under Gary Tranquil, his third offensive coordinator in 
three springs. 

And that’s about the learning curve you'd expect from a quarter- 
back as big as his JC linemen and as fast as any of those receivers. 

“I came to Michigan State not knowing anything,” Banks said. 

“| thought the offensive line and the backs were supposed to block 
everybody. Now, we have all kinds of blitz pickups and hot releases. 

“Now, | think I can say I'm a quarterback, not just an athlete.” 

He shivered and shuddered at the thought of Michigan 
weather the day he got off the plane last year.

Still, Banks finished third in the conference in 
passing efficiency and led all non-Collinses with 
.609 accuracy, 8.57 yards per toss, 11 touch- 
downs and only six interceptions. 

With Penn State’s Kerry Collins and Michigan's 
Todd Collins headed to the NFL, Banks could be 
the best in the league, with better numbers than 
Ohio State’s Bob Hoying, Illinois’ Johnny Johnson 
and Wisconsin's Darrell Bevell 

“Do I think I'm the best?” Banks said. “Without 
sounding cocky, I'd have to say yes. Even last year 
when I never felt comfortable, I never looked at it 
as Todd and Kerry being way up here, where I 
could never compare with them.” 

From a physical perspective, Banks compares 
favorably with any quarterback the Spartans have 
had — a stronger, straighter Bobby McAllister. 

But from a performance standard, the only true 
measure of an offensive leader, his record is still 
one game below .500. 

And anyone who remembers how Ed Smith 
was a player-coordinator from 1976-78 or how 
Dan Enos would make plays out of chaos in 1989- 
90 knows Banks has plenty to prove before he 
thinks of the pros. 

According to Saban, whose defense stymied 
New England star Drew Bledsoe twice last season, 
Banks definitely has an NFL arm 

The next step is to develop a pro quarterback's 
brain, something No. 12 seems set on doing in his 
bid to be No. 1 

“They can’t call me inexperienced any more,” 
Banks said. “And it hasn't been nearly as difficult 
an adjustment as last year. The reads and the tim- 
ing are basically the same. Last year, | don’t know 
if | was ever to the point where | was comfortable 
out there. I was learning new stuff week to week.” 
Without Banks, the Spartans are one of the 
weaker teams in their conference. With him 
healthy, the offense could be surprisingly strong 

It’s hard to remember a deeper MSU corps of 
wideouts here than Derrick Mason, Nigea Carter, Muhsin 
Muhammad and Napoleon Outlaw. And Scott Greene, Duane 
Goulbourne, Marc Renaud and Tyrone Crenshaw are good 
enough backs to take a team to a decent bowl game, 

The question is up front, where four new starting linemen 
have to open some holes for MSU's rushers and close them all to 
opposing pass rushers. 

If that occurs, look for Banks to lead the most exciting and 
effective Spartan offense since Darryl Rogers’ revolutionary think- 
ing — that footballs can fly — in the late 1970s. 

“Coach Tranauill thinks we haven't run a good play since 
we've been here,” Banks said. “He’s trying to show me what 
we're doing with each pass, instead of just going back and throw- 
ing it. 

“He said I was like a freshman last year. But now, I want the ball 
in my hands. | want to lead this team to a championship. And I 
want to take us to California. That would mean so much to me.” 

It would mean just as much to his teammates, to his coaches 
and to Spartans fans who wonder how good Banks really is 
Good enough to carry a team if the only time he’s carried off is 
on his teammates’ shoulders ... but inconsistent enough to make 
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QuanreRBAcK

But the best receiver and, 
based on a vote of his team- 
mates last year, the team’s 
best player is senior fullback 
Scott Greene. The 227- 
pounder averaged 5.5 yards 
per rush and led the Spartans 
with 42 receptions. 

“T could talk all day about 
Scott Greene,” Banks said.

The problem is a lack of dominating 
players and proven depth on the line and 
in the backfield. 

New defensive coordinator 
Dean Pees finds the strength 
of the unit at linebacker, where 
junior Reggie Garnett should 
return to form in the middle 
and flashy sophomore Ike 
Reese could improve on a 
team-high 92 tackles outside. 
If Reese responds to strength 
coach Ken Mannie’s methods 
and plays at closer to 220 
pounds than 200, he could 
easily have an All-Big Ten-type 
year at the weakside spot. 

At strongside linebacker, 
look for sophomore Travis 
Reece, a converted fullback, 
and junior Gary Kuhn, a for- 
mer tight end, to battle for the 
starting job. 

Up front, seniors Yakini 
Allen, a linebacker last year, and 
Robert McBride, back from a 
battle with academics, are sure 
to contribute, with junior Chris 
‘Smith another possibility. 

But the lack of defensive line- 
men in the program was a 
glaring weakness when Saban 
arrived. And if incoming fresh- 
men or a JC transfer can play, 
they won't have to wait in line. 
The secondary is led by All- 
American candidate Demet- 
rice Martin, a senior 
cornerback who had seven 


If an MSU tailback misses 
much practice time in August, 
he could find himself on the outside of the 
huddle, peering in.

It was a rarity in recent Big Ten annals: a game with 
national title implications on both sides of the field. The 
matchup lost little luster even as the Wolverines dropped a 
last-second heartbreaker to Colorado three weeks earlier. 
Penn State rolled into Ann Arbor ranked third, two 
notches higher than Michigan. 

With no World Series to distract the attention of the 
sporting public, the hype surrounding the game ran high 
from the mountains of Central Pennsylvania to the shores 
of the Great Lakes. Players and coaches from both 
schools uttered all the proper pregame cliches about 
respecting their foes and taking it one snap at a time. But 
one quote stood out amid the banalities. 
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Asked if the Nittany Lions had been accepted by their 
Big Ten brethren, Penn State quarterback Kerry Collins 
said, “I feel there’s a bit of resentment. I don’t feel that 
we've been accepted because we are the new kids on the 
block. I think it will be taken care of over time, but I think 
that theory definitely holds some water.” 

And as the Nittany Lions celebrated their 31-24 vic- 
tory in the Big House — a win that would boost them to 
No. 1 in both major polls — tailback Ki-Jana Carter nod- 
ded when a reporter told him it was rare for a Big Ten 
team to still be nursing national title aspirations so late in 
the season. “I think Penn State is going to bring that to 
the Big Ten,” Carter said. “Most of the time, Big Ten 
teams try to win the Big Ten. We're gunning for it all.” 

The words of Collins and Carter had more than a ring 
of truth. 

The other 10 members of the League That Can't 
Count could only grit their teeth as the Beast From the 
East knocked off the Wolverines and romped to the title. 

Their 12 games notwithstanding, to the list of things 
the Nittany Lions didn’t win last fall (beginning with the 
mythical national title), add “friends in the Big Ten.” 

Back when Woody and Bo roamed the sidelines, they 
called it the Big 2 and the Little 8. After last year the 
league could be known as the Big 1 and the Tiny 10. 

The black-shoe brigade bombed Minnesota 56-3. 

And dispatched Iowa 61-21, a trouncing that ranks among 
the worst defeats in Hayden Fry’s tenure with the Hawkeyes. 


And beat Michigan 31-24 in the 
Big House. 

And slaughtered Ohio State 63- 
14, scoring more than anyone has 
against the Buckeyes since 1902. 

The Ohio State game marked only 
the fourth time in 99 years 
of Big Ten football that a 
school had knocked off 
Michigan and Ohio State in 
consecutive games. 

After dominating Indi- 
ana for 55 minutes the Nit- 
tany Lions settled for a 
35-29 victory. They spotted 
Illinois a 21-0 lead in 
Champaign and then rallied 
past one of the nation’s 
best defenses for a pulsat- 
ing 35-31 victory. 

After that they merely 
thrashed Northwestern and 
Michigan State by a com- 
bined 104-48. 

Penn State rewrote sev- 
eral Big Ten records, 
including most points per 
conference game. The Nit- 
tany Lions’ 48.1 average 
was more than a touch- 
down beyond Michigan 
State’s 1978 mark. 

Penn State went 
unbeaten and untied. It 
also wound up uncrowned, 
but that’s another story. 

The Nittany Lions 
deserved a spot on the list 
of the greatest teams in the Big Ten’s 
first 99 years. And as the teams pre- 
pare to mark the centennial of the 
nation’s oldest conference, there's a 
new rivalry in Midwestern college 
football. It's Penn State versus the 
Big Ten. 

The rivalry really began in the 
summer of 1993, before the Nittany 
Lions took their first snap as a con- 
ference member. At training camps 
across the league there was the sense 
of defending the Big Ten’s honor 
against the longtime independent. 

Before Penn State entered the 
league, Paterno tried to downplay the 
fact that his team was viewed in many 
circles as a league outsider. “Do I see 
us carrying a banner of Eastern foot- 
ball supremacy into the Big Ten? Not 
at all,” he said. “This is an arrange- 
ment that helps both sides.” 


To be certain, the Nittany Lions 
were anything but brash that first 
year. They paid the proper respect to 
every opponent. When they lost back- 
to-back games in midseason — sym- 
bolically enough, to the old warlords, 


Peto Penn State entered the 
league, Paterno tried to downplay 
the fact that his team was viewed in 


many circles as a league outsider. 


Michigan and Ohio State — they 
accepted their third-place finish and 
slot in the Citrus Bowl with grace. 

“I am just thankful that we are 
competitive,” Paterno said. 

For the most part, the rivalry has 
been friendly, and the merger has 
been good for both the venerable 
conference and the much-decorated 
former independent. 

“I don’t have a problem with 
Penn State being in the Big Ten,” 
Michigan's Tony Henderson said. 
“There used to be two perennial pow- 
ers and now there's four or five. 
That's good. It brings more notoriety 
to the conference. We’re here to 
compete. I'd rather play a Penn State 
than a Northwestern any day.” 

The Big Ten enjoyed heightened 
visibility on the East Coast, where the 
Nittany Lions maintain a faithful fol- 


lowing. The league also saw its best 
shot at a national football title since 
the undefeated Ohio State Buckeyes 
lost the 1980 Rose Bowl by a point 
to USC. 

While the conference affiliation 
cost Penn State a shot at 
No.1 Nebraska in the last 
postseason, the long view 
shows that the move has 
revived a flagging program. 

In 1988 the Nittany Lions 
finished below .500 for the 
first time in Paterno’s 
career, and they had placed 
in the final Associated 
Press Top 10 only once 
from 1987 to 1992, their 
final season as independent. 
“We haven't been one of 
the elite teams in the coun- 
try,” Collins said before last 
year's Michigan game. 

Though no conference 
affiliation can change the 
fact that Penn State is an 
Eastern school, it has much 
in common with the flatland 
universities. It shares a 
commitment to dairy 
rivalled only by the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. And the 
scent of fresh manure is as 
strong on the outskirts of 
Penn State’s campus as it is 
at the University of Illinois. 

In most respects, the 
merger has already paid 
dividends for Penn State, both in 
academics and athletics. Few people 
outside State College realize that 
Paterno led a fundraising drive that 
raised $13.75 million for expansion 
of the library — an effort aimed at 
meeting Big Ten standards. 

“When our people realized that 
we were way behind, it was a lot eas- 
ier to raise the money,” Paterno said. 
“Nobody wants to be in a conference 
where they’re the low man on the 
totem pole in any area.” 

Several Penn State teams have 
also improved since the merger. The 
men’s basketball program, for exam- 
ple, has seen average attendance 
leap nearly 80 percent since 1988- 
89. In the fall of 1995 the Nittany 
Lion hoopsters will open the $55 mil- 
lion Bryce Jordan Center, a 15,000- 
seat building that will make

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memories. It’s obvious that if Penn 
State hadn't joined the hoops-crazy Big 
Ten it would still be playing in Rec Hall, 
which has all the amenities of a YMCA. 

Still, most of the focus on Penn 
State’s move to the league has been on 
the football field, and that’s where the 
rivalry is taking shape. 

“We definitely want to establish 
ourselves in the Big Ten, to be one of 
the powers in the conference,” said 
wideout Freddie Scott, who grew up in 
the Detroit area. “We didn’t come in 
here hoping to be mediocre.” 

Then came 1994. Penn Staters 
won't forget it. Neither will many of 
Penn State’s Big Ten rivals. 

Bet the next game with the Nit- 
tany Lions has already been circled in 
more than a few football offices 
around the league. 

While Penn State’s 1994 romp has 
made it a marked team on every cam- 
pus, the rivalry with Ohio State seems 
likely to become the most heated. The 
Nittany Lions and Buckeyes haven't 
been enemies for long, but their rivalry 
has the potential for fireworks. 

Ohio State is the closest Big Ten 
school to Penn State. It’s the only Big 
Ten state touching Pennsylvania, but the 
states share much more than a border. 

They often share recruiting wish- 
lists. Penn State’s dazzling tailback, Ki- 
Jana Carter, grew up 10 minutes from 
the Ohio State campus but signed with 
Penn State. Buckeye starting tailback 
Eddie George grew up in Philadelphia 
but drove past State College on his 
way to school in Columbus. 

You want fighting words? Listen to 
Penn State All-American guard Jeff 
Hartings, born and bred in tiny St. 
Henry, Ohio, which is also the home- 
town of Buckeye quarterback Bobby 
Hoying. Hartings didn’t even consider 
following his neighbor to Ohio State. 

“They tried to recruit me, and I told 
them I wasn’t interested,” Hartings said. 

Imagine that. An Ohioan who isn’t 
interested in wearing the Scarlett and 
Gray. Somewhere, Woody Hayes must be 
tearing his trademark “O” cap to shreds. 

Carter could have gone almost any- 
where he wished. He might well have 
stayed close to home if the Big Ten 
hadn’t invited Penn State to join. 

“At the moment they recruited me, 
they told me that they were coming in 
(to the conference),” Carter said. “I 
wanted my mom to have a chance to 
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In the first-ever meeting between Michigan and Penn State, the game turned 
on a series heavy with symbolism late in the third quarter. With four downs to 
score from the Michigan 1, Penn State coach Joe Paterno apparently decided to 
prove his team belonged by feeding the defending Big Ten champs their own medi- 
cine.

Matt Nyquist is a 23-year-old tight 
end-fullback who spent last spring running 
plays at both tight end and fullback. He 
had a lot to learn. But he absorbed it all. 

Steve Stark is a 22-year-old offensive 
guard who spent an apprenticeship on 
defense before moving to offense. He had 
a lot to grasp. But he handled it. Stark 
likes challenges. 

Jason Maniecki is a 22-year-old 
defensive tackle who spent his first 10 
years in Poland. He had a lot of language 
barriers. But he overcame them. Maniecki 
likes challenges. 

Eric Unverzagt is a 22-year-old line- 
backer who spent last year explaining 
himself to others — “People say I look 
like Charles Manson or some other crimi- 
nal.” He got a lot of stares. But he out- 
stared them. Unverzagt likes challenges. 

Barry Alvarez is a 48-year-old football 
coach who spent last winter turning down 
NFL overtures from the Philadelphia 
Eagles and Los Angeles-St. Louis Rams. 
He had a lot of money on the table, a lot 
of reasons to leave. But he opted to stay 
at Wisconsin. 

Alvarez likes challenges. 

It's a good thing, too, because the 
sixth-year Wisconsin head coach is facing 
a big challenge in 1995. 

Bevell, Nyquist and Stark will be the 
only senior starters on offense. 

Maniecki and Unverzagt will be the 
only senior starters on defense. 

In sum, Alvarez has the challenge of 
replacing 13 starters from last season’s 7- 
4-1 team which finished with a flourish. 

The Badgers won four of their last 
five games, including their final three over 
Cincinnati, Illinois and Duke in the Hall of 
Fame Bowl. 

Coupled with their victory over UCLA 
in the previous Rose Bowl, the Badgers 


are one of just three schools that have 
won January bowl games in each of the 
last two years. (Florida State and Penn 
State are the others.) 

Alvarez, moreover, became just the 
fifth coach in Big Ten history to win his 
first two bowl appearances. (Illinois’ Ray 
Elliot, Ohio State’s Woody Hayes, lowa’s 
Forest Evashevski and Purdue's Jim 
Young were the others.) 

Getting to a third straight bowl is the 
challenge for Alvarez, who has guided the 
Badgers to a 17-5-2 record over the last 
two seasons, representing the best winning 
percentage at Wisconsin in four decades. 

“We have an interesting mix of expe- 
rienced people and hungry young guys,” 
Alvarez said, “And it’s just a matter of 
putting it all together. 

“That's the fun part. It’s a mix, but I 
like mixes like this. | really think we have 
a good blend of players.” 

Alvarez singled out his seniors — Bev- 
ell, Maniecki, Unverzagt, et al — for spe- 
cial consideration. 

“We've got some guys who have been 
through it all,” he said, “who have been

Fletcher, who rank second and third in 
career rushing, respectively; 

* Tight end Mike Roan, who started 
four years. Only one tight end, athletic 
director Pat Richter, has caught more 
passes in school history than Roan, who. 
caught 92; 

* Left tackle Mike Verstegen, left 
guard Joe Rudolph and center Cory 
Raymer, all of whom earned first-team 
All-Big Ten honors; 

* Wide receivers J.C. Dawkins and 
Lee DeRamus, who opted to skip his 
fourth year of eligibility after missing the 
entire 1994 season with a broken leg; 

* Defensive tackle Mike Thompson, 
who started every game in his career (46) 
and had at least one minus-yardage play 
in 34 of them; 

* The starting secondary of corner- 
backs Kenny Gales and Donny Brady and 
safeties Jeff Messenger and Jamel Brown; 

* Punter Sam Veit, a four-year regular. 

All in all, the UW program is undergo- 
ing a significant facelift with the departure 
of 27 seniors, including 22 who were in 
the two-deep lineup. 

The 1994 senior class as a whole 
accounted for the second winningest 
record (27-17-2) in the modern era of 
Wisconsin football.

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offense. Plus, they must make up for 45.4 
percent of their tackles on defense. 

Despite these losses, the returning 
cast has some character, beginning with 
Bevell, who will be entering his fourth sea- 
son as a starter, Since joining the pro- 
gram after serving his two-year Mormon 
mission, Bevell has been a dependable, if 
not flashy, performer. He’s already won 
more games (21-10-2) than any other 
Badger quarterback. 

But he must stay healthy. 

Bevell sustained a third-degree shoul- 
der separation in the fifth game of the 
1994 season, a 29-10 loss at Michigan 
State. And he never fully recovered from 
the injury, which severely limited his 
throwing and effectiveness the second half 
of the schedule. 

“It was a very disappointing season for 
me because I had high hopes coming off 
the Rose Bowl year,” said Bevell, who 
wound up missing eight quarters of action. 
“The injury really slowed me down, I didn't 
have the strength and couldn't do what I 
wanted to do.” 

Although he completed 60,2 percent 
of his passes for 1,544 yards and 17 
touchdowns, he struggled unmercifully in 
some games. Twelve of Bevell’s intercep- 
tions the last two seasons have come in 
three games — losses to Minnesota, Col- 
orado and Ohio State. 

The Badgers, meanwhile, were 12-0 
when Bevell didn't throw one. 

“Some of the things that happened 
last season were a direct reflection of the 
injury,” added Bevel, who still has a phys- 
ical lump the size of a trailer hitch on his 
throwing shoulder, 

“To this day, you can see it and it will 
be there for the rest of my life. It's caused 
me pain for a long time.” 

But most of the pain is now gone 
And most of his arm strength has 
returned, leaving Bevell with a very posi- 
tive outlook. 

“L want to eliminate the bad games,” he 
said, “The consistency has to be there.” 

Bevell already holds virtually every 
school record. With 5,413 career passing 
yards, he needs to throw for 1,521 yards 
this season to finish among the confer- 
ence's Top 10 career passers. 

He’s also on pace to become only the 
fifth quarterback in Big Ten history to fin- 
ish with more than 7,000 career passing 
yards and a 60 percent or better comple- 
tion percentage. 

Towa’s Chuck Long and Illinois’ Jack 
Trudeau, Jason Verduzco and Tony 
Eason are the others in that select group. 


But at the risk of trying to do too 
much, Bevell knows that he must 
approach his assignment with intelligence 
and caution. 

“T’ve tried to do that before — tried to 
take too many things on my own,” Bevell 
concedes, “And it doesn't work very well. 

“The team concept is always the best. 
These guys are here for a reason, too.

They are some of the best recruited ath- 
letes around. 

“And I've got to trust in them, believe 
in them and work with them, instead of 
trying to do it all by myself.” 

Developing a personality on offense 
will be as important as developing a 
backup for Bevell. Redshirt freshman 
Mike Samuel will get the first chance to 
show that he can handle that role. 

“One thing I can do is help Mike get 
better,” said Bevell. “Overall, it’s going 
to be fun to see which new guys step up. 
T always like to know who that left tackle 
is going to be over there ... protecting 
my backside.” 

That would be Manny Castro or 
Jamie Vanderveldt, who also could start 
at left guard ahead of Derek Engler. Al 
Gay has never taken a snap at center in 


a collegiate game, but he'll start there. 

“I recognize the faces,” Bevell said 
“They're just not the same ones I've been 
used to seeing in the huddle.” 

With the exception, that is, of Stark 
and Jerry Wunsch, who are the returning 
starters at right guard and right tackle. 

Stark has found a home after a brief 
trial at defensive tackle earlier in his career. 
He can also double as the long snapper. 

“I know the offensive line is always 
going to do a good job,” Bevell said. “And 
we're not going to stray too far from the 
running game. 

“But it might not be the bruising, 
pounding type of running game we've had 
in the past.” 

Nonetheless, the Badgers are once 
again three-deep at tailback with Carl 
McCullough, Royce Roberson and Aaron 
Stecker. Each offers a different personal- 
ity and dimension. 

McCullough spent the 1994 season 
on the sidelines as a redshirt because of a 
back injury suffered in training camp. 

“That was very tough because the 
coaches were counting on me to contribute 
to the team last year,” said McCullough, a 
Parade All-American from St. Paul, who 
picked Wisconsin over Florida State. 

“Our new name is power back. And 
that's one of the things all three of us are 
going to focus on: running the ball with 
power. | watched how Brent (Moss) and 
Terrell (Fletcher) were so competitive and 
how they helped each other improve and 
get better. And we want to do the same 
things. We want to push each other.” 

Roberson, a converted fullback, and 
Stecker, a redshirted freshman, have 
already gained Bevell’s confidence. 

“Royce is just a bruiser and I've seen 
Aaron make a lot of people miss,” Bevell 
said. “The three of them together remind 
me of Terrell, Brent and Jason (Burns). 

“They're the same type of runners. I 
mean, I've seen Carl and I have to believe 
tailback isn't going to take a step down.” 

The tailback is the go-to position in 
the Alvarez attack. And the productivity 
there will factor into what kind of person- 
ality the offense develops. 

Another factor will be the unproven 
depth at fullback with Nyquist, Branden 
Cantrell and Cecil Martin. 

Ron Johnson is a long shot to retain 
his starting spot because of a serious knee 
injury. Johnson led the team in receiving. 

Another factor will be the unproven 
depth at tight end with Nyquist and Ryan 
Sondrup. The constant is Nyquist, a 
three-time academic All-Big Ten pick,

FIGHTING ILLINI 


Not Quite A Front-Runner, Better Than An Also-Ran 


are the constants: Michigan, Ohio 
State and now, Penn State. 

Buoyed by a charismatic coach and 
some recruiting breaks, an Iowa or a Michi- 
gan State or a Wisconsin may figure into 
the equation now and then. But year in and 
year out, the Big Three are the teams the 
upstarts will have to go through. 

Tradition plays a large role. But what 
also fuels that tradition is that the Wolver- 
ines, the Buckeyes and the Nittany Lions 
are the dominant programs in areas that 
produce outstanding high-school talent. 
Mix in a few exceptional national recruits, 
and you have the ingredients for schools 
that measure success differently. 

And then, there is Illinois. 

With Chicago and its suburbs to draw 
recruits from, the Illini seem to have more 
in common with the perennial powers, 
from a recruiting standpoint, than lowa 
and Indiana and Wisconsin, which have to 
range farther for talent. 

In wins and losses, though, Illinois has 
more in common with the rest of the Big 
Ten pack. And that makes college-football 
observers — national experts and orange- 
and-blue alike — wonder: 

What's the deal with Illinois? Why 
doesn’t the school that produced Red 
Grange and Dick Butkus win more? 

Part of the answer is turmoil at the 
top. Not long after its last two Rose Bowl 
appearances, after the 1983 and — gasp! 
— 1963 seasons, the school was nailed 
by the NCAA for violations. 

When Mike White, coach of Illinois’ 
’83 champions, left after the '87 season, 
he was followed by John Mackovic, whose 
mission was to win AND do the right 
things. Mackovic, who benefitted from the 
recruits White left behind, stayed four 
years before bolting for the seemingly 
broader horizons of Texas. 

That brings us to Lou Tepper, an 
intelligent, wholesome, hard-working 


I: the world of Big Ten football, there 


for a career record of 18-17-1 (including a 
1991 bowl loss after Mackovic left). 

At first glance, that’s the kind of 
record Tepper’s Illini appear destined for 
again this fall. The key for the Illinois pro- 
gram, though, is the foundation. 

And Tepper, with the support of ath- 
letic director Ron Guenther, has laid out a 
five-year plan to put the Illini on even foot- 
ing with the Big Boys. If the phrase “five- 
year plan” conjures images of Eastern 
European economic shortcomings, the 
irony is lost on the folks in Champaign. 

“Illinois has been a good football pro- 
gram, but I think it can be a great football 
program,” Guenther said. “Fans have a 
pro mentality: They look at wins and 
losses. Winning, | believe, will take care of 
itself because of the foundation that’s 
being laid. It’s only a matter of time.” 

Tepper, who looks and acts like your 
neighborhood pharmacist, readily jokes 
about how he’s not a glamour guy. But 
he’s a tireless worker, and an exception- 
ally bright and caring man, and his gen- 
uine concern for his players has helped

him build a strong relationship with Illinois 
high school coaches who had grown wary 
of White. 

That's another part of the reason Illi- 
nois hasn't joined the Big Boys. Chicago 
may be in Illinois. But that hasn't stopped 
Notre Dame, Wisconsin, Purdue, lowa 
and any number of schools from 
encroaching on what seemingly should be 
orange-and-blue territory. 

Tepper has no interest in winning at 
the expense of the 91 percent graduation 
rate Illinois has compiled since he went to 
Champaign as Mackovic’s defensive coordi- 
nator. But he thinks his fence-mending with 
the state’s high school coaches already is 
starting to give him the edge when it comes 
to keeping in-state talent in state. 

He also knows that he has to pluck a 
few national recruits if he’s going to com- 
pete with the best in the Big Ten. 

“It's not that we can’t beat the Michi- 
gans and Ohio States. We've done that,” 
said Tepper. “But I don’t think you can 
compete with them on a consistent basis 
until you have five [recruiting] classes.” 

Tepper has four. And while the signs 
are encouraging, they are not over- 
whelming. Under Tepper, Illinois has 
been strong defensively, and the cup- 
board is very well stocked there, even 
with the loss of Butkus Award-winning 
inside linebacker Dana Howard and his 
tackling mate John Holecek. 

This year, pass-rushing senior outside 
linebacker Simeon Rice returns to lead the 
defense and make a bid for a multitude of 
postseason honors before finding out 
whether he can reach his goal (which 
many people think is attainable) of being 
the NFL's No. 1 draft pick. The people 
around Rice also are talented enough to 
once again make Illinois a formidable 
team on defense. 

Officially, Illinois retums five starters on 
defense: Rice; Kevin Hardy, another senior

Mikki Johnson, another senior, lost 
his job to Marshall and a knee injury last 


fall after receiving All-Big Ten honorable 
mention as a sophomore. 

And sophomore tackle Cyron Brown, 
who received the most-improved defensive 
player award in spring practice, has come 
along big-time. At 6-5 and 245 pounds, he 
needs more muscle. But some think that 
with some quality time in the weight room, 
he could approach Rice-like proportions. 

At inside linebacker, Illinois undoubt- 
edly will miss the ferociousness and expe- 


rience of Howard and Holecek. But it has 
capable replacements. Sophomore inside 
"backer David James did an excellent job 
of stepping in when Holecek was injured 
for three games. And junior Dennis 
Stallings could be challenged for the other 
inside job by Melvin Roberts, who was a 
special-teams monster until felled by a 
knee injury early last season. 

“This could be the best front seven 
I've ever played with,” Rice said. “All 
seven guys can really run. It’s the kind of 
group that doesn’t come along often. The 
key is, a lot of the new guys have to get 
stronger. It’s no secret that we have more 
athletic ability now than we did. But it’s 
the desire behind the athletic ability that 
gets you over.” 

Offensively, Tepper also has done a 
solid job of bringing in promising offensive 
linemen. Two returnees — senior left 
tackle Ken Blackman and sophomore cen- 
ter Chris Koerwitz — are expected to be 
joined by three more sophomores — 
guards Brent Taylor and Matt Isenberg, and 
tackle Chris Brown. And unlike last year, 
when Illinois had no depth, it has a true 
second-string offensive line this season. 

The big question still lies in the area 
of the offensive skill positions. Illinois was 
one of the few Big Ten teams that didn’t 
have a standout workhorse running back 
last fall, and finished a distant 11th in con- 
ference rushing. 

Nor has Tepper signed and developed 
the kind of quarterback or receiver that 
consistent winners consistently bring in. 
The days when White routinely brought in 
big-time quarterbacks such as Tony Eason 
and Jack Trudeau and receivers like David 
Williams seem very distant. 

Illinois almost had a quarterback of 
large potential. Chris Redman, the Parade 
magazine Player of the Year from 
Louisville, Ky., went so far as to sign a let- 
ter-of-intent to attend Illinois last February. 

But when Tepper fired offensive coor- 
dinator Greg Landry shortly after that, 
Redman asked to be let out of his commit- 
ment. And with the blessing of Tepper, 
the NCAA, in a rare decision, granted a 
release to Redman, who wound up at 
Oklahoma, with former Louisville coach 
Howard Schnellenberger. 

The Landry affair was another test for 
Tepper, who has excellent credentials as a 
defensive coordinator but is still proving 
he can manage the difficult task of being 
tough enough to be a successful head 
coach while maintaining his integrity. 

Coming in as Illinois’ fourth offensive 
coordinator in five years is Paul Schudel, a

wasn't leading to a major-college head 
coaching job. 

How well Schudel can fashion Illinois’ 
offense with modest talent could go a long 
way toward determining whether Illinois 
advances or declines this fall. 

Landry took a lot of heat for Illi- 
nois’ offensive struggles in his first 
year in Champaign. But in his sec- 
ond season last fall, Illinois wound 
up second in Big Ten passing 
behind Penn State. And personnel, 
not Landry, seemed to account for 
Illinois’ offensive shortcomings. 

Probably the biggest plus 
Schudel has is emotional senior 
quarterback Johnny Johnson, who 
is going into his third year as a 
starter. Johnson, who has the grit 
to turn broken plays into big plays, 
overcame a tendency toward pan- 
icky mistakes and became one of 
the nation’s best in passing effi- 
ciency, with a 137.6 rating. 

Behind Johnson is junior Scott 
Weaver, who has started several 
games in his career, and is an 
alternative the Illinois staff hasn't 
hesitated to use in the past, espe- 
cially when it wanted to get John- 
son's attention. 

The top returning running 
backs are junior Ty Douthard and 
sophomore Robert Holcombe. 
Douthard is a heart-and-soul player 
who isn't big enough or strong 
enough to be a dominant back, but 
is a clutch player who also is one 
of the team’s leaders. Holcombe 
had a strong freshman year and a 
good spring, and figures to be Illi- 
nois’ leading ballcarrier. 

Another possibility is Mack 
Jacobs. A Prop 48 casualty as a freshman, 
last fall, Jacobs was considered one of the 
nation’s top running back prospects when 
he was a high-school standout in Evansville, 
Ind. But Illinois’ imposing early schedule 
will make it difficult to ease him in. 

The wide receivers figure to be a ser- 
viceable group led by 6-5 junior Jason 
Dulick and senior Shane Fisher. If junior 
Marquis Mosely comes back strong from a 
knee injury and sophomore George 
McDonald, a converted tailback, uses his 
speed well, Johnson ought to have com- 
petent targets. Sophomore Matt Cushing, 
who saw plenty of action last fall, steps in 
as the No. 1 tight end for Ken Dilger, a 


second-round draft pick. 

Talent, though, isn’t the only explana- 
tion for Illinois’ ups and downs. Besides 
continuing to recruit well, the Illini need to 
get past some other snags that have 
bogged them down under Tepper. 

The arrival of the highly regarded 
Landry in Champaign two years ago after

losing his job as the Chicago Bears’ offen- 
sive coordinator provides a good example. 

Although some fans were quick to 
criticize him, Landry is a gifted offensive 
coach, But his transition to working with 
college players, and having less time to 
work with them, was not smooth. 

As a result, Illinois started 0-3 in 
1993, scoring only 24 points in those 
three games. They went on to go 5-3 in 
Big Ten play, but their dismal non-confer- 
ence showing kept them from going to a 
bowl game. 

Last year, with all 11 starters back on 
a strong defense, a good nucleus return- 
ing on offense and a favorable schedule, a 


strong season was anticipated. 

But the offense sputtered in a 10-9 
opening-game loss to Washington State. 
The fact that the game was played in 
Chicago, where it was designed to drum 
up slumbering alumni support, only added 
to the disappointment. 

Later, the Illini came out flat and were 
surprised 22-16 by Purdue in their 
Big Ten home opener. Late in the 
season, they opened an early 21-0 
lead on Penn State, but lost 35-31 
when their vaunted defense wore 
down. The defense also came up 
short in a season-ending 19-13 
loss at Wisconsin. 

Asa result, instead of finish- 
ing 7-4 or 8-3 and going to a bowl 
the program could celebrate, Illi- 
nois wound up 6-5. A 30-0 rout 
of East Carolina in the ho-hum 
Liberty Bowl only served as a 
reminder that the Illini could have 
done more, as did this painful sta- 
tistic: Illinois’ five losses came by a 
total of 22 points. 

Good programs find ways to 
win, And that, along with recruiting, 
is an area where the hard-working 
Tepper needs to find ways to be 
successful if he — and Illinois — are 
going to step up and become one 
of the Big Ten’s Big Boys. 

This year's schedule isn’t as 
favorable as last year. Not only 
must Illinois open against Michi- 
gan, but Oregon, Arizona and 
East Carolina make for a perilous 
trio of non-conference games. 

On the other hand, if Illinois can 
emerge from its first three games 
(UM, Oregon, Arizona) with its 
chin up, it could be poised for a 
good year. The Illini don’t have 
Penn State on their schedule. That 
leaves the likely keys to the Illinois 
campaign as November trips to Ohio 
State — a team it has beaten six of the 
last seven years — and Wisconsin, which 
also could be a bit of a mystery squad. 

If they are successful in those first 
three games, building confidence and 
momentum, they could forge a break- 
through season en route to building a 
stronger program. A 2-1 start would be 
very encouraging, and even if they begin 
1-2, they still could be a very good team 
in position for a very good season. 

Less than that, though, and people 
probably will still be wondering why Illi- 
nois doesn’t win more.

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This John Doe Of A Tailback Runs Like A Deer 


lex Smith is the 21st Smith to 

play football at Indiana University. 

You're not likely to remember 
any of the others, and most of the coun- 
try has shown little more than passing 
interest in Alex. 

Few outside the Midwest know that 
Smith’s 1,475 yards last season was the 
third highest by a freshman in NCAA his- 
tory. The 6-0, 200-pound runner was the 
sixth-leading ground-gainer in the nation. 

That's more than another Smith, 
Emmitt, gained as a freshman at Florida. 
Only Hershel Walker and Tony Dorsett 
outgained Alex. 

Smith’s production compares with the 
1,805 rushing yards Indiana's Vaughn 
Dunbar had in 1991, two years after the 
Hoosiers’ Anthony Thompson gained 
1,793. In their cases, however, plaudits 
were common. Thompson was runner-up 
for the Heisman Trophy and Dunbar 
made first-team All-American. 

Is Smith for real? Kentucky, lowa and 
Purdue — teams that Alex punished with 
200-yard games — believe that he is. 

“He's got good vision, good moves 
and once he gets into the secondary he’s 
got the speed to make plays happen,” 
coach Bill Mallory said. “He’s kind of a 
cross between Vaughn and Anthony. He's 
got similar speed to what Vaughn had and 
probably is similar in power to what 
Anthony had.” 

Smith was named Indiana’s Mr. Foot- 
ball as a high school senior, when he 
gained 3,024 of his career total 6,905 
yards. But his high school, Franklin 
County, was in one of the state’s less-pop- 
ulated areas and Smith’s credentials were 
a bit suspect. 

Smith once gained 417 yards ina 
high school game. 

“I probably had five 80-yarders,” he 
said. “I had eight touchdowns and one got 
called back.” 

“I don’t know that there were a lot of 
people pounding on his door,” Mallory 
said. “People were saying he’s a man 
among boys. There was a little bit of a 


knock going on there.” 

Smith gained 564 yards in his first 
three college games, leading the country 
in rushing at that time. He had a 221- 
yard effort against Kentucky, and after 
being held to 87 over his next two games, 
erupted with a 43-carry, 232-yard perfor- 
mance against Iowa. He closed the season 
by gaining 245 yards against Purdue. 

“The thing he does well is make his 
cut full speed. A lot of backs run hard and 
then they break down and try to make 
their cut. And when they break down they 
get hit,” said Kent Grider, Smith’s high 
school coach. 

Purdue coach Jim Colletto says Smith 
is excellent at changing directions at the 
line of scrimmage. 

“He’s not timid. He doesn’t dance 
around, or hop around. He goes right at it 
right now,” Colletto said. 

Smith had 43 carries in one game, 
but opponents might not be able to key 
on him this fall because the Hoosiers

should have one of the best passers in the 
Big Ten in Chris Dittoe. Although he took 
limited snaps the past two years, the 6-6 
junior has shown exceptional promise. 

Indiana's receiving corps was inexperi- 
enced in '94 after Thomas Lewis left school 
early and became the New York Giants’ 
No. 1 pick. John Paci, an accomplished 
runner and fiery leader, had some fine pass- 
ing games (22 of 39 against Minnesota, 17 
of 25 against Purdue), but was inconsistent. 

Late in the season, Dittoe received a 
chance to start and completed 20 of 35 
passes against Ohio State. A week earlier 
he came off the bench to complete 21 of 
35 for four touchdowns against Penn State. 

Dittoe made his debut as a freshman at 
Ohio State when Paci was injured. Despite 
throwing only two prior college passes, he 
completed 16 of 30 in a 23-17 loss. 

Despite limited experience, Dittoe’s 
maturity has impressed his coaches. 

“He's gotten himself stronger. He's a 
little better runner than he appears, or is 
given credit for,” Mallory said. “I think his 
speed has gotten better, and if the pass isn’t 
there he’s not afraid to tuck it and run.” 

Indiana defensive back Eric Smedley 
noticed in the spring that “Chris’ arm has 
gotten a lot stronger, and his reads are a 
whole lot better. Even when he doesn’t 
look like he’s throwing hard, his ball still 
has some power behind it.” 

Lewis’ premature departure cost the 
Hoosiers their best game-breaker in years. 

Lewis had 12 catches for 285 yards 
against Penn State, including a 99-yard 
score. He had a 75-yard catch in the Inde- 
pendence Bowl and a 58-yard punt return 
against Northwestern. Mallory had hoped 
Eric Matthews would be capable of big 
numbers, but the IU track star had only 
11 catches. 

Matthews returns, wiser and just as 
fast, but the Hoosiers lost a dependable 
receiver and tough blocker in Eddie Baety.

He'll return, but Jermaine 
Chaney and Brett Law are gone, which 
leaves senior Sean Glover available at 
either tailback or fullback. 

Led by center Jay Seib, Indiana retains 
most of its offensive line. Tom Lukawski is 
set at one guard and Michael Mihelic will 
contend at the other. Clay Williams and 
Chris Liwienski give stability at the tackle 
positions, where Chris Smith departed. 

Seib also has played guard, and in the 
event of injuries could wind up there 
because Chris Lee has looked impressive 
at center. “We got a good feel for Lee 
against our top offense all spring, and he 
finished the Purdue game after Seib got 
hurt and did a nice job for us,” offensive 
coordinator George Belu said. 

“Andrew Greene was a darn fine 
offensive lineman for us, so he leaves a 
void,” Mallory said of the Miami Dolphins’ 
second-round draft pick. “There were 
things we could do with him because he 
was so dominant.” 

The switch of sophomore Bo Barzi- 
lauskas from defensive tackle to offensive 
guard could be a terrific shot in the arm 
for an already good-looking offense. 

A first-team high school All-American, 
the son of former NFL player Carl Barzi- 
lauskas was taken off the redshirt list five 
games into the 1994 season but wasn't as 
dominant on that side of the line as his 
coaches believe he will be on offense. 

“We really feel we need him on 
offense, and when you look at him you 
envision a big offensive lineman,” defen- 
sive tackle coach Steve Stripling said. 
“He's 6-5, pushing 290, and he looks like 
an offensive lineman.” 

Barzilauskas had been solid, if unspec- 
tacular, on defense. 

“| think he'd be a very good defensive 
tackle in the Big Ten, but he might be a 
great offensive lineman,” Stripling said. 
“We wanted to be fair to him and the pro- 
gram at the same time.” 

Citing Seib, Dittoe and Smith, Mallory 
said he believes strength “down the mid- 
dle” is vital to a good offense. In addition, 
junior fullback Steve Lee may be ready to 
emerge as more than a blocker who made 
only eight carries in 94. 

“He's starting to get better ball skills. 
He started coming on the latter part of 
the season and is getting more of a feel 
for the position,” Mallory said.

An injury to Dittoe could be 
devastating because his backup, 
senior Adam Greenlee, has thrown 
only one college pass.

The Hoosiers must find a 
replacement for punter Jim DiGu- 
ilio, who was All-Big Ten as a 
sophomore and junior, but they 
keep placekicker Bill Manolopou- 
los.

Indiana recorded only 10 sacks in 
1994 and only five of those were by Davis 
and Pinnock. The Hoosiers made 36 
sacks in ’93, when ends Lamar Mills and 
Bernard Whittington were one of the Big 
Ten’s best tandems. 

“Davis could be one of the best 
defensive ends in this league if he 
puts his mind to it,” Mallory said. 
“The pass rush will be key, and I 
think we'll be in a lot better position 
because we can man up on you and 
blitz. We were so gosh darn young 
in the secondary last year that all 
we wanted to do was get them in 
the right position and let them play 
zone coverage.” 

Indiana's trouble spot could be 
at linebacker, where three starters 
must be replaced. Alfonzo Thur- 
man, who led the team in tackles, 
leaves an especially large void. 
Jamie Baisley is expected to 
replace Thurman, while others bat- 
tle for playing time elsewhere. Also, 
former defensive end Tate Harbot- 
tle, whose blocked punt started a 
59-29 rout of Kentucky, has been 
moved to linebacker. 

“Our linebackers are not as 
physical as I would like to see,” 
Mallory said. 

A freak injury to Baisley two days 
before spring drills further weakened 
the linebacking corps, although the 
230-pound junior retumed during 
the spring sessions. 

Baisley reportedly was lying on 
his back watching television and 
made a quick turn to get up when 
his toe caught under the rug. In a 
quick attempt to free himself, Bais- 
ley severely broke the toe. The

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Colletto Turns Attention To Bolstering Defense 


here's a football axiom in the Big 

Ten Conference, proven to be true 

over the years, that you win cham- 
pionships with the running game and 
defense. When Jim Colletto took over as 
Purdue's coach five years ago, the Boiler- 
makers were last in the nation in rushing. 

The yardstick used to measure run- 
ning backs has long been the 1,000-yard 
season. Heck, back then, Purdue wasn’t 
rushing for 1,000 yards as a team. 

But that problem has been solved, as 
evidenced by last season's 2,583 yards on 
the ground. The Boilermakers’ average of 
234.8 yards rushing a game was third in 
the Big Ten and 12th in the nation. 

Now for the bad news: While Pur- 
due’s offense averaged 404 yards and 30 
points a game, the defense was allowing 
471 yards and 31 points a game. 

The other half of that running game- 
defense axiom now needs fixing: The 
Boilermaker defense is in desperate need 
of repair. 

Purdue got off to a 4-1 start in 1994, 
but then the Boilermakers’ defensive 
weaknesses became obvious and oppo- 
nents cashed in on them. 

The result? The 10th consecutive los- 
ing season for the Boilermakers. They 
went 0-4-2 in their last six games and fin- 
ished 4-5-2. 

“We allowed too many big plays, pass 
and run,” Colletto said, alluding to oppo- 
nents’ incredible 60 plays of 20 yards or 
longer. No wonder Purdue wound up 
105th of 107 Division I-A defenses. 

“Some kids were not ready to play 
at this level that early, but unfortunately 
got put into that situation. Obviously, we 
have to improve in tackling. We gave up 
a tremendous amount of yards on 
missed tackles.” 

The upside of having to play so 
many young players last year is that 
most of the defense, nine starters, return 
this season. 

Jayme Washel, senior defensive 
tackle, believes being more familiar with 
the 4-3 defensive alignment, installed last 


season by Bob Morris in his first year as 
defensive coordinator, will help. 

And the memories of last year’s 
embarrassments will serve as a motivat- 
ing factor. 

“It's a big-time motivating factor,” 
Washel said. “I know a lot of the guys 
have the same mentality as me. | sure 
didn’t like being 105th in the nation. 
That's total B.S. 

“This defense was new and we were 
really young. I’ve been through three dif- 
ferent defenses since I've been here. Now 
we're coming back to the same defense. 
We've been playing it for a year now, 
we're more experienced and a lot more 
comfortable. | see a lot of the same faces 
in the huddle that I did last year, so we 
have more experience, something we 
haven't had since I've been here.” 

Washel and his teammates up front 
will try to improve the pressure on oppos- 
ing quarterbacks, to give a young and 
inexperienced secondary hopes of not 
getting burned deep as much in "95.

We need to get a better 
pass rush out of the defensive ends. | 
think we'll be able to blitz a little bit bet- 
ter than we have.” 

Purdue didn’t blitz much in 94 
because the inexperienced secondary had 
trouble playing man-to-man. 

The secondary started last season 
behind the eight ball when two starters 
were lost for the season during preseason 
camp because of academic ineligibility. It 
never recovered. 

Joe Hagins was moved from outside 
linebacker to free safety, Reggie Johnson 
had to play strong safety as a redshirt 
freshman and Derrick Brown started at 
comerback as a true freshman. 

The hope is that the baptism under 
fire in '94 will benefit Brown and Johnson 
in '95, although Johnson missed spring 
practice recovering from knee surgery. 

Sophomore Lee Brush, who started 
the final four games, is the likely starter at 
free safety, with promising junior college 
transfer Derrick Winston the other corner- 
back, although he was slowed in the 
spring with a sprained knee. 

Colletto also is very high on redshirt 
freshman Willie Burroughs. 

“I think we've got a little more com- 
petitiveness back there, a little more confi- 
dence,” Colletto said. “I think they have a 
better understanding of what they're sup- 
posed to do. I think our tackling has 
improved.”

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who led the team with 109 tackles last 
season, is a three-year starter. And Chike 
Okeafor, although he missed valuable 
time at the other outside ‘backer spot with 
a foot injury in the spring, showed last 
season as a true freshman that he could 
become a future Big Ten standout. 

But Hagins, switched back to outside 
linebacker from the secondary, struggled in 
the spring and middle linebacker Bart Con- 
ley, the team’s leading tackler over the past 
three seasons with 249, left the team. 

Conley, who had offseason shoulder 
surgery, wanted to redshirt his senior year 
to give his shoulder extra time to heal. 
When Colletto couldn't guarantee a red- 
shirt year, Conley decided to transfer, 
probably to Cincinnati. 

Moving up to replace Conley will be 
senior reserves Bob O'Connor and Jim 
Maciag, who started two games in place 
of the injured Conley last season. 

“I wish Bart would have seen that it 
was in his best interest to stay at Purdue,” 
Morris said. “He played an awful lot of 
football around here, so it’s hard to say 
that we won't miss him.” 

“But we've got guys like O'Connor 
and Maciag who will get more turns in 
practice, and guys like Dirk Handlin and 
Chris Koeppen coming up. So I think 
we've got some guys who will fill in and 
make that loss not a great loss.” 

There are concerns about Hagins 
both on and off the field. Off the field, 
he's facing an uphill battle to remain acad- 
emically eligible. On the field, he’s the big- 
play specialist who has shown so much 
potential during his first two seasons. 

An all-around athlete who has played 
outside linebacker and safety, as well as 
running back in Purdue’s short-yardage T- 
formation, Hagins had trouble in the 
spring adjusting to new linebacker coach 
Ty Smith’s increased expectations of him. 

“When I first started out as a freshman, 
I was going to be an outside linebacker,” 
said the 6-foot, 204-pound Hagins. “But 
with the problems last year in the sec- 
ondary, I was moved to safety, because at 
the time it was the best for the team. 

“I sometimes wonder what would 
have happened if I had played the whole 
season at outside linebacker. Or been able 
to go through spring and fall camp in the 
secondary, and had more time to get to 
know the position, instead of learning on 
the run.” 

But while there's no more safety, and 
no more offense, for Hagins, he still strug- 
gled at outside linebacker in the spring, 
playing behind Hall.

Smith, former defensive coordinator 
at Louisville, was one of two new defen- 
sive coaches added to the staff during the 
offseason. Defensive ends coach Mike 
Conway, former defensive coordinator at 
Washington and Jefferson, was the other. 

Smith thinks Hagins, who during his 
first two years with the Boilermakers was 
one of the fiercest hitters on the team, has 
a long way to go to reach his potential. 

“Obviously, he’s an extremely talented 
player, as talented at the linebacker posi- 


tion as anybody in the Big Ten,” Smith 
said. “He’s got all the tools — quickness, 
speed, anticipation, vision. He’s a guy 
who can make big plays. 

“But he lacks a little bit in bulk and 
size. And he’s not nearly as strong as he 
needs to be. He hasn't totally taken 
advantage of the weight room. Right now 
he is not on the same level with the rest 
of the linebackers with his intensity and 
consistency of effort, and mental and 
physical toughness.”

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The offense, with eight returning 
starters, should be as productive as last 
season. The focal point once again will be 
fullback Mike Alstott, but the Boilermakers 
have three starters back in the line, a 
healthy Rick Trefzger at quarterback fol- 
lowing off-season knee surgery and sev- 
eral promising young tailbacks. 

The only real concern up front is 
depth at tackle. But with 
Damon Lewis, Emmett Zitelli 
and Chris Sedoris leading the 
way for Alstott, opposing 
defenses figure to have their 
hands full. 

Zitelli and Sedoris switched 
positions in the spring, with 
Zitelli moving to guard and 
Sedoris to center. 

“That's really helped,” 
Colletto said. “That was one of 
the biggest pluses of the 
spring. Chris is probably one 
of the quickest centers I've 
ever been around, and 
Emmett’s a big, strong guard.” 

Trefager has made a 
remarkable recovery after 
injuring his left knee, the same 
one that was surgically 
repaired in high school, 
against lowa in the eighth 
game of the season last year. 

Not noted as a great prac- 
tice player, Trefzger looked as 
good as ever in the spring. Lit- 
tle-used senior Brian Goehl 
served as his backup, with 
sophomore Billy Dicken recov- 
ering from shoulder surgery. 

Dicken started the last three 
games a year ago in place of 
Trefzger, but he dislocated his 
throwing shoulder in the season 
finale against Indiana. 

Promising freshman John 
Reeves, who had to miss last season 
because of Proposition 48, will be available 
this year, but the Boilermakers obviously 
can't afford any more injuries at quarter- 
back. A healthy Trefzger is convinced the 
offense will once again be potent. 

“We should be as good as or better 
than last year,” said Trefzger, who ranks 
13th on Purdue's all-time passing list in 
less than two full seasons as a starter. “I 
look for our offense to be dominant.” 

With Craig Allen, the leading return- 
ing wide receiver (16 catches, 294 yards), 
missing most of spring with a pulled ham- 
string, there is concern there. But sopho- 
more Brian Alford, who missed most of 


last season with a shoulder injury, was 
impressive in the spring. 

And even with senior tailback Corey 
Rogers sitting out spring practice to con- 
centrate on academics and trying to remain 
eligible for his final season, there is very lit- 
tle concern about the running backs. 

Rogers rushed for 764 yards in ’94 
and is sixth on Purdue's all-time list, but

The running game no longer is 
among the worst in the nation, but now 
the defense has to raise its level of play. 
Not even a record-setting season by 
Alstott will produce that first winning sea- 
son since 1984 if the defense doesn’t 
improve dramatically. 

“The tackling and not getting beat 
deep in the passing game is where the 
big, big improvement has got 
to come,” said Colletto, who is 
13-29-2 in four seasons at 
Purdue. “That's the whole key 
to improving this football 
team, cutting down the 
amount of points scored 
against us.” 

But all that won't be easy 
against a difficult schedule. 
Purdue opens the season at 
West Virginia and then plays 
Notre Dame. Later it must face 
a killer four-game Big Ten 
stretch versus Penn State, Ohio 
State, Wisconsin and Michigan. 

“We're definitely a competi- 
tive, representative Big Ten 
football team again, It’s been a 
long time since that’s been the 
case. The next step is to get 
into the upper echelon of this 
league and, obviously, get to 
play in bowl games,” 

Tough schedule or not, 
Alstott is thinking about his 
final season being a winning 
one and ending it by playing in 
a bowl game. 

“A lot of people talk 
about our defense, about how 
weak it was, but this was the 
best spring for our defense,” 
he said. “It was so aggressive, 
and our defensive backs have 


waiting for their chances are several 
young tailbacks the Purdue coaching staff 
says can be among the best groups in the 
league, including sophomores Edwin Wat- 
son, Kendall Matthews and Curtis Taylor, 
and redshirt freshman Lee Johnson, 

Watson rushed for 272 yards (4.6 aver- 
age) last year as a true freshman, Matthews 
for 121 (5,3) as a redshirt freshman and 
Taylor was the team’s leading kickoff 
retumer (20.8 average) as a true freshman.

Some of the highlights of the first 99 years of Big Ten foot- 
ball include: 

* 11 national championships: Minnesota (1936-40-41-60), 
Ohio State (1942-54-57-68), Michigan (1948) and Michigan 
State (1952-65); 

® 11 Heisman Trophy winners; 

® 267 consensus All-Americans; 

* 73 Academic All-Americans; 

* 110 players in the College Football Hall of Fame (24 in the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame as either a player or a coach); and 

* Ohio State's Archie Griffin is the only two-time recipient of 
the Heisman Trophy, winning it in 1974-75.

The centennial celebrations couldn't come at a better time as 
far as Big Ten football is concerned. The league's gridiron for- 
tunes have been on an upswing in recent years. 

After years of losing records in non-conference competition, 
and its annual defeat in the Rose Bowl, the Big Ten is now get- 
ting the upper hand in both cases. 

Last season's 27-11-1 (.705 percent) non-conference record 
was the Big Ten’s best in 10 years. The 4-1 bow! record last sea- 
son not only was the best among all conferences, it was the 
league’s best in the 20 years that more than one conference team 
has been allowed to participate in a bowl game. 

Penn State's victory over Oregon also gave the Big Ten three 
consecutive Rose Bowl victories for the first time since winning 
six in a row from 1954 to 1959.

NFL teams went after more Big Ten talent than any other 
league in the 1995 draft. The league snapped up 37 Big Ten 


players — one more than the second-place Pac-10. The SEC had 
34 players chosen and the ACC 27.

In the first round, three Penn State players were among the 
first nine players selected, and Ohio State also had three by the 
time the 32nd and last player was picked.

In just its second season of conference football competition, 
Penn State (12-0) became the first league team since Ohio State 
in 1968 to post a perfect record. 

It was the Nittany Lions’ third 12-0 season under coach Joe 
Paterno. The unbeaten, untied season was Paterno’s fifth, 
although only the 1986 team was voted national champions in 
the Associated Press and coaches’ polls. Paterno and Penn State 
also won a national title in 1982 with an 11-1 record.

Judging from the 1994 starters returning for the 1995 season, 
the Big Ten should be fairly balanced between offense and defense. 

The 77 starters returning on offense and 74 on defense 
(counting placekickers on offense and punters on defense) mean 
that 57 percent of the starters from last 
year are back in the league. 

Purdue has the most starters return- 
ing, 18, and Wisconsin the fewest, 11. 
But of the returning starters, 13 were first- 
team All-Big Ten performers last season 
(five on offense, eight on defense) and 
nine were second-team picks (five on 
offense, four on defense).

Darkins Comes Back To Lead UM Comeback 


innesota coach Jim Wacker 
knew he had found a keeper 
back in 1991 when he spotted 


Chris Darkins playing at a small private 
high school in Houston. 

He knew it even more when Darkins, 
as a Gopher freshman, threw his helmet 
and a chair in the locker room at halftime 
to spark his team to action, then caught 
the winning touchdown and conversion 
passes in the fourth quarter of Min- 
nesota’s first win. 

He knew it even more when Darkins 
rushed for a school-record 1,443 yards 
last year as a junior, while tying the 
Gophers’ single-season record of 13 
touchdowns. 

But it wasn’t until Darkins turned his 
back on NFL millions by announcing his 
return for his senior season that Wacker 
and Minnesota’s fans fully learned the 
depth and commitment of their 6-1, 215- 
pound tailback. 

Darkins didn’t bypass the draft to 
improve his bargaining position for 1996, 
and he didn't retum to school for some self- 
ish reason like a run at the Heisman Trophy. 

Rather, he will be back in wine and 
gold out of old-fashioned loyalty to his 
head coach and teammates. 

“The main reason I decided to come 
back was out of a sense of obligation to 
my fellow players and the rest of the peo- 
ple in our program,” said Darkins, who 
gained 5.2 yards per carry and 131.2 
yards per game last season. “I knew that if 
I left, I would be letting them down, deflat- 
ing them somewhat, because we all have 
high hopes of turning things around. 

“If | had left school, that would have 
cost us an integral part of our offense. That 
could have put everyone in the dark, sort of 
make them lose hope. I know if 1 was one 
of them, entering my last year of playing 
football, I would want to go out a winner. I 
wouldn't want somebody being selfish, leav- 
ing school and saying, ‘I want to make 
money. Forget about your dreams.’ ” 

Those words nearly floored Wacker, 
9-24 entering his fourth season at Min- 


nesota, yet still full of the almost-evangeli- 
cal zeal to retool a program that hasn't 
finished among the Big Ten’s upper divi- 
sion since 1989. 

“Chris Darkins is simply one of a 
kind,” Wacker said. “Where else are you 
going to find a kid like that? He’s just one 
of the best kids and one of the finest foot- 
ball players I've ever coached.” 

‘That statement carries considerable 
weight, for Wacker was a head coach for 12 
years before he took over at Texas Christian 
in 1983, and he coached there nine seasons 
before coming to Minnesota in 1992. 

“Thad Kenneth Davis at TCU, and 
he’s played in four of the last five Super 
Bowls,” Wacker said. “I had Ricky 
Sanders, and he has the Super Bowl 
record for the most catches and the most 
yards. Chris Darkins is right in their class. 

“He has the most speed of any of 
them, he has great acceleration and he’s 
still learning. He never played the game 
until his junior year of high school and 
he’s already the real deal.” 

Surrounding Darkins with comparable

talent is the challenge Wacker must meet to 
improve on last season’s 3-8 overall finish 
and 1-7 mark in the Big Ten, Minnesota’s 
first solo last-place finish since 1983. 

Improving the Gophers’ team speed 
should help, particularly on defense, 
where numerous position changes will 
bring faster players into new spots. 

Senior Justin Conzemius (6-2, 225) 
moves from strong safety to outside line- 
backer, sophomore Crawford Jordan 
moves from free safety to strong safety 
and senior Peter Hiestand moves from 
outside linebacker to defensive end. 

Wacker hopes those changes, and the 
insertion of faster players like junior Rishon 
Early into the lineup, will help Minnesota 
improve a unit that ranked last against the 
pass and scoring within the conference, and 
next-to-last in total defense. 

“We're finally moving up into the 
upper-echelon in terms of our ability to 
run with people,” Wacker said. 
“Conzemius is a legitimate 4.6. That’s a 
lot better than the 5-flats we've been play- 
ing with at linebacker. 

“Hiestand runs a 4.8, and Troy Duerr 
is the fastest (defensive) tackle we have. 
He moves over from tight end, which is 
what we've had to do to get some faster 
people on the field. 

“In the secondary, we've got six defen- 
sive backs who can run 4.6 or better and 
maybe 4.5s across the board. That hasn't 
been the case here before, and that's why 
we've had trouble stopping people.” 

The graduation of All-Big Ten tackle 
Ed Hawthome and his partner on the 
other side of the defensive line, Doyle 
Cockrell, makes the Gophers vulnerable in 
the middle. 

“Replacing those two guys is our 
biggest question mark,” Wacker said. 
“That's a big key for us.” 

So is keeping Darkins healthy, a fact 
Wacker underscored by keeping his prize 
tailback out of contact during the spring. 

“The guys love to give me flack about 
that,” Darkins said. 

Don't get the idea that Darkins took it 
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easy, for he followed up an outstanding 
indoor track season in which he qualified 
for the 55-meter dash at the NCAA 
Championships by running outdoor track 
for the Gophers. 

That’s how Darkins first caught 
Wacker's eye as a high school recruit, by 
winning seven state track championships 
and leading his team to three titles during 
his career. 

“The competition wasn’t as tough as it 
was in the public school division, because 
Chris came from a private school (Strake 
Jesuit College Prep),” Wacker said. “But 
those track times he ran didn’t lie. 

“Sometimes a 40 time does. I've had 
a ton of guys who run 4.5 in the 40, but 
when I get them out there in pads, they're 
running 4.9s and 5-flats. | don’t know 
what it is about my coaching that makes 
them slower. 

“That's why I love those guys like 
Chris who run track. If I'm recruiting a 
wide receiver, a running back or a defen- 
sive back and he doesn’t run track, I want 
to know why.” 

Darkins won the 100-, 200-meter 
dashes, the long jump and helped win the 
400-meter relay as a high school senior, 
and he’s converted that speed to the foot- 
ball field at Minnesota. 

“The season I had last year sort of 
caught me by surprise,” said Darkins, who 
is on his way to finishing second to Darrell 
Thompson on Minnesota's career rushing 
list. “At the time I was doing it, I didn’t 
think about it that much, but when I look 
back, it was pretty satisfying.” 

Not to the coaches who overlooked 
Darkins as a recruit. 

“Basically, nobody wanted me,” Dark- 
ins said. “At least none of the really big 
football schools. Some of them called, but 
they would always ask who else was 
recruiting me. When I'd tell them, I guess 
they thought, ‘Well, there must be some- 
thing wrong with this kid, because no 
other big schools are in on him.’ Most of 
the time, they never called again.” 

Wacker was more persistent, particu- 
larly after he left TCU and took over at 
Minnesota. “Chris is the kind of kid we 
have to find up here,” Wacker said. “Face 
it, we're not going to compete with the 
Notre Dames and the Michigans and the 
Ohio States for the top 100 kids in the 
country. They select. We recruit. We 
have to go out and find guys who can 
ultimately be as good as the big-name 
kids they're getting.” 

Darkins fills that bill, as evidenced by 
the versatility he showed in rushing for 234

yards against Purdue, then later catching 
five passes for 110 yards against Michigan. 

Minnesota plans to explore those bal- 
anced abilities even more this year, involv- 
ing Darkins more than the 22 passes he 
caught last season. 

That should take some pressure off 
sophomore Cory Sauter, who emerged from 
spring practice with the edge on junior col- 
lege transfer Jason Murdock at quarterback. 

Sauter played in five games in 1994, 
completing 9-of-21 passes for 80 yards. 

“I don’t want to put too much pres- 
sure on myself,” said Sauter, who played 
behind seniors Tim Schade and Scott Eck- 
ers, Minnesota's tandem quarterbacks the 
past two seasons. “There’s always going 
to be pressure on a guy in my position. I 
just don’t want to let it control me.” 

Murdock started 22 games at Merced 
(Calif.) College and could gain the same 
relief role Wacker reserved for Eckers the 
past two years. 

“The lack of experience at quarter- 
back concerns me, but Cory has played a 
little bit and we have a lot of confidence in 


him,” Wacker said. “The depth we have 
there makes me feel good. 

“There's no question that however 
that position goes, so go the Gophers. 
You have to have a good trigger man.” 

Pass-oriented offenses like Min- 
nesota’s also need capable receivers, and 
Wacker believes he has a fleet of them in 
Johnny Woodson, Tony Levine, Ryan 
Thelwell, Tutu Atwell and Greg Nelson. 

Woodson caught 28 passes. Thelwell 
had 24 receptions, including 10 for 178 
yards and two touchdowns in a loss to 
Northwestern. Atwell’s 32-yard touch- 
down reception was the game-winner in 
the Gophers’ upset at Wisconsin. 

“Nelson, Atwell and Johnny Woodson 
all can run,” Wacker said. “They're going to 
make a difference for us. If we can win the 
war in the trenches and get our guys into 
the secondary, we can do some damage.” 

Three starters return on the offensive 
line, with vacancies at both guard posi- 
tions. Third-year sophomore Luke Glime 
and fifth-year senior Toby Anderson are 
the likely replacements.

Moving the football hasn't been a prob- 
lem since Wacker’s arrival, but scoring has. 

Last year, Minnesota finished third in 
the league in total yards at 426 per-game, 
but only ninth in scoring at 22.9 points. 

“We were 3-8, but we could have 
been 8-3," Sauter said. “I don’t want to 
make excuses, but we did some really stu- 
pid things to hurt ourselves. This year, we 
need to finish plays instead of making 
those same mental errors.” 

Minnesota’s minus-six finish in 
turnover margin would be a good place to 
start, for fumbles and interceptions played 
critical roles in three losses by a touch- 
down or less last season. 

“Those are the kinds of things you go 
through when you're in a rebuilding 
process,” Darkins said. “You have to lose 
some close ones and some tough ones 
before you get to a point where you can 
win those kinds of games. 

“Look at Wisconsin, When Barry 
Alvarez first came in there, they won one 
game. Then they go 5-6 a couple of times 


and the next thing you know, they're 
Rose Bowl champions. 

“It's all part of the process. You hope 
you can go from 3-8 to 6-5, but if a 9-2 
comes along, you don’t kick it away.” 
Sauter sees a similar mental battle block- 
ing Minnesota's path to the postseason. 

“We haven't had a winning program 
here in quite awhile,” he said. “When that 
happens, players start to believe they're 
not that good. It’s almost like, when we 
do well, we're thinking, ‘What's wrong 
with us?’ That’s where we get ourselves in 
trouble. Sometimes, we play not to lose, 
rather than playing to win.” 

Evidence of that showed up in the 
aftermath of Minnesota's stunning 17-14 
victory at Wisconsin in midseason. 

One week later, leading 17-6 at home 
against Illinois entering the fourth quarter, 
the Gophers allowed two late touchdowns 
and then fumbled on the Illini 10-yard line 
in the last 30 seconds. 

“L really do believe we should have 
been a 7-4 team last year,” Wacker said.

Drop The ‘Expect’ From Victory ... But In A Good Way 


ith the largest home crowd in. 
nine years watching, North- 
western established a 14-10 


lead over defending Big Ten-champion 
Wisconsin last fall. 

And right before their eyes — and most 
significant, those of coach Gary Barnett and 
first-year athletic director Rick Taylor — the 
Wildcats reverted to what might best be 
described as a junior high team. 

In the end it was a 46-14 defeat, 
dropping the Wildcats to a 1-3-1 record. 

A couple of days later, Barnett was 
summoned to Taylor's office ... and when 
he came out, he was clutching a contract 
extension, which some insiders claim is 
through the 1998 season. 

Although he had only seen Barnett 
coach five football games, Taylor, a for- 
mer football coach at Boston University, 
felt he had seen and heard enough. 

“If you know it will be a good idea at 
the end of the season, then why isn’t it a 
good idea now?” Taylor said later. “Noth- 
ing dissuades me from believing we'll get 
this thing done. We're going to be a com- 
petitive team in the Big Ten. And by com- 
petitive, | mean better than .500, which I 
consider to be mediocrity. 

“I see how these young kids play and 
realize what kind of team we'll have with 
two more recruiting classes, There's no 
better way to extend our faith than by 
extending Gary's contract.” 

“Tjust hope the extension sends a 
message to Chicagoland that Northwest- 
er is committed to its football program,” 
Barnett said. “I’m flattered and reinforced, 
but this has nothing to do with wins and 
losses. It’s the progress of the program — 
increased visibility, a relentless approach 
to getting the job done, our effort on the 
field and a degree of class.” 

Whether or not the contract extension 
was the spark the team needed, the Cats 
went out and won their next two games 
on the road, defeating Minnesota, 37-31, 
and Indiana, 20-7. However, inconsis- 
tency and poor decisions at quarterback 
combined with a young defense never 


allowed the Wildcats to come closer than 
18 points in their final four games. 

Despite the 3-7-1 record and 2-6 fin- 
ish (10th place) in the Big Ten, Taylor 
was ready with another message to the 
football team and all Northwestern 
alumni. Speaking at the season-ending 
banquet, Taylor said it was time to 
remove the “Expect” from Barnett’s 
three-year slogan of “Expect Victory.” 

“It is now ‘Victory,’ ” Taylor said, “My 
message to all Northwestern alumni is to 
demand victory from this football program.” 

“I think it’s time to start demanding 
victories from this football team,” said 
senior free safety William Bennett, a 
three-year starter. “It’s time for a change 
around here. It’s all an attitude now 
because we have the players to compete 
with everyone else. We're going to sur- 
prise a lot of people and if we don't, we 
only have our attitude to blame.” 

Bennett is one of the big reasons Bar- 
nett believes this will be the best defense 
he has put on the field during his short 
tenure at Northwestern. The return of

eight starters and 17 lettermen on the 
defensive side of the ball makes Barnett 
believe the 1994 numbers of 417.3 yards 
per game and 6.1 yards allowed per play 
are ancient history. 

“We have to bring the defensive aver- 
age down to around 300 if we expect to 
do anything this year,” Bennett said. “And 
I think we have the experience to do it. 
We're anxious to get going.” 

“This is the best shape our defense has 
been in,” Barnett said. “We have depth and 
speed at nearly all positions. We have 
younger kids filling backup roles in the sec- 
ondary, but we hope to take the pressure 
off them with a stronger pass rush.” 

Bennett anchors the defense. An hon- 
orable mention All-Big Ten selection last 
year, he moved into the starting role in 
the third game of his freshman season 
and now has 31 consecutive starts under 
his belt. Last year, he led Northwestern 
with three interceptions and was second 
on the team with 100 tackles. 

“William could be one of the better, if 
not the best, free safeties in this league,” 
Barnett says. “He runs the defense, but 
we've asked him to make too many tack- 
les (sixth on the Cats’ career list with 
316), which has caused him to get banged 
up. We just hope he doesn’t have to make 
as many tackles as in the past.” 

Bennett claims the Cats’ new two- 
deep coverage will help bring his tackling 
numbers down. 

“T hope I don’t have to make as many 
tackles because I'm tired of walking 
around like an old man after a game,” he 
said. “I want to be able to go out and 
enjoy myself later that night. We're going 
to let the front seven do most of the tack- 
ling this year.” 

Bennett is joined in the secondary 
by cornerbacks Rodney Ray and Chris 
Martin, both three-year veterans, and 
junior Eric Collier at strong safety. Ray, 
a converted running back, was second in 
the Big Ten with 13 passes broken up 
last season, but he failed to come up 
with an interception.

Collier shared starting duties until he 
cut a tendon in his hand and missed the 
final four games. 

“This will be the first time Rodney 
Ray has gone through a spring practice 
with us, so this will be a big benefit 
to him,” Barnett said. “He has to 
be more disciplined and turn some 
of those PBUs into interceptions, 
but discipline is one of the toughest 
things for a player to learn when he 
likes to free-lance so much.” 

Northwestern's defensive line 
took a jolt in the first scrimmage of 
the spring when sophomore Bobby 
Russ suffered a knee injury and is out 
for the season. He underwent 
surgery to repair torn posterior cruci- 
ate and medial collateral ligaments. 

“That's the second year in a 
row we've lost a starter from the 
defensive line for the entire year 
and it leaves us with a huge hole to 
fill,” Barnett said. “Fortunately, we 
have depth, but Bobby was really 
coming on strong.” 

Junior Matt Rice, a two-year 
starter, will probably get the nod at 
one of the interior positions. Three- 
year letterman Larry Curry and 
two-year veteran Joe Reiff, who 
both shared starting duties at tackle 
last year, are also back. 

Barnett also contends he has a 
quality crew contending at end and 
outside linebacker. Juniors Casey 
Dailey and Ray Robey both could 
be game-breakers on defense. Robey is 
the starter the Cats lost to injury (Achilles 
tendon) just before the first game last 
year. Fifth-year senior Mike Warren is a 
three-year veteran, while juniors Keith 
Lozowski and Luis Oropeza along with 
sophomore Thor Schmidt are also making 
big impressions. 

Senior Danny Sutter leads a talented 
unit at inside linebacker, where the Cats 
have five veterans battling for three spots. 
Sutter, a three-year starter, led the Cats 
with 120 tackles last season, Fifth-year 
senior Geoff Shein, a three-year veteran, 
has the edge at drop linebacker. The middle 
linebacker duties will be shared by junior Pat 
Fitzpatrick and sophomore Don Holmes. 

“Most of the players we recruited in 
our first year were defensive players,” 
Barnett said. “Now we're playing mostly 
juniors on defense.” 

But the greatest defensive weapon of 
all on this Northwestern team might be 
senior punter Paul Burton, a first team 
All-Big Ten selection last year. Burton’s 


43-yard average was tops in the confer- 
ence and ranked 13th nationally. 

“Paul just might be one of the most ver- 
satile punters I've seen,” Barnett said. “He 
can also throw the ball and isn’t afraid to

run, which helps keep the defenses honest. 
Every time he touches the ball we get a 40- 
yard net. Percentages tell you if an offense 
has to start inside its 30-yard line, the 
advantage goes to the defense because 
there aren't a lot of offenses that can con- 
sistently go 70 yards,” 

“I don't know if you could really call 
me a weapon,” says Burton, whose father 
and three brothers all played football for 
Northwestern. “Actually, I'd be quite 
happy if | only punted three times a game 
(after averaging nearly five last year).” 

Burton, who was primarily a quarter- 
back in high school, never started seri- 
ously studying punting until he arrived at 
Northwestern. 

“Now I spend most of my practice 
working on hang time or operating as the 
scout team quarterback,” he said. 

The work as scout team quarterback 
comes in handy as Burton completed two 
of two passes for 35 yards from punt for- 
mation last year. “I love it when they call 
the fake,” he says. 


Offensively, the top priority in the 
spring and during fall camp in Kenosha, 
Wis, is identifying the starting quarter- 
back. The last thing Barnett wants to do is 
ride the roller coaster of emotions with 
senior Steve Schnur and junior Tim 
Hughes once again. 

Schnur ranked eighth and Hughes 
was 10th in the Big Ten in passing 
efficiency. They combined for only 
nine touchdown passes with 18 
interceptions 

“If one of those quarterbacks 
had come through last year, we 
would have won five or six games 
instead of three,” Barnett said. 
“We went from week to week not 
knowing who would start and we 
had to live with a lot of bad deci- 
sions. We're not going to put too 
much into the offense this spring 
because | want the guy who can 
make the plays and make this 
offense move the best.” 

The starting quarterback job is 
wide open and many eyes will be 
following the progress of sopho- 
more Lloyd Abramson, who has 
size and a very strong arm, while 
junior Chris Hamdorf is also mak- 
ing a strong bid, Abramson, a 
SuperPrep and BlueChip All- 
American in Bloomfield, Mich., 
took a redshirt season last year 
after injuring his shoulder in pre- 
season practice. 

“This is a great chance for 
Abramson to start,” Barnett says. “If | was 
sitting in his shoes and saw what I saw last 
fall, | would be anxious to get out there 
and prove myself. But he was a scout 
team quarterback last year, which means 
he didn’t get coached. He hurt his shoul- 
der early and that hurt his chances. 

“We have a chance to be very tal- 
ented offensively, but we'll also be very 
young (five returning starters on offense, 
13 lettermen). | could see us starting five 
sophomores, four of which are redshirt 
freshmen, That’s scary because they have 
never played a lick.” 

The only sophomore who saw action 
on offense last year was Darnell Autry, who 
backed up record-setting Dennis Lundy at 
tailback and proved to be one of the top 
newcomers to the Big Ten. With Lundy's 
graduation, the 6-1, 205-pound Autry indi- 
cated the ground game is in solid hands. He 
rushed for 506 yards, matching Lundy’s 
4.6-yard average, which included a 100- 
yard effort against Minnesota and 171 
yards against Penn State.

“Although I hope we do a good job of 
distributing the ball, | still expect to get it 
most of the time,” Autry said. “I'm a hard 
runner and I want my teammates to feed 
off that because I need them just as much 
as they need me.” 

“If there were any questions about 
what Darnall could do, | think they were 
answered in that last game against Penn 
State,” Barnett said. “Now we have to 
find a backup for him.” 

Primarily on the coaches’ watch list are 
sophomores Adrian Autry and Michael 
Price, who is being moved over from the 
secondary. Sophomore Farajii Leary, who 
missed spring ball while recovering from 
surgery, is also expected to contend. 

The fullback position was wide open 
heading into the spring and sophomore 
Matt Hartl was really turning some heads 
with his aggressive play. 

“Early in the spring, | polled the 
coaches as to the player who was making 
the biggest impression,” Barnett said. 
“Hartl’s name was mentioned more than 


any other player. He’s a tough kid — a 
solid blocker and a dependable receiver. 

The Wildcats still have the dependable 
two-headed monster of seniors Darren 
Drexler and Shane Graham at tight end. 
Drexler, a two-year letterman, had 13 
receptions for 225 yards and Graham, a 
three-year vet, had nine catches for 74 
yards last year. 

Graduation claimed four of North- 
western’s top five receivers, but Barnett 
claims he isn’t worried. 

“We don’t have a Lee Gissendaner 
(Big Ten’s MVP in °93), but I really like 
this group,” he says. 

Sophomore D’Wayne Bates, a con- 
verted quarterback. could emerge as one 
of the big surprises in the conference. 

“He's everything you're looking for in 
a wide receiver,” says Barnett. “When 
he’s on the field with Abramson, there's a 
definite chemistry.” 

Senior Dave Beazley is tops among 
returning wide receivers in catches, and 
he had only eight for 88 yards. 


Along the offensive line, the gradua- 
tion of second-round draft pick Matt 
O'Dwyer and Todd Baczek leaves the 
Cats with two 300-pound holes to fill. 
However, fifth-year senior Rob Johnson, 
a three-year starter at center, senior Ryan 
Padgett, a three-year vet at left guard, 
and Justin Chabot, a two-year starter at 
left tackle who missed the entire spring 
session, provide a solid nucleus. 

Fifth-year senior Sam Valenzisi, a sec- 
ond team All-Big Ten pick last year, again 
will handle the placekicking duties. Valen- 
zisi, who converted all 21 extra points and 
was 13-for-19 on field goals last season, 
doesn’t stand around and watch his kick- 
offs. The feisty 5-7, 167-pounder 
accounted for five tackles last year. 

“Four years ago I wouldn't have given 
a nickel for Sam's chances,” says Barnett. 
“He walked on this team and took advan- 
tage of an opportunity.” 

Which is exactly what Barnett hopes he 
is able to do with his newfound stability.

SPRING UPDATE 


orthwestern opens its season by visiting 
Notre Dame for the final time in the 
four-year series. When former Wildcat 
director of athletics Doug Single agreed to the 
contract nearly 15 years ago, many insiders 
felt it was a great mistake, especially when 
Northwestern was trying to rebound from the 
greatest losing streak in Division | history. 

In the three losses to the Fighting Irish 
under head coach Gary Barnett, the Cats 
played their best game in South Bend two years 
| ago, losing 27-12 after trailing 17-12 at halt 
time. Notre Dame won the two meetings in Sol 
dier Field, 42-7 in 1992 and 42-15 last year. 

Although Barnett's schedule has ranked in 
the top five nationally strength-wise every year, 
| he refuses to admit publicly that the Notre 
Dame game is a big mistake. 

“This game has given us a lot of great 
exposure on national TV," he says. “And the 


fact we open with Notre Dame each year 
keeps everyone on the team jacked up all sum- 
mer. The only thing | would have done differ- 
ently was demand that our home game be 
played here at Dyche Stadium instead of Sol- 
dier Field.” 

@ In 1996, Northwestern will face Ohio 
University instead of Notre Dame as c non-con- 
ference opponent. The Cats also have home 
and away contracts set up with Duke and 
Wake Forest. 

The Wildcats’ Big Ten schedule will also 
change over the next two seasons as Ohio 
State and Michigan State fall off their schedule 
and are replaced by Michigan and Purdue
